vite, Ornament, or Pleafure of the Body, 


ar Thoſe that adorn the Mind thrown: aſide 
as ſuperfluous ; and as uſeleſs as Ragoy's 
Shirt, which wou'd make one think, if (as 
our ſpiritual Writers call it ) the Body be but 
the Garment or Habit of the Mind, that the 
Minas of moſt Mew are meer Beaux whally 
loſt in their Dreſs,..ay# inſenſfible to all that 
does. nat either: diſchmpoſe, or adjuſt that. .

She was a Gentlewoman, by Birth, of a good 
Family in the City of Canterbury, in Kent ; her 
paternal Name was John/or, whoſe Relation 
to the Lord Wiloughby, drew him for the ad- 
vantageous Poſt of Lieutenant-General of many 
Iſles, befides the Continent of S«rinam, from his 
quiet Retreat at Canterbury, to run the hazar- 
dous Voyage of the. Weſt-Inaies ; with him he 
took his chief Riches, his Wife and Children ; 
and in that Number 4fra, his promiſing Dar- 
ling, our. future Heroine, and admird;Aſftrea ; 
who, ev in the firſt Bud: of Infancy, diſcover'd 
fuch early Hopes of her riper Years, that ſhe 
was equally her Parents Joy and. Fears; for 
they too 6ften miſtryſt the- Loſs of a Child, 
whoſe Wit and Underftanding outſtrip its 
Years, as too great a Bleſling to be long enjoy'd. 
Whether that Fear proceed from Superſtition, 
or Diffidence'of our preſent Happineſs, I ſhall 
not determine ; but muſt purſue my Diſcourſe, 
with aſſuring you, -none had greater Fears of 
that Nature, or greater Cauſe for %*em; for, 
befides the Vivacity and-Wit of -her-Converſa= 
tion, at the firſt Uſe almoſt of Reaſon in Diſ- 
courſe, 'ſhe wou'd'write the prettieſt, ſoft-en- 
gaging: Verſes in the World. Thus qualify'd, 
ſheaccompany?d her Parents in their Jong Voy- 

age to Surmam, leaving behind her the Sighs 
and Tears of all her Friends, - and breaking 

Hearts of her Lovers, that ſigh'd to -polleſs, 

what was ſcarce yet arriv'd to a Capacity of 

eaſing their Pain, if ſh= had:been willing, But 

as ſhe was” Miſtreſs of vncommon Charms 'of 

Body, as well as Mind, ſhe gave infinite and ra- 

ging Deſires, before ſhe cond: know the -leaſt 

her ſelf. Her 
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Her Father liv'd not to ſee that Land flow- 
iog with Milk and Honey ; that Paradiſe, which 
ſhe ſo admirably - deſcribes in Oroonckoz where 
you may alſo find what Adventures happen'd 
to her in that Country. The Misfortunes of that 
Prince had been unknown to us, if the Divine 
Aſtrea had not been there, and his Suffterings 
had wanted that SatisfaCtion which her Pen has 
given em in the Immortality of bis Vertues, and 
Conſtancy ; the very Memory of which, move 
a generous Pity in all,-and a Contempt'of the 
brutal Actors in that unfortunate Tragedy. 
Here I can add nothing to what ſhe has given 
the World already, but a Vindication of her 
from ſome unjuſt Aſpergons I find, are infinua- 
ted about this Town in Relation to that Prince. 
I knew her intimately well; and I believe ſhe 
wou'd not have conceal'd any Love-Afair from 
me, being one of her own Sex, whoſe Friend- 
ſhip and Secrecy ſhe had experienced ; which 
makes me aſſure the World, there was no Af- 
fair between that Prince and A/frea, but what 
the whole Plantation were Witneſles of : A ge- 
- nerovus Value for his uncommon Vertues, which 
every one that but hears ?em, finds in himſelf ; 
and his Preſence gave her no more. Beſide, his 
Heart was too violently ſet on the everlaſting 
Charms of his /moinada, to be ſhook with thoſe 
more faint - ( in his Eye ) of a white Beauty 
and Aſtrea's Relations, there preſent, had too 
watchful an Eye over her to permit the Frailty 
of her Youth, if that had been powerful enough. 
As this is falſe, ſo are the Conſequences of it 
too; for the Lord, her Father's Friend, that 
wasnot then arriv*d, periſt*d in a Hurricane, 

without 
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without having it in his Power to reſent it. 
Nor had his Reſentments been anything to her, 
who only waited the Arrival of the next Ships, 
to convey her back to her dehr?d England : 
Where ſhe ſoon after, to her Satisfaction, ar- 
riv'd, and gave King Charles the Second ſo plea- 
ſant and rational an Account of his Afairs there, 
and particularly of the Misfortunes of Oroonoko, 
that he deſfir?d her to. deliver them publickly 
to the World; and fatisfy?d of her Abilities 
in the Management of Buſineſs, and the Fidelity 
of our Herowe to his Intereſt : After ſhe was 
marry?d to Mr. Bebn, a Merchant of this City, 
tho' of Dutch Extrattion, he coinmitted to her 
Secrecy, and Condutt, Afﬀairs of the higheſt 
Importance in the Dutch War ; which obli- 
ging her to ſtay at Antwerp, preſented her 
with The Adventures of Prince Tarquin, and his 
falſe wicked Fair One Miranda : The full Ac- 
count of which, you will find admirably writ 
in the following Volume. 

But I muſtmot omit entirely ſome other Ad- 


ventures, that happen'd to her during this Ne- 


gotiation, tho' I cannot give ſo juſt and large 
a Repreſentation of them as I willingly wou?d. 

I have told you, that as her Mind, ſo her 
Body was adorn'd with all the Advantages of 
our Sex. Wit, Beauty, and Judgment, ſeldom 
meet in one, eſpecially in Woman (you may 
allow this from a Woman) but in her they 
were eminent; and this made her turn all the 
Advantages each gave her to the Intereſt ſhe 
had devoted her ſelf to ſerve: And whereas the 
Beauty of the Face is that which zenerally takes 
with Mankind, ſo it gives. em moit commonly 
an 
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an Aſſurance, and Security from- Deſigns; for 
they m_ that a beautiful Woman, as 
ſhe is made for the Pleaſure of others, ſo chiefly 
minds her own; and in that they are not 
much miſtaken, for they purſue the ſame Courſe 
with the reſt of the World, Pleaſure ; but then 
*tis as various as their Tempers, and what they 
generally imagine may have the leaſt ſhare in 
many of them. The Event, I'm ſure, ſhew'd 
that, in Aſrca (at this time at leaft). the Plea- 
ſures of Love had not the Predominance, when 
ſhe diverted the Hopes, which the Vanity of a 
Dutch Merchant of great Intereſt and Authority 
in Holland, had entertaind of a ſucceſsful 
Paſſion, to the Service of her Prince, and his 
own ſhameful Diſappointment. 

They are miſtaken who imagine that a Datch- 
man can*t love; for tho' they are generally 
more phlegmatick, than other Men, yet it ſome- 
times happens, that Love does penetrate their 
Lump, and diſpenſe an enliveming Fire, that 
deltroys its graver, and cooler Conſiderations ; 
at leaſt it once prov?d ſo on this Spark, whom 
we mult call by the Name of FYarnder Albert, of 
Utrecht. | 

Antwerp is a City of great Opulence and Com- 
paſs, and before the Separation of the Seven 
Provinces from the other Ten, the Emporium of 
Flanders, and is yet a Town of conſiderable 
Trade and Reſort; ?us in the Spaniſh Nether 
lands, 2nd y-t near Neighbour to the Domi- 
nions of the States, For which Reaſon, our 
Aſtrea choſe it for the Fl2ce of her abode, 
where ſhe might with the greater Eaſe hear 
from, and meet with Yauder Albert; _ 

ore 
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fore the War, jn her Husband*s time; had been 
in love with her in Englend, and nn which ſhe 
grounded the Succeſs of her Negotiation. Al- 
bert, as ſoon as he knew of her Arrival at Avt- 
werp, and the publick Poſts he was in wou'd 
give him Leave, made a ſhort Voyage to meet 
her, with all the Love his Nature was capable 
of, (and which by chance was much, and more 
refind than moſt of his Countrymen, at leaſt 
according, to our common Notions. of %m,) 
and after a Repetition of all his former Pro- 
feſhons for her Service, preſs'd her extreamly 
to let him by ſome ſignal Means, give undenia- 
ble Proofs of the Vehemence and-Sincerity of 
his Paſſion ; for which he wou'd ask no Reward, 
till he had by long and faithful Services con- 
vinc'd her that he deſervd it. 

This Propoſal was ſo reaſonable, and :ſo ex- 
treamly ſyitable ts her preſent Aim in the Ser- 
vice of her Country, that ſhe accepted it ; and 
having the Reward in her own Power, as well 
as the Judgment of his Deſerts, ſhe put him'to 
that uſe, which made her very ſerviceable to 
'the King. TI ſhall only inſtance one piece of In- 
telligence, which might have ſav*d the Nation 
a great deal of Money and Diſgrace, had Cre- 
dit been given to it. The latcer end of the 
Year 1666, Aibert ſent her Word by a ſpecial 
Meſſenger that he won'd be with her at Day 
appointed, which nothing cou'd have oblig?d 
him to, but his Engagements to her ; but his 
Afﬀairs requiring his immediate Return into 
Holland, he had ſent that Expreſs to get her 
to be alone, and inthe way thoſe few Minutes 
-hecou'd ſtay with her. | 

The 
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The time comes: Afreais punQual to the Ap- 
pointment,. and. Albert informs her, that Cor- 
nelius de Wit, - who with the reſt of that Family, 
had an implacable Hatred to the Engliſh Na- 
tion, . and the Houſe of Orange, that was ſo 
nearly related to it, had with 4d? Ruyter pro- 
pos'd to the. States, to fail up the River of 
Thames, and deſtroy the Engliſh Ships in their 
-Harbours; ſince, by the Propoſal of a Peace, 
the King of England had ſhewn ſo little of the 
Politician,- or was ſo rul'd by evil Counſellors, 
that he never thought of treating with Sword 
in Hand ; but-; to ſave the Expence of fitting 
out a Fleet, .hgd-expos'd ſo conſiderable a part 
of it to the Reſentment of the Enemy. This 
Prqpoſal of de Wit, concurring with the Advice 
which the Dutch Partiſans in Englazd had given 
*tm, was well. receiv*d, and you may depend 
on it, my Charming A/res, that it will be put 
in. Execution. (ſaid Albert) for I can further aſ- 
ſure you, that-we have that. good Correſpon- 
dence with ſome Miniſters about the King, that 

being enſur'd'from all Oppoſition, we look on 
it. as a thing of neither Danger nor Difficulty, 
.. When Alber: had diſcover'd a Secret of this 
Importance, and with all thoſe Marks of a ſin- 
cere Relation of Truth, Aftrea cou?d not doubt 
but he had ſufficient Grovnds for. what he had 
told her, and ſcarce allev/*d that little time that 
Albert ſtaid to the Civilities due for a Service of 
that mighty Conſequence ; and this Interview 
was no ſooner ended, but ſhe got ready her 
Diſpatches far England, 

But all the particular Circumſtances ſhe gave, 
nor the Conſequence of it, if it ſhould be et- 

A feed, 
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fefted, cou'd gain Credit enough to her Intelli- 
gence, to make any tolerable Preparations 
againſt it : And all the Encouragement ſhe met 
with, was to be laugt'd at by the Miniſter ſhe 
wrote to; and her Letter 'ſhewd, by way of 
Contempt, to ſome who ought not to have 
been let into the Secret, and ſo bandy*d about, 
till it came to the Ears of a particular Friend of - 
hers, who gave her an Account of what Re- 
ward ſhe was to expect for her Service, ſince 
that was 9 little valu'd ; and defir'd her there- 
fore to lay aſide her politick Negotiation, and 
divert her Friends with ſome pleaſant Adven- 
tures of Antwerp, either as to her Lovers, or 
thoſe of any other Lady of her Acquaintance ; 
that in this ſhe wou'd: be more ſucceſsful than 
in her Pretences of State, fince here ſhe wou?®d 
not fail of pleaſing thoſe ſhe writ to. 

Aſtrea vex*d at this Letter, and the Treat- 
ment ſhe had met with; for a Service the An- 
cients wou'd have decreed her a Triumph, 
gave over all ſollicitous Thought of Buſineſs, 
and reſolv'd to comply with her Friends Re- 
queſt in what ſhe woud take ſo much Pleaſure 
in the Narration of. But ſoon after ſhe had 
the Satisfaftion to ſee her incredulous Corre- 
ſpondents ſufficiently puniſhed for negleCting 
her Advice, and by their Miſmanagement, find 
e'ery particular thing come to paſs that ſhe had 
forewarn'd 'em of. Nay, and ſome powerful 
Men fall under the Cenſures of the People for 
the Misfortunes, their Pride, Folly, or private 
Deſigns had brought upon them. But to re- 
turn from this ſhort Excurſion, to her Letter.

But now ?tis time to proceed to her Afﬀairs, 
with Yander Albert, her other Dutch Lover, 
which was pleaſant enongh, and in which 
ſhe contrivd to preſerve her Honour, with- 
out injuring her Gratitude ; for ſhe cond not 
deny but be had done ſuch Services that did 
juſtly challenge a Retnrn for ſo much Love as 
producd %em. 7 

There was a Woman of ſome Remains of 
Beauty in Antwerp, that had often given Aſtrea 
warning of the Infidelity of Albers, aſſuring her 
he was of ſo fickle a Nature, that he never lov'd 
paſt Enjoyment, and ſometimes made his 
Change, before he had ev?n that pretence, of 
which Number her ſelf was, for whom he had 
profeſs'd ſo much Love as to marry her, and 
yet deſerted her that __ Night in the height 
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of her Expetations: This Woman came now 
into Aftrea's Mind at the ſame time, to gratifie 
her Admirer with a Belief of his Happineſs, 
and do Juſtice to an injur*d Woman. She gives 
her Notice of her Delign, and orders the Ap- 
pointment ſo, that Albert met Catalina, (for 
that was her Name) for Aſfrea, and poſleſsd 
her with all the Satisfaftion of a longing Lo- 
ver : But Catalina, infinitely pleas?d with the 
Adyenture, appoints the next Night, and the 
following ; and finding his Tranſports till 
freſh and high, began 'to confide in her own 
Charms; and keeping him longer than uſual, 
made the Day diſcover a double Diſappoint- 
ment of her in her future Pleaſures, and him 
Ip the paſt, for he cou'd not forgive her eva 
the Joys ſhe had imparted by the falſe Bait of 
another's Charms, but flung from her with the 
higheſt Reſentment and Indignation, and re- 
turn'd to Aſtrea to upbraid het with her unge- 
nerous Dealing; who, for her Plea, urg?d his 
Duty to his Wife, and how unreaſonable' it 
was in him, to deſire the ſacrificing of the Re- 
putation of the Woman he profeſs*d to love. 

Tho' Albert was forc*d to acquieſce in what 
ſhe ſaid, he cou'd not loſe his Defire, now in- 
creasd by the Pleaſure of Revenge, which he 
promis'd himſelf in the Enjoyment of her, ev'nt 
againſt her Wil], and almoſt without her Knows 
ledge. Mrs. Behr had an old Woman of near 
Threeſcore, which, out of Charity, ſhe kept 
3S her Companion, having been an old decay*d 
Gentlewoman ; but ſhe, guilty of the common 
Vice of Age, Avarice, ſtill covetous of what 
they cannot enjoy, was corrupted by __—

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Gold, to put him dreſgd in her Night-cloaths 
to Bed in her Place (for ſhe made her her Bed- 
fellow) when Aſtrea was out at a Merchants of 
Antwerp, paſling the Ev*ning in Play, and Mirth 
as her Age, and Gayety requird: The Son of 
which Merchant was a brisk, lively, frolick- 
ſome young Fellow, and with his two Siſters, 
and ſome Servants, waited on Aſtree home ; 
and as a Concluſion of that Night's Mirth, pro- 
pos'd to go to bed to the old Woman and ſur- 
prize her, whilſt they ſhou?d all come in with 
the Candles, and compleat the merry Scene : 
ASit was agreed, ſo they did , but the young 
Spark was more ſurprizd when, in the En- 
counter, he found himſelf met with an unex- 
pected Ardour, and a Man's Voice, ſaying, 
Have I now caught thee, thoy malicious Charmer 
now PII not let thee go till thou haſt done me Juſtice 
for all the Wrongs thou haſt offer d my doating 
Love 


By thistime the reſt of the Company were 
come in, all extreamly ſurpriz?d to find Albert 
in Aſtrea's Bed, inſtead of the old Woman ; who 
beivg thus diſcover?g, and Albert appeas'd with 
a Promiſe to marry him at her Arrival in Eng- 
land, was diſcarded to provide for her ſelf ac- 
cording to her Deſerts: But Albert faking his 
leave of her with a heavy Heart, and return- 
ing into Holland to make all things ready for his 
Voyage to Ergland, and Matrimony, dy*d at 
AmSterdam of a Fever.

Pve often heard her aſlert, that the whole Com- 
pany ſaw it: The Figure was this: A fourſquare 
Floor of various colour'd Marble, from which 
aſcended rows of fluted and twiſted Pillars, 
emboſs'd round with climbing Vines and Flow- 
ers, and waving Streamers, that receiv'd an 
eaſie Motion from the Air ; upon the Pillars a 
hundred little Cupids clamber'd with flutt'ring 
Wings. This ſtrange Pageant came almoſt 
ne: czough for one to ſtepout of the Shipinto 
it before it vaniſtPd 3 after which, and a ſhort 
Calm, followed ſo violent « Storm, that ha- 
ving driv?n the Ship upon the Coaſts, ſhe ſplit 
in light of Land, but the People, by the help 
of che inhabitants, and Boats from ſhoar, were 
all ſav'd; and our Afrea arriv*d ſafe, tho? 
tir'd, to London, from a Voyage that gain'd her 
more Reputation than Profit. 

The Reſt of her Life was entirely dedicated 


to Pleaſure and Poetry; the Succeſs in which 
gain'd 
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gain'd her the Acquaintance and Friendſhip of 
the moſt ſeniible Men of the Age; and the Love 
of not a few of ditterent Characters; for tho' a 
Sot have no Portion of Wit of his own, he 
yet like Old Age, covets what he cannot enjoy. 
I cant allow a Fool to be touch'd with the 
Charms of Wir, but the Repnration that is 
gain'd by Wit ; which. being a thing beyond his 
Reach, he is ford of it becauſe it pleaſes others, 
not himielf : Our Afrea had many of theſe,who 
profeſs?d not a little Love for her, and whom ſhe 
us'd as Fools ſhoud be us'd, for her Sport, and 
the Diverſ:;on of her better Acquaintance. I 
went to vitit her one Day, and found with her 
a young brisk pert Fop very gayly dreſsd, 
and who after an Abundance of Impertinence, 
left us. His Figure was ſo extraordinary, that 
1 coud not but enquire into his Name, and 
more particular Charafter,. which 4frea gave 
me in the following manner. 

This 1s a young vain Coxcomb, but newly 
come from the Univerſity, and full of the im- 
pudent ſclf-Opinion, and Pride of that Place, 
takes the common Privilege of being very im- 
pertinent in all Company, eſpecially among 
Women, and Men that underſtand not the 
Jargon of the Schools. He's ofa good Family, 
and was lefr a pretty good paternal Eſtate, 
which he endeavour'd to encreaſe by marrying 
a rich Aunt he had in the Country, who had 
Occaſion for juſt ſuch a Fop; for tho' he has 
not been two Years from Oxford, he has met 
with ſeveral uncommon Adventures, and among 
the reſt, his Addreſſes to me ſhall not be the 
leaſt conſiderable for all our Diverſions. 

Going 
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Going down to take Poſlefſion of his Pater- 

nal Eſtate, and full of no very good Thoughts 
of wronging his Brothers, he lay at this Aunts's ; 

who, tho' none of the youngeſt, was not old 
enough yet to have given off all Thoughts of 
Love, or to be exempted from the Effefts of En- 
joyment ; for after a long Intrigue with the 
Steward of her Eſtate, ſhe was, or imagin'd at 
leaſt, that ſhe was with Child ; and tho' ſhe 
lik'd him well enough for a Gallant, ſhe cou'd 
by no means think him fit for a Husband, ei- 
ther becauſe her Pride wouw?d not permit her to 
think of .her Servant for her Maſter, or that ſhe 
fear d to give him a Power over her Conduct, 
who had beena Wirneſs how weak a Guard of 
Virtue ſhe had to ſecure the conjugal Duty, he 
might expect from her as her Husband : But 
whatever was the Motive, the Arrival of her 
Nephew gave her. other Thoughts, finding 
him a fit Coxcomb for her ends; for you find, 
that a little Converſation will let you into his 
CharaQter, at leaſt, ſo far as to diſcover 
him to be a very ſelf-conceited Fool, and one 
on whom by Conſequence, Flattery wou'd have 
no ſmall Effet. His Aunt having made this 
Diſcovery, took Care to detain him ſome Days 
longer than he intended, and by all the cunning 
Arts of a deſigning Woman, gave him Cauſe to 
believe that his Suit wou'd not bevery unſucceſs- 
fal, if he ſhou?d make his Addreſles to her. He 
naturally thought well of himſelf, and fir'd 
with ſo many Advances that his Aunt made 
» him, he reſoly'd to trie if he coud gain

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She was a Woman that had yet aReſt of 
Beauty , #mprovd-too by the help of Art, 


that ſhe might pretend, without vanity, to a 
conqueſt, where no brighter' or more youthful 


-Faces interpos'd ; to.this ſhe had an engaging 


Air, and a ſprightly Converſation : but that 
which compleated the Victory over our young 
Spark, was her Eſtate:; that was exceeding 
beautiful, becauſe very great, and, join'd with, 
ber other Charms, was not to be reliſted by a 


"Man who was poſleſs'd with the contrary Vices 


of Avarice and Prodigality. For he had ſtill 
a thirſt of Wealth, which he perpetually ſquan- 
der*d; for he was incapable of doing a genes 
rous Action, though he wou*'d do many fooliſh 
ones, Which ſeenrd to him worthy that Name, 
as particularly that which Pm juſt going to re- 
late after his Marriage with his Aunt, for there 
ended this Amour. 
Some ſmall time after the conſummation of 
the Nuptials, finding her fears of being with 
Child vain, and quite tired of the Fool her 
Husband, ſhe perpetually was contriving how 
to get handſomly rid of him ; for though he 
ſeem'd. to love her well enough for a Wife, yet 
he was too watchful of her motions to give her 
opportunity of thoſe Pleaſures ſhe had ſo long 
taken with liberty. . This made her very ill 
humour'd and croſs; which he endeavour'd, 
by pleaſing her all the ways he cou'd think of, 
to remove : But all in vain, unleſs he cou'd 
remove himſelf, - and his legal Right to her 
Eſtate, all his Careſſes and Complaiſance fig- 
nified nothing. In ſhort, after ſhe had ated 
this part ſome time, and made him very earneſt 
IR 
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in the enquiry into the cauſe of her Chagrin» 
ſhe inform?d' him, that ſhe was very ſenſible 
the chief motive that engag d him to make love 
to her was her Eſtate, and that all his profeſ- 
fions of Love were only falſe baits to deInde her 
too credulous Heart, and catch her Eſtate 5 
that ſhe caw?d never forgive herſelf, being over- 
reach'd by ſo unexperiencd a Youth, or ever 
have patience to ſupport” the affliction this 
gave her. : 

He us'd all the Arguments he could think of 
to convince her of her Error, and that helov'd 
her with a ſincere and tender Paſſion, without 
any regard to her Eſtate, of which ſhe was as 
entirely Miſtreſs as before. In vain was all he 
ſaid, ſhe turn'd it to a contrary end to what he 
meant it; told him *twas eaſe profeffing his 
Love ſincere, when he was in poileſiion of the 
fruits of his paſt Diſſimulation, and that fhe 
coud never believe her Fortune had no ſhare 
in his Aﬀettions, as long as he was Maſter of it 
whether ſhe wou'd or rot ; that ſhe muſt de- 
ſpair, being ſo much older than him, of long 
being able ſo much as of a cold Civility, when 
it was out of her power to give him any more.

This was the point ſhe had all this while been 
lab”ring to gain,and you may imagine ſheloſt not 
the IackyMinute of theFools ridiculonsFondneſs. 
The Writings were made, and ſhe put in abſolute 
poſſeſſion of all her Fortune, and had therefore 
no farther need of a longer Diſſimulation ; nay, 
the curb that had been ſet on her unruly Will 
for the ſhort time of their Marriage, provok'd 
her to obſerve no meaſures with him, whom 
ſhe could not forgive the many Pleaſures he had 
diſappointed her of, He was firſt tormented 
with freſh Proofs, ev'ry day, of his being a no-

He told her plainly he would keep her 
Perſon, though he had nothing to do with her 
Eſtate ; 'twas in vain for her to ſtruggle, ſo ſhe 
went with him to the Hor/e-Guards, contriving 
all the way how to get rid of him; and being 
come there, on ſome occaſion there happen'd to 
be a great concourſe of People : This gave her a 
lucky hint, and ſtarting from him, ſhe ſought the 
ProteCtion of the 240bb, afluring them he was 
a paultry Scoundrel, that would needs pretend 
to ſeduce her to his Ends, but on denial, had, 
on his threats, prevaild with her to go quietly 
to that ers where ſhe hop'd her Reſcue. 
He aſſur'd them he was her Husband, and that 
he only meant to reclaim her from her evil 
courſes, and carry her home. She, with all 
the aſſurance imaginable, laughing at his Aſſer- 
tion, deſfir'd ?*em to conſider if that Man look'd 
like her Husband. Her Dreſs and Mien'had 

engag*d a Gentleman of the Guards to eſpouſe 
| her Quarrel, and preventing the Deciſion of 
the 4obb, declar*d his Opinion in the Lady's 
favour, and -propos'd the giving him the civi- 
lity of the Horſe-pond : which hitcing the bru- 
tal pleaſure of the Abb, prevail'd, and ſo the 
poor Knight was carry'd to the Enchanted 
Caſtle, 
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Caſtle, and the Lady ſet free, for more agree- 
able Encounters ; for ſhe was not ungrateful to 
her:Deliverer. 

This unlucky Adventure was. no ſmall check 
to his Hopes, and unopinion of his own Con- 
dutt and Judgment ; yet about half a year 
after, being now more gay, by the recovery 
of his Eſtate,- and walking, in the Park again, 
he meets his treacherous Spouſe, and full of the 
Injury he had laſt received from her, and out 
of fear of the like Misfortune, his Dreſs being 
now anſwerable to hers, he upbraids her with 
what was paſt, and aſlures her nothing ſhall 
now deliver her from him ; and ſo endeavour- 
ing to force her out again at the Hor/ſe- Guards, 
where ſhe enter d, and near which he met her, 
ſhe, by her cunning, and ſeeming ſorrow for 
what had paſt, prevaiPd with him to go out at 
Sr. James ;, and being got out of the, Gate, 
ſhe makes to the firſt Coach very peaceably 
with him, where he found three Gentlemen 

who waited ready for her, and on her approach 
came out, deliver'd her from her Husband, 
and without much difficulty carry*d her off. 

Being thus again out-witted by her, arid ſee- 
ing no help for his deſperate Condition, he 
gave over all thought of her, and ſet his mind 
on ſoine freſh Amour, to wear off the uneaſie 
remembrance of his paſt Adventures. Among 
thereſt that were doom'd to ſuffer his Addreſles, 
it has been my fate, of late, to ſhare the ill 
lack, tho? I have the advantage of a great deal 
of good Company to atone for the impertinent 
Moments he taxes me with, his Converſation 
diverting ſometimes ſome of my beſt Friends,and 
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his Letters my ſelf ; they are ſo affetedly ridi- 
culous, that I will ſhew you one of them ex-.

1own 1 have neither the Coldneſs of 
Lycidas, nor the Prudence; I cannot either not 
Love, or have a Thouſand Arts of hiding it ; I 
have no Bouy to fear, and therefore may have 
tome BoCy to Love: But if you are deſtind to 
be he, the Lord have mercy on me; for I am 
{ſure 
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ſure yowl- have none. L expect a Reprimand 
for this plain Conſcſſion ; but | muſt juſtifie it, 
and I will, becauſe 1 cannot help it: I was 
born to Ill Luck',. and this Loſs of my Heart is, 
poſſibiy, notthe leaſt part on'c. Do not let me 
ſee you diſapprove it, I may one Day grow a- 
ſhaned on'r,:.and reclaim, bur never, whilſt 
you blow the;FJame, ' tho? nerhaps againſt your 
Will. I expe&now. a, very wiſe Anſwer; and, 

L believe,- with abundance of Diſcretion, you 
will caution me to avoid this Danger that threa- 
tens. Do ſa, if you havea mind to make me 
lannch farther jipto the main Sea of Love: Ra- 
ther deal with me as with a right Woman; make 
me believe my {elf infinitely belov'd.l may chance 
from the natural Inconſtancy of my Sex, T0 be 
as falſe as you wou'd wiſh, and leave you in quiet: 
Foras I am fatish'd | love in vain,and without re- 
turn, Pm fatisf,d that nothing, but the thing that 
hates me, cou'd.treat me-as Lyc:das do's ; and tis 
only the vanity of being belov?d by me can make 
you countenance a ſoftneſs ſo diſpleaſing to you. 

How cou'd any thing, but the Man that hates me, 


entertain me ſo unkindly ? witneſs your excellent 


Opinion of me,,.of loving others ; witneſs your 
pal ing. bythe end of the Street where [ live, and 
1quandring away your time at any Coffee-Houle, 
rather than allow me what you know in your Soul 
1s the greateſt Bleſſing of my Life, your dear dull 
inelancholy Company ; I call it dull, becauſe you 
can never, be gay or merry where Altrea| is. How 
cou'd this Indifference poſſeſs you, when your 
malicious Soul, knew I was languiſhing for you? I 
dy'd, I fainted,and pin'd for an Hour of what you 
laviſh'd our, regardleſs of me, and without fo 
d 2 much 
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much as thinking on me ! What can you ſay, that 
Judgment may not pals ? that yon may not he 
condemn'd for the worſt-natur?d, incorrigible 
Thirg in the World ? Yield, and at leaſt fay, My

Be- 
fides theſe; thouſand little Knacks, and Ra- 
_ rites in*Nathte; /and fore” of Artz'as their 
Baskets, Weapons; Aprons, &c.' We dealt with 
*«m witlF Beads of all Cofours, Knives, Axes, 
Pins : arid Needles; ; whieh: they us'd only as 
Tools to''dril'Holes within their Ears, Noſes 
and Lips, where they hang” a great many little 
things ; 'as Iong Beads, bits of Tin, Braſs or 
Silver, 'beat”ithin 3 'and. ary ſhining-Frinker. 
| The' Beady'they weave into 'Aprons' about - a 
Quarter of an Ell long,andof the ſame breadth 
working then very prettily in Flowers of ſeve- 
ral Colours of Beads ;' 'which Apron they wear 
juſt- before: *em), as' Adam and Eve did the Fip- 
leaves; the Men wearing along ſtripe of Linen, 
which they deal with: us for. They thread 
theſe Beads alfo on long Cotton threads, and 
make Girdles to tie their- Aprons to, which 
comme twenty times, or more, about the Waſte, 
and then croſs, like a Shoulder-belt, both ways, 
and round'their Necks, Arms and Legs. This 
Adornment, "with their Tong black Hair, and 
the Face painted in-little Specks or Flowers 
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here. and there, makes *em a wonderful Figure 
to behold. Some of the Beauties which indeed 
are finely ſhap'd, . as almoſt, all are, and who 
have pretty Features,, are yery charming and 
novel ; for they have. all that is.called Beauty, 
except the Colour, which is a reddiſh Yellow ; 
or after, a new Oiling, which they. often. uſe 
to themſelves, they are of- the colour of anew 
Brick, but ſmooth, ſaft and fleek.. \T hey are- 
extreme modeſt and babar very ſhy, {and nice 
of being touch'd. And though they are allithus 
naked, if. one lives for ever among, ?em, there 
is not. to be ſeen an indecent Aion, or: Glance; 
and being, .continually us*'d to ſee-one another 
ſo unadoxn'd, ſo, like our firſt-,Parents before 
the Fall, it ſcems as. if they. had no:Wiſhes ; 
there. beivg nothing:to/heighten Curjoſity bur 
all-yoy can ſee, you.iſce at once, /and every 
moment, ſee 3 and where there -is no Novelty, 
there can be no Curiolity.-. Not but - I bave 
ſeen a-handſom young J1ndiar, dying for Love 
of a. very; beautiful = Indian Maid ; but all 
his: Courtſhip was; to- fold his- Arms, purſue 
her with his Eyes, and Sighs were all his Lan- 
guage :. While ſhe, as if no ſuch Lover were 
preſent; 'or rather, as. if ſhe deſired none ſuch, 
carefully guarded her Eyes from beholding him 
and never approach?d him, but ſhe look*d down 
with all the bluſhing modeſty I have ſeen in 
the moſt ſevere and cautious of our World: 
And theſe. People repreſented to- me an abſo- 
lute ce of the firſt State of Innocence, before 
Man knew how to fin: And *tis moſt evident 
and plain, that ſimple Nature isthe moſt harm- 


leſs, inoffenſive and yertuous Miſtreſs. ?Tis ſhe 
alone, 
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alone, if-ſhe were permitted, that better in- 
ſtrufts the World, than all the Inventions of 
Man-: Religion; wou?d here but deſtroy that 
Tranquillicy they poſlefs! by Ignorance”; and 
Laws wou'd but teach %tm''to know Offence, 
of which inow they have no }Notion They 
once made-Mourning and 'Þ afting-for: the Death 
of the Ergls/b Governor; who had 'given his 
Hand to come on ſuch a day to ?em, and net- 
ther came [nor ſent; believing, when once a 
Man's Word was paſt, nothing but Death cou'd 
or ſhow?d. prevent his keeping it : And when 
they ſaw: he was not dead, - they ask*d him 
what Name they had for a Man who-promis'd 
a thing he did not do? [The Governor told 
them, Such'a Man was a LTyar, which was a * 
Word of-Infamy to a Gentleman. [Then- one 
of *em reply*d, Governor, iyou are a Lyar, and 
guilty of. that Infamy;, _ They have a: native 
Jaſtice, -which knows no Fraud ; and they un- 
derſtand no'Vice, or Cunning, but when they 
are taught/by'the Whice:Men:. They have Plo- 
_ rality of:Wives ; which, when they grow-old, 
they ſerve thoſe thatſncceed ?em,: who are 
young, bat with a Servitudeecaſie and reſpected ; 
and valeſs they-take Slaves in War, they have 
no other Attendants. 

' ;Thoſe on that Continent where 1 was, had no 
King ; but the oldeſt War-Captain was obey'd 
with great Reſignation. 

A Wer-Captain is a Man who has led them 
on to Battle with Condu&t and Succeſs ; of 
whom [I ſhall have occaſion to ſpeak more here- 
after, and of ſome other of their Cuſtom and 
Manners, as they fall in my way. |

With theſe People, as I ſaid, we live in per- 
fe Tranquillity, and good Underſtanding, as 
it behoves us to do ; they knowing. all the 
places where to ſeek the beſt Food of the Coun- 
trey; and the means of getting it; and for very 
ſmall and: anvaluable. Trifles, ſupply us with 
what *tis impoſſible for us to get ; for they do 
not only in the Wood, and- over the Sevans?s, 
in Hunting, ſupply the parts of Hounds, by 
ſwiftly ſcouring throvgh . thoſe almoſt impaſ- 
ſable places, and by the meer ARivity.of their 
Feet, run- down the nimbleſt Deer, and other 


_ eatable Beaſts: But in the Water, one wou'd 


think they. were Gads of the Rivers, or Fellow- 
Citizens. of the Deep; ſo rare an 'Art they 
have in Swimming, Diving, and almoſt Living 
in Water ; by which they command the leſs 
ſwift. Inhabitants of-the Floods. ' And then for 
Shooting ; what they cannot take; or reach 


with their Hands, they: do with:Arrows; and 


have ſo-admirable an:Aim, that they will ſplic 
almoſt an Hair ; and-at any diſtance that an 
Arrow can reach, they will ſhoot down Oran- 
ges, and other Fruit, and only tonch the Stalk 
with the Darts Point, that they may not hurt 

e Fruit. So that they being, an all occaſions, 

y uſeful] to us, we find it abſolutely ne- 
ceſlary to careſs *em as Friends, and not to treat 
**m._ as Slaves 3 nor dare we do: other, their 
Numbers ſo far ſurpaſſing ours in that Cor- 
z17ENt. 

Thoſe then whom we make uſe of to work 
in our Plantations of Sugar, are Negro's, Black- 
Slaves altogether ; which are tranſported thi- 
ther in this manner : - 

Thoſe 
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..'Thoſe- a want Go -make 2'-Barggin 
with a Maſter, .or a Captain of a Ship,: and con- 
frat to pay him ſo much-4-piece, a matter of 
Twenty Pound. a Head for as:many as he agrees 
for, and ito pay- for ?em when;they ſhall be, de- 
liver'd on ſpch; a Plantation :, So that when 
there arrives a Ship laden with Slaves, they 
who have ſo contraQted, go-a«board,, and re- 
ceive their number by. Lot; and perhaps in 
one Lot that may be for ten, - there may happen 
to be.three; or four: Men :;:-: the reſt. Women 
gnd Children : or . be: there more. or leſs. of 
either Sex, you are oblig?d to be contented with 
your Lot. 

Coramantien,. 2 Countrey of Blacks fo called, 
was one of. thoſe. places in which they found 
the moſt advantageous Trading for theſe Slaves, 
and thither moſt of our great Traders in thas 
Merchandiſe traffick*'d ; for that Nation is 
very war-like-;and brave ; and having a contj» 
nual Campaign, being always in Hoſtility with 
one neighbouring, Prince or other, they had 
the fortune:to take a great many Captives ; for 
all they took in Battle were ſold as Slaves ; af 
leaſt, thoſe--common. Men-.who cou'd not ran- 
ſom themſelves. Of theſe Slaves ſo-taken, the 
General only has all che Profit; and of theſe 
Generals, our Captains'and Maſters of Ships buy 
all their Frejghts. 

The King of Coramantien was himſelf a Man 
of an Hundred and odd Years old, and had 
no Son, though he had many beautiful Black- 
Wives; for moſt certainly, there are Beauties 
that can charm of that Colour. In his younger 
years he had had many gallant Men to his 
B 4 SONS, 
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Sons, thirteen of which died in Battle, con- 
quering when they fell; and he had only left 
him for his Succeſſor, one Grand-Child, Son 
to: one of theſe dead Viftors ; who, as ſoon as 
he could bear a Bow in his Hand, and a Quiver 
at his back, was ſent into the Field, to be 
train'd up, by one of the oldeſt Generals, to 
War ; where, from bis natural Inclination to 
Arms, and the Occaſions given him, with the 
good Condudt of the old General, he became, 
at the age of Seventeen, one of the moſt ex- 
pert Captains, and braveſt Soldiers, that ever 
ſaw the Field of Mars : So that he was ador'd 
as the Wonder of all that World, and the Dar- 
ling of the Soldiers. Beſides, he was adorn'd 
with a native Beauty ſo tranſcending al] thoſe 
of his gloomy Race, that he ſtruck an Awe and 
Reverence, even into thoſe that knew not his 
Quality ; as he did into me, who beheld him 
with Surprize and' Wonder, when afterwards 
he arriv*d in our World. 

He had ſcarce arriv?d at his Goventnently 
Year, when, fighting by his ſide, the General 
was kil}d with an Arrow in his Eye, which the 
Prince Orconeko ( for fo was this gallant oor 
calld ) very narrowly avoided ; nor had he, if 
the Genera}, who ſaw the Arrow ſhot, and per- 
ceiving it aim*d at the Prince, had not bow*d 
his Head between, on purpoſe to receive it in 
his own Body, rather than it ſhou'd touch that 
of the Prince, and ſo ſaved him. 

*T was then, afflicted as Oroonoko Was, that 
he was proclaim'd General in the Old Man's 
place ; and then it was, at the finiſhing of that 
War, which had continued for two Years, _ 
ng 
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the Prince came to Court ; where he had hard- 
ly been a Month together, from the time. of 
his Fifth Year, to thar of Seventeen ; and ?*twas 
amazing to imagine where it was he learn'd fo 
much Humanity ; or, to give bis Accompliſh- 
ments a juſter Name, where *twas he' got that 
real Greatneſs of Soul, thoſe refin'd Notions 
of true Honour, that abſolute Generolity, and 
that Softneſs that was capable of the higheſt 
Paſſions of Love and Gallantry, whoſe Objects 
were almoſt continually fighting Men, or thoſe 
mang]'d, or dead ; who heard no Sounds, but 
thoſe of War and Groans. Some part of it we 
may attribute to the care of a French-man of 
Wit and Learning ; who finding it turn to 
very good account to be a ſort of Royal Tutor 
to this young Black, and perceiving him very 
ready, apt, and quick of Apprehenfion, took 
a great pleaſure to ceach him Morals, Language 
and Science ; and was for it extremely belovd 
and valu'd by him. Another reaſon was; he 
lov'd, when he came from War, to ſee all the 
Engliſh Gentlemen that traded thither ; and- 
did not only learn their Language, but that of 
the Spaniards alſo, with whom he traded after- 
wards for Slaves. | 

I have often ſeen and convers*'d with this 
Great Man, and been a Witneſs to many of 
bis mighty Actions ; and do aſlure my Reader, 
the moſt illuſtrions Courts cowud not have 
producd a braver Man, both for greatneſs of 
Courage and Mind, a Judgment more ſolid, 
a Wit more quick, and a Converſation more 
{weet and diverting. He knew almoſt as much 
as if he had read much : He had heard of, 
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10 OrooONoKko-: Or, 
and. admir'd the Romans ; he had heard of th© 
late Civil Wars in Erglana, and the deplorable 
Death of our great Monarch ; and wou'd diſ- 
courſe of it with all.the Senſe and Abhorrence 
of the Injuſtice imaginable; He had-an extreme 
good and graccful Mien, and all the Civility of 
a well-bread Great Man, He had nothing of 
Barhbarity in his .Nature, but in. all Points ad- 
dreſs?d himſelf as if his Education had been in 
ſome European Court, 

This great- and juſt: Character of Oroonoko 
gave. me an extreme.Curiality to ſee him, eſpe- 
cially: when I knew he ſpoke French and En- 
vii, and that I could talk with-him, © But 
though L had heard fo much of him, I was as 
greatly ſurpriz2d when. 1 ſaw him, as if I had 
heard nothing of him-;z. ſo beyond all Report 
I found him. He came into the Room, and 
addreſs'd himſelf to ime, and ſame other Wa- 
men, with the beſt Grace in the-World. He 

3s pretty tall,. but. of: a ſhape the moſt exact 
that. can be fanſy'd.: The moſt famous Sta- 
tuary cou'd not form:the figure of a Man more 
admirably turn?d from Head ro Foot., His Face 
was not of that brown, ruſty Black which moſt 
of that Nation are, but a perfe& Ebony, 
poliſh*d Jett. His Eyes were: the moſt awful 
that cou'd be ſeen, ' and very piercing, the 
White of 'em being like Snow , as were his 
Teeth.. His Noſe was riſing and : Roman, in- 
ſtead of African and flat, His Mouth, the fl- 
neſt ſhap*d that cou'd be ſeen ; far from thoſe 
great turn?d Lips, which are ſa natural to the 
reſt of the Negroes, The whole Proportion and 
Air of his Face was fo noble, and exactly 
form'd, 
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form'd, that, bating his Colour, there cou'd 
be nothing in Nature more: beautiful, agreea- 
ble and handſome. There.was:no one Grace 
wanting, that bears the Standard of true Beauty. 
His Hair came down to: his Shoulders, by the 


aids of Art ; which was, by pulling It out 


with a Quill, and keeping ir comb'd ; of which 
he took particular care. Nor did the Perfe- 
Ctions of . his Mind come ſhort of thoſe of his 
Perſon ; for his Diſcourſe: was admirable upon 
almoſt any Subject ; and-who-ever had heard 
him ſpeak, won'd have'been' convinc'd of their 
Errors, that all fine Wit is confin*d to the Whrre 


-Men, eſpecially to thoſe of Chriſtendom; and 


wou?d have confeſs*d,: that Oroonoko was as ca- 
pable even of reigning well, and of governing 
as wiſely,: had as great a Soul, as politick 
Maxims, and was as ſenſible of Power; as any 
Prince civiliz?d in the moſt refined Schools of 
Humanity and Learning, / or the moſt illuſtrious 
Courts. : 

This Prince, ſuch as I awe Geſcrib'd him, 
whoſe Soul and Body were ſo admirably a- 
dorn'd,' was:(while yet he was in the Court of 
his Grand: father,) as I ſaid, as capable.of Love, 
as 'twas poſſible for a brave and gallant Man to 
be : and in ſaying that, I have nam'd the higheſt 
Degree of Love; for fore, great Souls are moſt 
capable of that Paſſion. 

I have already faid, the old General was 
kill'd by the ſhot of an Arrow, by the fide of 
this Prince in Battle; and that Orooncko was 
made General. This old dead Hero had one 
only Daughter left of his Race ; a Beauty, that 


to deſcribe her truly, ane need: ſay only, ſhe 


was 
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was Female to the noble Male ; the beautiful 
Black Venus, to our young Mars ; as charming 
in ber Perſon as he, and of delicate Vertnes. | 
have ſeen an hundred Wbire Men ſighing after 
her, and making a thouſand Vows at her Feet, 

all vain, and unſucceſsful : And ſhe was, indeed, 

too great for any, but a Frince of her own Na- 
Lion-roadore. 

Oraonako coming, from the Wars, ( which 
were now ended ). after he had made his Court 
'to his Grand-father, 'he thought in honour he 
ovght to'make a Viſtt'to /moinaa, the Daughter 
of his Folter-father the dead General; and to 
make ſome Excuſes to her, becauſe his Preſer- 
vation was the occaſton of her Father's Death; 
and to-preſent her with thoſe Slaves that. had 
been taken in this laſt Battle, as the Trophies 
of her Father's Victortes. When he came, at- 
tended: by all the young Soldiers of any Merit, 
he was infinitely furpriz?d at the Beauty of his 
fair Queen of Night, whoſe Face and Perſon 
was 1o exceeding all he had ever. beheld, that 
lovely Modeſty with which ſhe receiv'd him, 
that Softneſs in her Look, and Sighs, upon the 
melancholy Occafion, of this Honour that was 
done'.by ſo great a Man as. Oroonoko, and a 


/ Prince of whom ſhe. had heard ſuch admirable 


things; the Awfulneſs wherewith ſhe receiv?d 
him, and the Sweernets of her Words and Bee 
naviour while he ſtay?d, gain'd a perfect Con- 
queſt ovcr his fierce Heart, and -made him 
feel, the Victor cou'd be (ubda'd. So that ha- 
vidg made bis firft Complements, and prefen- 
ted her an Hundred and fifty Slaves in Fetters, 
he told her with his Eyes, that he was not in» 
{enlible 
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{ſenſible of her Charms, while /moinda, who 


wiſh'd for nothing more' than fo glorious a 
Conqueſt, was pleas*'d to believe, ſhe under- 
ſtood that ſilent Language of new-born Love 3 
and, from that moment, .put on all her addi- 
tions to Beauty, 
The Prince return'd . to: "Court with quite 
another Bumour than before z and-though, he 
did not ſpeak much of the fair /-0imde, he had 
the pleaſure to hear all his Followers ſpeak of 
nothing but the Charms of that Maid.,. in{o- 
much that, even in the preſence of the ald King, 
they were extolling her,. and heightning, if poſ- 
ſible, the *Beavties they had found in- ber ; fo 
that nothing elſe was Lalk*d of, - no other ſound 
was heard in every corner where there were 
Whiſperers, . but 1”:0indas! Jmoinda ! | 
*Twill be imagir?d Oroonoko ſtay*d not long 
before he made his ſecond Vilit ; nor, conſt- 
dering his Quality, not much, longer before the 
told her, he ador'd her. 1 bave often. heard 
him ſay, that he admir'd by what ſtrange In- 
ſpiration he came to talk things ſo ſoft, and ſo 
paſſionate, who never knew Love, nor was-us*d 
to the Converſation of Women ; but (to ule 
his own words) he ſaid z Moſt happily, ſome 
new, and, til] then, unknown Power in{trutted 
his Heart and Tongue in the Language of Love, 
and at the ſame time, in favour of him, inſpid 
Imoinds with a ſenſe of his Paſſion. She was 
touch'd with what he ſaid, and returr'd it all 
in ſvch Anſwers as went to his very Heart, 
with a Pleaſure unknown before. Nor did he 
uſe thoſe Obligations ill, that Love had done 
him, but turn'd all his happy moments to the 
beſt

beſt advantage; and as he knew no Vice, his 
Flame 'aim?d at nothing but Honour, if ſuch a 
diſtintion may be made in Love ; and eſpe- 
clally'in that Country, where Men take to them- 
ſelves as many as they can maintain'z and whete 
the only Crime and Sin with Woman, i Is, to turn 
her'off; to abandon her to Want, Shame and 
Miſety : ſuch ill Morals are only practis*d in 
Chriſtian'Countries, where they preferr the bare 
Name iof Religion : and, without Vertue or 
Morality, think that ſufficient. But Oroonoko was 
none of thoſe Profeſſors ; but as he had right 
Notions 'of Honour, ſo he made her ſuch Propo- 
fitions as' were not only and barely ſuch ; but, 


contrary to the cuſtom of his Countrey, he 


made her Vows, ſhe ſhou'd be the only Woman 
he wow'd poſſeſs while he liv?d ;- that no Age or 
Wrinkles ſhou?d encline him to change ; for her 
Soul wowd be always fine, and always young 3 
. and he ſhould have an eternal /dea in his Mind 
of the Charms ſhe now bore ; and ſhou'd look 
into his Heart for that [dea, when he cou'd find 
it no/longer in her Face. 

Afﬀrer' a' thonſand Aſſurances of his laſting 
Flame, and her eternal Empire over him, ſhe 
condeſcended to receive him for her Husband ; 
or rather, receiv*d him, as the greateſt Honour 
the Gods cou'd do her. 

There is a certain Ceremony 1 theſe caſes to 
be obſerv'd, which I forgot to ask him how per- 
form?d ; but *twas concluded on beth ſides, that 
in obedience to him, the Grand-father was to 
be firſt made acquainted with the Deſign : For 
they pay a moſt abſolute Reſignation to the 
Monarch, eſpecially when he is a Parent alſo. 
On 
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On the other ſide,” the old King, who had 
many Wives, - and many Concnbines, ' wanted 
not Court-Flatterers-to infmuate into his Heart 
a thouſand tender Thoughts for this young 
Beauty ; and who repreſented her to his Fancy, 
as the moſt charming'-he had ever A 
all the long race of his numerous Years. At 
this Character, his old' Heart, like -an' extin- 
guiſht Brand, moſt apt to take Fire, felt new 
Sparks of Love, and began to kindle; 'and-now 
grown to his ſecond Childhood, leng'd with 
impatience to behold” this gay -thitig; with 
whom, alas ! he could bor” innocently* play. 
But how he-ſhon'd be confirmd ſhe 'was' this 
Wonder, before he us?d his Power to'call her to 
Court, \(wliere Vaidens never came, unkeſs'for 
the King? private Uſe Y'h& was next: to 'con- 
ſider ; and while he was ſo doing, he had In- 
telligence/brought him, that 1moinda was moſt 
certainly: Miſtreſs to the Ptitce Oroonoko: This 
gave him” {ome Shagrien ;- however, itgave him 
alſo an' opportunity, 'one:day, when the Prince 
was a-hunting, to wait*on # Man of Quality, 
as his Slave and Attendant, who ſhou'd goand 
make a Preſent to /moinda, as from the Prince ; 
he 'ſhowd then, unknown, ſee this fair'Maid, 
and: have an opportunity to hear what Meſ-- 
ſage ſhe wou'd return the Prince for his Pre-: 
ſent; and from thence gather the ſtate of her 
Heaft, and: degree of her Inclination. This, 
was put in execution, and the old Monarch 
ſaw, and burnt : He found her all he had 
heard, and wou'd not delay his Happineſs, but ' 
found, he ſhou'd have ſome Obſtacle to over- 
come her Heart ; for ſhe expreſ9d her ſenſe - | 
tne 
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the: Preſent the Prince had ſent her, in terms 
ſo ſweet, ſo ſoft and pretty, with an Air of 
Love and Joy that cou'd not be diſſembl'd, inſo- 
much that *rwas paſt doubt whether ſhe lov'd 
Orooxoko entirely. This gave the old King ſome 
afflition 3 bur he ſalvd it with this , that the 
Obedience the People pay their King, was not 
at all inferior to what they paid their Gods; 
and what Love wou'd not oblige [moinda to do, 
Duty wou'd compell her to. 

He was:therefore no ſooner got to his Apart- 
ment, but he ſent the Royal Veil to /moinds ; 
that 15, the Ceremony of Invitation : He ſends 
the Lady he has a mind to honour with his 
Bed, a Veil, with which ſhe is cover*d, and 
ſecur?d for the Kings Uſe ; and ?tis Death to 
diſobey; belides, held a woſt impious Diſobe- 
dience.. 

"Tis not to. be imagin'd the Surprize and 
Grief that ſciz*d this-lovely Maid at this News 
and Sight.. However, as Uelays in theſe caſes 
are dangerous, and Pleading worſe than Trea- 
ſon ; trembling, and almoſt fainting, ſhe was 
oblig?d to ſufter her ſelf Lo be cover?d, and led 
away. 

They brought her thus to Court ; and the 
King, who had caus'd a very rich Bath to be 
prepari*d, was l1:d into ir, where he ſate under 
a Canopy, in State, to receive this long'd-for 

Virgin; whom he having commanded ſhow?d 
be brought to him, they (after diſ-robing her). 
1d her to the Bith, and making faſt the Doors, 
left her to deſcend. The King, wirhout more 
Courtſhip, -bid her throw off her Mantle, and 
com? to hiz Arms. But /moinda, all in Tears, 
threw 
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threw her ſelf on the Marble, on the brink of 
the Bath, and beſought him to hear her. She ' 
told him, as ſhe was a Maid, how proud of 
the Divine Glory ſhe ſhould have been, of 
having it in her power to oblige her King : 
but as by the Laws, he cou'd not ; and 
from his Royal Goodneſs, wou'd not take 
from any Man his wedded Wife : ſo ſhe be- 
liev'd ſhe ſhoud be the Occaſion of making 
him commit a great Sin, if ſhe did not reveal 
her State and Condition ;. and tell him, ſhe 
was another?s, and cou'd not be ſo happy to 
be his. | 
The King, enrag'd at this Delay, ha- 
ſtily demanded the Name of the bold Man, 
that had marry'd a Woman of her Degree, 
without: his Conſent. J1moinda, ſeeing his Eyes 
fherce, and his Hands tremble, (whether with 
Age or Anger, I know not, but ſhe fanſy'd the 
laſt,) almoſt repented ſhe had ſaid ſo much, 
for now ſhe fear'd the ſtorm wou'd fall on the 
Prince ;. ſhe therefore ſaid a thouſand things 
to appeaſe the raging of his Flame, and to pre- 
pare him to hear who it was with calmneſs ; 
but before ſhe ſpoke, he imagin'd who ſhe 
meant, but wou'd not ſeem to do ſo, but com- 
manded her to lay aſide'her Mantle, and ſufter 
her ſelf to receive his Careſſes, or, by his Gods 
he ſwore, that happy Man whom ſhe was go- 
ing to name ſhou'd die, though it were even 
Oroonoko himſelf : Therefore ( ſaid he) deny this 
Marriage, and [wear thy ſelf a Maid. That (re- 
ply'd Imoinda) by all our Powers I do; for I am 
20t yet known t0 my Husband, Tis enough (fajd 
the King; ) "ris enough both to ſatisfic my Con- 
Bs ſcience, 
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i383 OkrooONOKoO: Or, 
ſcience, and my Heart, And riſing from his 
Seat,. he went and led her into the Bath ; it 
being in vain for her to refiſt. | 
In this time, the Prince, who was returnd 
from Hunting, went to viſit his 1»0inda, but 
found her gone ; and not only ſo, but heard 
ſhe had receiv*d the Royal Veil. This rais'd 
him to a ſtorm; and in his madneſs, they had 


much ado to ſave him from laying violent 


Hands on himſelf. Force firft prevail*d, and 
then Reaſon: They urgd all to him, that 
might oppoſe his Rage ; but nothing weigh'd 
ſo greatly with him as the King*s Old Age un- 
capable of injuring him with nods, He 
wou'd give way to that Hope, becauſe it pleas'd 
him moſt, and flatter*d beſt his Heart. Yet this 
Kry?d notaltogether to make him ceaſe his dif- 
ferent Paſſions, which ſometimes rag*d within 
him, and ſometimes ſoftned into Showers. 
*Twasnot- enough to appeaſe him, to tell him, 
his Grand-father was old, and cou'd not that 
way injure him, while he retain*d that awful 
Duty which the Young Men are us'd there to 
pay to their grave Relations. He cou'd not be 
convinc*d he had no cauſe to figh and mourn 
for the loſs of a Miſtreſs, he cou?d not with 
all his ſtrength and courage retrieve, And 
he wou'd often cry, Oh, my Friends ' were fhe 
in walPd Cites, or confin*d from me in Fortifica-. 
tions of the greateſt ſtrength ;, did Inchantments or | 
Aonſters detain her from me; I wou'd venture | 
through any Hazard to free her : But here, inthe 
Arms of a feeble Old Man, my Youth, my violent | 
Love, my Trade in Arms, and all my vaſt Deſire | 


of Glory, avail me nothing : Imoinda is as irre- * 


coverably | 
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roverably loſs to me, as if ſhe were ſnatcht by the 
cold Arms of Death: Oh! ſhe is never to be re- 
iriev'd, If 1 'wowd wait tedious Years, till Fate 
ſhowd bow the old King to his Grave ;, even that 
word not leave: me Imoinda free ; but ſtill that 


- Cuſtom that makes it ſo wile a Crime for a Sonto 


marry his Father's Wives or Miſtreſſes, wou'd hin- 
der my Happineſs ; unleſs I wowd ether ignobly ſet 
an ill Preſident to my Succeſſors, or abandon my 
Countrey, and fly with her to ſome unknown World 

who never heard our Story. . 
But it was objeCted to him, That his caſe was 
not the ſame ; for 1noinda being his lawful 
Wife by ſolemn Contraft, 'twas he was the 
injur'd Man, and might, if he ſo plea&d, take 
Tmoinda'back, the breach of the Law being on 
his Grand-Father?s fide; and that if- he cowd 
circumvent him, and redeem her from the Otey, 
which is the Palace of the King's Women, a 
ſort of Seraghio, it was both juſt and lawful for 
him ſo todo. © | | | 
This Reaſoning had ſome: force upon him, 
and he ſhou'd have been entirely comforted, 
but for the thought that ſhe 'was- polſeſs?d by 
his Grand-father., However, he lov'd ſo well, 
that he was reſolv'd to believe what moſt fa- 
vour?d his Hope; and to endeavour to learn 
from J1moinda's own Mouth , what only ſhe 
cow'd fatisfie him in ; whether ſhe was robb'd 
of that Bleſſing which was only due to his 
Faith and Love. But as it was very hard to 
get a ſight of the Women, (for no Men ever 
enter*d into the Oran, but when the King went 
to entertain himſelf with ſome one of his-Wives 
or Miſtreſles ; and *tyas Death; at any other

how to contrive to. get a ſight of her. | 

While Oroonoko. felt all the Aganies of Love, 
and ſuffer?d under a Torment:the:.moſt painfiil 
in the world, the old King was-not exempted 
from -his ſhare of AﬀiCftion. He was troubled, 
for having been farc'd, by an.irreſiſtible Paſſion, 
to rob. his Son of a. Treaſure, , he knew, ou'd 
not. but be extremely -dear to him, ſince ſhe 
was the moſt beautiful that ever had been ſeen ; 
and had beſides, all the Sweetneſs and Inno« 
cence of Youth and Modeſty, with a Charm 
of Wit ſurpaſling all. He found that, however, 


ſhe was forc*d to expoſe her lovely Perſon to 


his wither d Arms, ſhe con'd only ſigh and 
weep there, and think of Oroonoko:; and often- 
times-cor'd not forbear ſpeaking of him, though 
her-Life were, by Cuſtom, forfeited by own- 
ing-her Paſſion. But ſhe ſpokeinot of a Lover 
only, but of a Prince. dear: to him, to whom 
ſhe ſpoke; and of the Praiſes of a Man, who, 
till now, fll'd the: old Man's Sonl with Joy at 
every recital of his Bravery, or even his Name. 
And 'twas this Dotage on our young Hero, that 
gave /moinda a thouſand Privileges to ſpeak of 
him, without oftending; and this Condeſcention 
in the old King, that made her take the Satis- 
faction of ſpeaking of him ſo very often. 

Beſides, he many times enquir'd how the 
Prince bore himſelf : And thoſe of whom he 
ask d, being entirely Slaves to the Merits and 
Vertues of the Prince, ſtill anſwer'd what they 
thought conduc'd beſt to his Service ; which was, 
co. make the old King fanſie that the Prince had 
no more Intereſt in /momda, and had reſignd

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her willingly to the Pleaſure of the King ; 
that 'he diverted himſelf with his Mathema- 
ticians, his Fortifications, his Officers, and his 
Hunting. : 

This pleas'd the old Lover, who faild not to 
report theſe things again to '/moinda, that ſhe 
might, by the Example of her young Lover, 
withdraw her Heart, and reſt better contented 
in his Arms. But however, . ſhe was ford to 
receive this unwelcome News, 1n all appearance, 
with Unconcern and Content; her Heart was 
burſting within, and ſhe was only happy when 
ſhe cou'd get alone, to vent her Griefs and Moans 
with Sighs and Tears. 

What Reports of the Prince's ConduCt were 
made to the King, he thought good to juſtifie 
as far as poſſibly he cou'd by his Actions 3 and 
when he appear'd in the Preſence of the King, 
he ſhew'd a Face not at all betraying his Hears : 
ſo that in alittle time, the old Man, being .en- 
tirely convinc'd that he was no longer a Lover 
of 1moinda, he carry'd him with him, in his 
Train, to the Ota», often to banquet with his 

Miſtreſs. But as ſoon as. he enter d, one day, 
| Into the Apartment of /no0wda, with the King, 
at the firſt Glance from her Eyes, notwith- 
ſtanding ail his determined Reſolution, he was 
ready to ſink in the place where he ſtood ; and 
had certainly done ſo, but for the ſupport of 
Aboan, a young. Man who was next to him ; 
which, with his Change of Countenance, had 
betray'd him, had the King chanc'd to look 
that way. And I have obſerv'd, 'tis a very 
great error in thoſe whor;lavgh when one 
fays, A Negro can change Colour : for I have 
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' ſeen %em as frequently bluſh, and look pale; 


and that as viſibly as ever 1 ſaw in the moſt 
beautiful White. And ?tis certain, that both theſe 
Changes were evident, this day, in both theſe 
Lovers. And JImoinds, who ſaw with ſome 


'Toy the Change in the Prince*s Face, and found: 


it in her own, ſtrove to divert the King from 
beholding either, by a ford Careſs, with which 
ſhe met him 3 which was a new Wound in the 
Heart of the poor dying Prince. But as ſoon 
as the Kivg was buſy'd in looking on ſome fine 
thing: of Imovides making, ſhe had time to tell 
the Prince, with her angry but Love-darting 
Eyes, that ſhe reſented his Coldneſs, and be- 
moan?d her own miſerable Captivity. Nor 
were his Eyes ſilent, but anſwer'd hers again, 
as much as Eyes cou'd do, inſtrufed - by the 
moſt tender and moſt paſſionate Heart that 
ever lov?d : And they ſpoke ſo well, and fo 
effeually, as moinda no longer doubted but 
ſhe: was the only Delight and Darling of that 
Soul. ſhe found .pleading in 'em its Right of 
Love, which none was more willing to reſign 
than ſhe. And *twas this powerful Language 
alone that in an inſtant conveyd all the 
Thoughts of their Souls to each other ; that 
they both found there wanted but Opportu- 
nity to make them both entirely happy. But 
when he ſaw another Door open*d by Onahal 


| (a former old Wife of the Kings, who now had 


Charge of moinda,) and ſaw the Proſpett of * 
a Bed of State: made ready, with Sweets and 
Flowers for the 'Dalliance of the King, ' who 
Immediately led the trembling Victim from his 
ight, into that prepar'd Repoſe ; what Rage'! 

| what 
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what wild Frenzies feiz'd his Heart ! which 
forcing to keep within bounds, and to ſuffer 
without noiſe, it became the more inſuppor- 
table, and rent his Soul with ten thouſand pains, 
He was forc*d to retire, to vent his Groans, 
where he fell down on a Carpet, and lay ſtrug- 
gling a long time, and only breathing now and 
then, — Oh, /z01rda! When Onabal had finiſht 
her necellary Afﬀair within, ſhutting the Door, 
ſhe came forth, to wait till the King callPd ; and 
hearing ſome one ſighing in the other Room, 
ſhe paſt on, and found the Prince in that de- 
plorable Condicion, which ſhe thought needed 
her Aid. She gave him Cordials, .but all in 
vain ; till finding the nature of his Diſeaſe, by 
his Sighs, and naming 1moinda ; ſhe told him, 
he had not ſo much cauſe as he imagin'd to afflit 
himſelf; for if he knew the King ſo wellas 
ſhe did, he woud not loſe a moment in Jea- 
louſie, and that ſhe was confident that Imoimnds 
bore, at this minute, part in his AﬀiCtion, 
Aboar was of the ſame opinion ;z and both toe 
gether perſuaded him to re-aſſume his Cou- 
rage; and all ſitting down-on the Carpet, the 
Prince faid ſo many obliging: things ta Onabal, 
that he half-perſuaded her to be of his Party. 
And ſhe promisgd him, ſhe wou'd thus far com- 
ply with his juſt Deſires, that ſhe wou'd let 
{motnda know how faithful he was, what he 
ſufter?d, and what he ſaid. . 

This Diſcourſe laſted tiJl the King calPd ; 
which gave Oroonoks a certain SatisfaCtion 3 and 
with the Hope Onahal had made him conceive, 
he aflum'd a Look as gay as *twas poſſible a 
Man in his circumſtances coud do; and pre- 
C 4 ſently 
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ſently after, he was call*d in with the reſt who: 


waited without. The King commanded My- 
ſick to be brought, and ſeveral of his young 
Wives and Miſtreſles came all together by his 
Command, to dance before him : where 1moinda 
perform?d her part. with an Air and Grace ſo 
paſling all the reſt, -as her Beauty was above 
*tm ; and receiv*d the Preſent ordain'd as a 
Prize. The Prince. was every moment more 
charm'd with the new Beauties and Graces he 


beheld in this Fatr One $ And while he gaz'd, 


and ſhe danc'd, Onahal was retir*'d to a Window 
with Aboay, | 

This Onahal, as I ſaid, was one of the Caſt- 
Miſtreſſes of the old King ; -and 'twas theſe 
(naw paſt their Beauty.) that were made Guar- 
dians. or Governantee's to the new and the 
-yYoung, ones ; and whoſe Bulineſs it . was, to

cate Woman. Theſe abandon'd Ladies there- 
fore endeavour to revenge all the Deſpights, 
and Decays of Time, on theſe. flouriſhing 
happy Ones. And *twas this Severity, that 
gave Oroonoko a thouſand fears he ſhould never 
prevail with Onahal to ſee Imoinda, But, as 
I ſaid, ſhe was now retir*d to a Window with 
Aboan.

Aadam, ( reply*d the 
half-feigning Youth ) you have already, by my 
Eyes, found you can ſtill conquer ; and I believe 
"tis in pity of me, you condeſcend to this kind Con- 
feſſion : But, Madam, Words are usd to be [0 
ſmall a part of our Comuntry- Courtſhip, that "tis 
rare one can get ſo happy an Opportunity as to tell 
one*s Heart; and thoſe few Minutes we have, are 
fore'd to be ſnatcht for more certain Proofs of 
Love than Speaking and Sighing ; and ſuch I lan- 
guiſh for. 

He ſpoke this with ſuch a Tone, that ſhe 
hop*d it true, and cou'd not forbear believing

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it'; and being wholly tranſported with Joy, 
for having ſubdu'd the fineſt of.,all the Kjnp?s

You may' imagine 'how. welcome this News. - 
was to Oroooko, whoſe unſeafonable Tranſport 
and: Careſs: of Imoinda wat'blam?d by all Men 
that lov'd him ;- and now he/perceiv?*d his fault, 
yet cry'd, That for ſuch another Moment, he wou'd 
be content to die, © : | 

All the Oran was in diſorder about this Ac- 
cident ; and Onahal was particularly concern'd, 
becauſe on the Prince's Stay depended her 
Happineſs ; :for ſhe, cou'd no longer expect 
that of Aboaz.

At theſe words they departed, and left the 
Prince to take a ſhort and ſad leave of his 
Imoinda ;,, who truſting in the ſtrength of her 
Charms, believ'd ſhe ſhow?d -appeaſe the Fury 
of a jealous King, by ſaying, She was ſurpriz?d, 
and that it was by force of Arms he got into 
her Apartment. All her Concern now was 
for his Life, and therefore ſhe haſten'd him to:

This .cruel Sentence, worſe than Death, they 
implor'd might be revers'd ; but their Prayers 
were-vain, and it was put in execution accor- 
dipgly, and that with ſo much Secrecy, that 
none either without or within the Otas | 
knew any thing of their Abſence , or their 
Deſtiny. | 

| The old King, nevertheleſs, executed this 
with a great deal of Reluftancy ; but he be- 
liev'd he had made a very great Conqueſt over | 
himſelf, when he had once reſolv'd, and had # 
perform'd what he reſolv'd. He.believ'd now; | 
That his Love had been unjuſt ;3- and that he 
cou d. not; expect : the: Gods, or: Captain of tht: |

Cauſe. He now begins to hold Oroconoko ex- 
cusd ; and to ſay, he had Reaſon for what he 
did : And now every Body cou'd aſſure the 
King how ' paſſionately Imoinds was belov'd 
by the Prince 3 even thoſe confeſs'd it now, 
who ſaid the contrary before his Flame was 
abated. So that the King being old, and not 


able to defend himſelf in War, and having no 


Sons of all his Race remaining alive, but only 
this, to maintain him on his Throne z and 
looking on this as a Man diſobligd, firſt by 
the Rape of his Miſtreſs, or rather Wife; and 
now by depriving of him wholly of her, he 
fear'd, might make him deſperate, and doſome 
cruel thing, eirher to himſelf or his old Grand- 
father the Offender ; he began to repent him 
extremely of the Contempt he had, in his 
Rage; put on [m0#mda.

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Prince had not yet devind : And the Prince 
cry'd, 1 permit thee. — Then he told him the 
Afflition the old King was in, for the Raſhneſs 
he had committed, in his. Cruelty to Imoinds ; 
and how he daign d to ask Pardon for his Of- 
fence, and to implore the Prince wou'd not 
ſuffer that Loſs to touch his Heart too ſen- 
ſibly, which now all the Gods cou'd not reſtore 
him, but might recompenſe him in Glory, 
which he begg*'d he won'd purſue ; and that 
Death, that common Revenger of all Injuries, 
wou'd ſoon even the Account between him and 
a feeble old Man.

*tm, let his Quility or Birth be what it wow'd: | 
( ſaid he) it is nor Tithe |: 


For, O my Friends / 
make Men Brave or Good ; or Birth, that beſtow: 
Courage and Generoſuy, or makes the Owner Happy: 
Believe this, when you behold Oroonoko, the mo# 
wretched, and abandowd by Fortune, of -all the 


Creation 'of the Gods, So turning himſelf about, | 
he wou'd make no niore Reply to all they cou'd | 


urge or implore. 


The Army beholding their Officers return | 
with ſad Faces, and ominous : 
Looks, : 


unſucceſsful , 
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Looks, that preſage'd no good Luck, ſuffer?d 


a thouſand Fears to take poſſeſſion of their 


Hearts, and the Enemy to come ev?n upon 
'em, before 'they wowd provide for their 
Safety, by any Defence ; and though they were 
aſlur?d by ſome, who had a mind to animate 
*tm, that they ſhou'd be immediately Headed 
by the Prince, and that in the mean time Aboar 
had Orders to Command as General ; yet 
they were ſo diſmay?d for want of that great 
Example of Bravery, that they cou'd make but 
a very feeble Reſiſtance ; and at laſt, down- 
right, fled before the-Enemy, who purſa'd *tm 
to the very Tents, killing 'em : Nor cou'd all 
Aboan's Courage, which that day gain'd him 
immortal Glory, ſhame 'em into a Manly De- 
fence of themſelves. The Guards that were 
left- behind about the Prince's Tent, ſeeing 
the 'Soldiers flee - before the Enemy, and ſeat- 
ter themſelves all over the Plain, in great Diſ- 
order, made ſuch Out-cries as ronz'd the Prince 
from his amorous Slumber, in which he had 
remain*d | bury*d for' two Days, withont. per- 
mitting any-Suſtenance to approach him.- But, 
in ſpite of all his Reſolutions, he had not the 
conſtancy of Grief to that degree, as to make 
him inſenſible of the Danger of his Army 3 and 
in that inſtant he leap*d from his Conch, - and 
cry'd, —— Come, if we must die, let us meet Death 
the nobleſt way ; and *twill be more like Oxoonoko 
to encounter him at an Armys Head, oppoſing 
the Torrent of a conquering Foe, than lazaly, on 
a Couch, to wait his lingering Pleaſure, and die 
every moment by a thouſand racking Thoughts ; 


or be tamely taken by an Enemy, and led a whining, 
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Love- ſick, Slave, to adorn the Triumphs of Jamoan? 
that young Vittor, who already is enter'd beyond the 
Limits 1 had preſcrid him. 

.. While he was ſpeaking, he ſuffer*d his Peo- 
ple to dreſs him for the Field.;z. and {allying 
out- of his Pavillion, with more - Life and Vi- 
gour-in. his Countenance than ever: he ſhew?d, 
he appear*d like ſome Divine Power deſcended 
to ſave his Countrey from Deſtruction ; and his 
People. had purpoſely put hiw, on all things 
that, might make him ſhine with moſt Splendor, 
to ſtrike a reverend Awe into the Beholders, 
He flew, into the thickeſt of thoſe that were 
purſuing his Men ; .and: being animated with 
Deſpair,. be fought as if he came. on purpoſe 
to die, and did. fach things as will not be be- 
liev?d that Humane. Strength cou?d perform ; 
and ſuch as ſopn inſpir'd all the reſt with new 
Courage, and new..Order : . And now it was, 
that they began to fight indeed ; and ſo, as if 
they wou'd not be out-done ev?n: by their a- 
dor*d Hero ; who turning the Tide. of the Vi- 
tory, changing abſolutely the Fate of the Day, 
g3in'd an entire Conqueſt ;z and Oroongks having 
the good fortune to ſingle out Famoar, he took | 
him Priſoner with his own Hand; having woun- | 
ded him almoſt to death. 

'This' Famoar: afterwards became. very dear | 
to him, being a Man very gallant, and of ex- 
cellent Graces, and. fine Parts ; fo that he ne- 
ver put him amongſt the Rank of Captives, as 
they .usd to do, without diſtinion, for. the 
common Sale, or Market ; bnt-kept him in his 
own Court, where he retain'd nothing of the 
Priſoner but the Name, and return'd no _ 

; into 
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into his own Countrey, ſo great an Aﬀe@tion he 
took for Orooncko; and by a thouſand Tales 
and Adventures of Love and Gallantry, flat- 
'ter'd his Diſeaſe of Melancholy and Languiſh- 
ment z which I have often heard'him ſay, had 
certainly killd him, but for the Converſation 
of this Prince and boar, the French Governor 
he had from his Childhood, of whom I have 
ſpoken before, and who was.a Man of admj- 
rable Wit, great Ingenuity and Learning z- all 
which he had infus*d-- into his young Pupil. 
This French-man was baniſht out- of his own 
Countrey, for ſome Heretical Notions he; held ; 
and though he: was a. Man of very little Re. 
ligion, he had admirable Morals, and -a brave 

Soul, 3 
After the total Defeat of Famoar's Army, 
which all fled, or were: left dead upon the 
Place , they ſpent ſome .time in the Camp; 
Oroonoko:chuſing rather ..to remain a while there 
in his Tents, than to enter into a Palace;;or live 
in a Court where he had ſo lately ſuffer*d ſo 
great a Loſs. - The Officers therefore, who ſaw 
and knew - his cauſe: of Diſcortent, invented 
all ſorts of Diverſions and- Sports, 'to entertain 
their Prince 2 So that what with thoſe Amuze- 
ments abroad, and others: at home, that is, 
within their Tents, with the Perſuaſions, Ar- 
guments and. Care of his Friends and Servants 
that he more peculiarly priz'd,- he wore off, in 
time, a great part of that Shagrien, and Torture 
of Deſpair, which the firſt Efforts of Imoinda's 
Death had given him : inſomuch as having re- 
ceiv*d a thouſand kind Embaſſies from the King, 
and Invitations to return to Court, he obey*d, 
though 
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though with no little relutancy ; and when 
he did ſo, there. was a vilible change in him, 
and for a long time he was much more melan- 
choly than.. before. But Time leſſens all Ex- 
tremes,' and reduces em to Medium's, and Un- 
concern ; but no Motives or Beanties, though 
all endeavour'd i It, cou'd engage him in any ſort 
of Amour, though he had all the Invitations to 
it, : both from his own Youth, and others Ambi- 
tions:and Deſigns, 

'Oto0x0cko was no ſooner retard from this 
laſt Conqueſt, and receivd at Court with all 
.the 'Joy and Magnificence that coud be ex- 
-preſs*d'to a young Victor, who was not only 
return'd triumphant, but belov'd like a Deity, 
when there arriv'd in the Port an Engliſh 
Ship. 

i This Perſon had often inend been in theſe 
_Connitries, and was very well known to 0roo- 
noko, with whom he had traffick'd for Slaves, 
and had ns'd to do the ſame with his Prede- 
ceſlors;'. . 

This Cntmittiben was a Man of a finer ſort 
of Addreſs, and Converſation, better bred, and 
more engaging, 'than moſt of that ſort of Men 
are-3:{o that he:-ſeemd: rather never to have 
been-bred out of -a Court, than almoſt all his 
life at- Sea. This Captain therefore was al- 
ways better receiv d at Court, than moſt of the 
Traders to thofe Countries were; and eſpe- 
cially- by Oroonoko, who was more civiliz'd, ac- 
cording to the Exropear Mode, than any other 
had been, and took more delight in the White 
Nations: ; and, above all, Men of Parts and 


Wit. - To this "Captain he ſold abundance -= 
is 
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his Slaves; and for the favour and Eſteem he 
had for him, made him many Preſents, and 
oblig*d him to ſtay at Court as long as poſſibly 
he con'd. Which the Captain feem?d to take 
as a very. great Honour done him, entertain- 
ing the Prince every day with Globes and 
Maps, and Mathematical Diſcourſes and Inſtru- 
ments ; - cating, drinking, hunting and living 
with him with ſo much familiarity, that -1t 
was not to be doubted but he had gain'd very 
greatly upon the Heart of this gallant young 
Man. And the Captain, in Return of all theſe 
mighty Favours, beſought the Prince to ho- 
nour his Veſlel with his Preſence, ſome day or 
other, to Dinner, before he ſhou'd ſet fail : 
which he, condeſcended to accept, and ap- 
pointed his day. The Captain, ion his part, 
fail'd not to have all taings in a readineſs, in 
the moſt magnificent order he cou'd poflibly : 
And the day being come, the Captain, in his 
Boat, richly adorn®d with Carpets and Velvet- 
Cuſhions, row'd to the ſhore, to receive the 
Princz 3 with another Long-Boat, where was 
plac'd all his Muſick and Trumpets, with which 
Oroonoko was extremely delighted ; who met 
him on the ſhore, attended by his French Go- 
vernor, 7amoan, Aboan, and about an hundred 
of the nobleſt of the Youths of the Court : And 
after they had firſt carry*d the Prince on board, 
the Boats fetch'd the reſt off : ' where they 
found a very ſplendid Treat, with all ſorts of 
fine Wines; and were as well entertain'd, as 
twas poſlible in ſuch a place to be. 

The Prince having drank hard of Punch, 
and ſeveral ſorts of Wine, as did all the _ 
( for 
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{ for great care was taken, they ſhon'd want 
nothing of-that part of the Entertainment ) was 
very merry, and in /great admiration of the 
Ship, for he had never been in one before; ſo 
that he was curious of beholding every place 
where he decently might deſcend, The reſt, 
no leſs curious, who. were not quite overcome 
with Drinking, rambl'd at their pleaſure Fore 
and Aft, as their Fancies guided 'em : So that 
the Captain, who had well laid his Deſign be=. 
fore, gave the Word, and ſeiz'd on all his Gueſts ; 
they clapping great Irons ſuddenly on the Prince, 
when he was leap'd down into the Hold, to 
view that part- of the Veſlel ; and locking him 
faſt down, ſecur?d him. The ſame Treachery 
was us*'d to all thereſt ; and all in one inſtant, 
in ſeveral places of the Ship, were laſh'd faſt in 
Jrons, and betray*d to Slavery. That great 
Deſign over, they ſet all Hands to work to 
hoiſe Sail; and with as treacherous and fair a 
Wind they made from the Shore with this inno- 
cent and glorious Prize, who thought of nothing 
teſs than ſuch an Entertainment. 

Some have commended this Act, as brave 
in the Captain ; but I will ſpare my ſenſe of it, 
and leave it to my Reader to judge as he 
pleaſes. It may be eaſily gueſgd, in what man- 
ner the Prince reſented ' this Indignity, who 
may be beſt reſembl'd to a Lion taken in a Toil; 
ſo he rag'd, ſo he ſtruggPd for Liberty, bur all 
in vain; and they had fo wiſely manag?*d his 
Fetters, that he cou'd not uſe a Hand in his 
defence, to quit himſelf of a Life that wou'd 
by no means endure Slavery z nor cou'd he 
move from the place where he was ty*d, to 
any 
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any ſolid part of the Ship againſt which he 
might have beat his Head, and haye finiſh'd his 
Diſgrace that way : So that being deprived:of 
all other means, he reſoly?d to periſh for want 
of Food; and pleas'd at laſt with that Thought, 
and toil'd and tir'd by Rage and Indignation, 
he laid himſelf down, and ſullenly reſolv?d 
upon dying, and refuſed all things that were 
brought him. 

This did not a little vex the Captain, and 
the more ſo, becauſe he found almoſt all of 
'em of the ſame Humour : ſo that the loſs of 
ſo many brave Slaves, ſo tall and goodly to 
behold, wou'd have been very conſiderable 2 
He therefore order?d one to go from him ( for 
he wou*d not be ſeen himſelf) to Oroonoko, and 
to aſſure him, he was afflicted for having raſhly 
done ſo unhoſpitable a Deed, and which cou?d 
not be now remedy d, ſince they were far from 
ſhore ; but {ſince he reſented it in ſo high a na- 
ture, he aſſur'd.him he wou'd revoke his Reſo- 
lution, and ſit both him and his Friends a-ſhore 
on the next Land they ſhou'd touch at ; and of 
this the Meſſenger gave him his Oath, pros 
vided he would reſolve to live : And Oroonoko, 
whoſe Honour was ſuch as he never had viola» 
ted a Word 1n his Life himſelf, much leſs a ſo- 
lemn Aſſeveration, believ'd in an inftant what 
this Man faid ; but reply*'d, He expeQted, for 
a confirmation of this, to have his ſhameful 
Fetters diſmiſs'd. This Demand was carried 
tothe( aptain z who return'd himanſwer, That 
the Otience had been ſo great which he had put 
upon the Prince, that he durſt not truſt him 
with Liberty while he remain'd in the Ship, 
or 
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for fear leſt by a Valour natural to him, and a 
Revenge that wou'd animate that Valour, he 
might commit ſome Outrage fatal to himſelf, 
and the Xing his Maſter, to whom his Veſſel did 
belong. To this Oroonoko reply d ; He would 
engage his Honour to behave himſelf in all 
friendly Order and Manner, and obey the Com- 
mand of the Captain, as he was Lord of the 
King's Veſlel, and General of thoſe Men under 
his Command. 

This was deliver?d to the ſtill doubting C ap- 
gain, who could not reſolve to truſt a Heather, 
he ſaid, upon his Parole, a Man Chat had no 
Senſe or Notion of the God that he worſhipp'd. 
Oroonoko then reply?d ; He. was very ſorry to 
hear that the Captain pretended to the Know- 
ledge and Worſhip of any Gods, who had 
caught him no better Principles, than not to 
Credit as he would be Credited. But they told 
him, the Difference of their Faith occaſion'd 
that Diſtruſt : For the Captain had proteſted to 
him uponthe Word of a Chriſtian, and ſworn in 
the Name of -a Great GOD ; which if he 
ſhou'd violate, he would expect eternal Tor- 
ment in the World to come. <s that all the Ob- 
ligation he has to be Fuſt to his Oath ? (replied O- 
roonoko.) Let him know, I ſwear by my Honour , 
which to violate, would not only render me con- 
remptible and deſpiſed by ai brave and boneſt Men, 
and ſo give my ſelf perpetual pain, but it wowd 
be eternally offending and diſpleaſmg all Mankind ; 
harming, betraying, circumventing and ouraging 
all Men > but Puniſhments hereafter are ſuffer d 
by one's ſelf;, and the World takes 19 cognizances 
whether this God: have reveng'd 'em, or not Mp 

one 
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done ſo ſecretly, and deferr'd ſo long + While the 
Man of no Honour ſuffers every moment the ſcorn 
and contempt of the honeſter World, and ates every 
day ignominiouſly in his Fame, which is more valuable 
than Life : 1 ſpeak not this to-move Belief, but to 
ſkew you how you miſtake, when 'you imagine, That 
he who will. violate his Honour, will keep bis Word 
with bis Gods. So, turning: from him with a 
diſdainful ſmile, he refuſed to anſwer him, 
when -he urgd him to know what Anſwer he 
ſhou'd carry-back to his Captain ; ſo that he de- 
parted without ſaying any more. . 
The Captain pondering and conſulting what 
to do, it was concluded that nothing but Oroo- 
noko's Liberty wou'd encourage any of the reſt 
to eat, except the French-man, whom the Cap- 
tain cou'd not pretend to keep Priſoner, but 
only told him, he was ſecured, becauſe he might 
att ſomething in favour of the Prince, but that 
he ſhou'd be freed as ſoon as they came to Land. 
So that they concluded it wholly neceſlary to 
free the Prince from his Irons, that he might 
ſhew himſelf to the reſt ; that they might have 
an'eye upon him, and that they coud not fear a 
ſingle Man. _ 2] 
This being reſolv'd ; to make the Obligation 
the greater, the Captain himſelf went to'Oroo- 
7oko ; where, afier many Complements, and: 
Aſſarances of what he had already promis'd, 
he receiving from the Prince his Parole, and. 
his Hand, for his good Behaviour, diſmiſsd his 
Irons, and brought him to his own ' Cabin 
where, after having treated and' repos'd him a 
while, ( for he had neither eat «nor flept in four: 
days before) he beſought him to viſit thofe* 
| obſtinate 


438 OroonoKo: Or, 
obſtinate People in Chains, who refnsd all 
' manner of Suſtenance ; and entreated him to 
oblige *em to eat, and aſſure 'em of their Liberty 
the firſt Opportunity. ; 
Oroonoko, who was too generous, not to give 
eredit to his Words, ſhew d himſelf to his Peo- 
ple, who were tranſported with Exceſs of Joy 
at the ſight of their Darling Prince; falling at 
his Feet, and kiffing and embracing em ; be- 
lieving, as ſome Divine Oracle, all he aſlur'd 
**m. But he beſought ?em to bear their Chains 
with that Bravery that became thoſe whom he 
had ſeen a& ſo nobly in Arms ; and that they 
cou'd not give him greater Proofs of their Love 
and Friendſhip, fince 'twas all the. Security the 
Captain ( his Friend ) cou'd have, againſt the 
Revenge, he ſaid, they might poſſibly juſtly 
take, for the Injuries ſuſtain'd by him. And 


they all, with one accord, allur'd him, they. 


coud not ſuffer enough, when it was for his 
' Repoſe and Safety. 

After this, they no longer refus'd to eat, but 
took what was brought 'em, and were pleasd 
with their Captivity, ſince by it they hop'd to 
redeem the Prince, who, all the reſt of the 
Voyage, was treated with all the reſpect due to 


his Birth, tho? nothing cou'd divert his Melan- 


choly ; and- he wou'd often ſigh for imomnds, 
and think this a Puniſhment due to his Misfor- 
tune, in having left that Noble Maid behind 
him, that fatal Night, in the Ota, when he 
fied to the Camp. 


Poſleſs'd with a thouſand Thoughts of paſt _ 


Joys with this fair young Perſon, and a thou- 
ſand Griefs for her eternal Loſs, he endur'd a 
| tedious 
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tedious Voyage,and at laſt arriv'd at the Mouth 
of the River- of Surinam, a Colony belonging 
to the King of England, and where they were 
to deliver ſome part of their Slaves. There 


the Merchants and Gentlemen of the Coun- 


try going on Board, to demand thoſe Lots 
of Slaves they had already agreed an', and; 
amoneſt thoſe, the Over-ſeers of thoſe Planta- 
tions where I then chanc'd to be; the Captain, 
who had given the Word, order*d his Men to 


| bring up thoſe”noble Slaves in Fetters, whom 


I have ſpoken of ; and having put %em, ſome 
in one, and ſome in other Lots, with Women 


and Children ( which they call Pickanimes, ) 


they ſold em off, as Slaves, to ſeveral Mer- 
chants and Gentlemen ; not putting any two 
in one Lot, becauſe they wou*d ſeparate %em 
far from each other ; not daring to truſt 'ent 


| together, leſt Rage and Courage ſhou'd put 


'em upon contriving ſome great Aion, to the 
Ruine of the Colony. Kt 
Oroonoko was firſt ſeiz?d on, and ſold to our 
Over-ſeer, who had the firſt Lot, with ſeven- 
teen more of all ſorts and ſizes, but not one of 


Quality with him. When he ſaw this, he found 


what they meant ; for, as I ſaid, he under- 
ſtood Ergliſh pretty well ; and being wholly 
unarm'd and defenceleſs, ſo 'as it was in vain to 
make any Reſiſtance, he only beheld the Cap- 
tain with a Look all fierce and diſdainful, up- 
braiding him gith Eyes thar- forc*d Bluſhes on 
his guilty Cheeks, he only cry'd, jn paſſing 
over the fide of the Ship; Farewell, Sir : *Tis 


worrh- my Suffering, t0 gain {o true a Knowledge 
both of yoll, and of your Gods by whom you ſweay.. 
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And deſiring thoſe that held hiya to forbear 
their pains, and telling *em he wou*'d make no 
Reſiſtance, he cry'd ,, Come , my Fellow-Slaves ; 
let us deſcend, and ſee if we can meet with more 
Honour and Honeſty in the next World we ſhall 
zouch upon. So he nimbly leapt into the Boat, 
and ſhewing no more Concern, ſuffer'd himſetf 
to be row?d up the River , with his Seventeen 
Companions. Fs 

The Gentleman that bonght him , was a 
7oung, Corniſh Gentleman , whoſe Name was 

refry; a Man of (great Wit, and fine Learn- 
ing, and was carry?d into thole Parts by the 
Lord ——- Governor, to manage all his Af. 
fairs. He refleCting on the laſt Words of Oroo- 
noko to the Captain, and beholding the Rich- 
neſs of his Veſt, no ſooner came into the Boat, 
but he fix'd his Eyes on him; and finding 


ſomething ſo extraordinary in his Face, his | 


Shape and Mien, -a Greatneſs of Look, and 
Haughtineſs in his Air, and finding he ſpoke 
Engliſh, had a great Mind to be enquiring into 
his Quality and Fortune ; which, though Oroc- 
 zoko endeavour'd to hide, by only confeſſing 


he was above the Rank of common Slaves, 


Trefry ſoon found be was yet ſomething greater 
than he confeſs?d ; and from that Moment be- 
gan to conceive ſo vaſt an Eſteem for him, that 
he ever after loy'd him as his deareſt Brother, 


and ſhew'd him all the Civilities due to ſo great 


'a Man. 


Trefry was a very good Mathematician, gnd -} 


a Linguiſt; coi?d ſpeak French and' Spaniſh ; 


and in the three Days, they remain'd 'in the * 


Boat (for fo long were they going Rn ING 
; Ship, 


V 
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| $hip, ts the Plantation ) he entertain'd Oroo- 


who ſo agreeably with his Art and Diſcourſe, 
that he was no lefs pleas?d with Trefry, than 
he was with the Prince ; and he thought him« 


| lf, at leaft, fortunate in this, that ſince he 


was a Slave, as long as he won'd ſuffer himſelf 
to remain ſo, he had a Man of ſo excellent Wit 


' "and Parts for a Maſter : So that before they 


had finifh*d 'their Voyage up the River, . he 
made no ſcruple of declaring to Trefry all his 


Fortunes, and moſt part of -what I have here 
related, and put himſelf wholly into the Hands 
of his new Friend, whom he found reſentin 
all:the Injuries were done him, and was charm” 
with all the Greatneſles of his Ations; which 


were recited with that Modeſty, and delicate 
Sence, as wholly vanquiſh*d him, and ſabdy'd 
| him to his Intereſt. And he promis'd him ori 
his Word and Honour, he wou'd find the 
| Means to: re-condaet him to his owh Coun- 
* try again: aſſuring him, he had a perfe& Ab- 


horrence ' of ſo diſhonourable an Attion ; and 
that he wowd' ſooner have dy*d, than have 
been the Anthot of ſuch a Perfidy. He found 


the Prince was very much concern'd to know 


what became of his Friends, and how they 
took their Slavery ; and Trefry promis'd: to 
take care abont the enquiring after their Con=- 
dition , and” that' he ſhon'd have an Account 
of *em. | 

Though, as Oroonoko afterwards ſaid, he ha 

little Reaſon to credit:the Words of a Backea- 


vary, yet he knew not why; but he ſaw a 


kind of Sincerity, and awful Truth in the Face _ 


of Trefry ; he ſaw an Honeſty in his Eyes, and 
B 2 he 
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he found him wiſe and witty enough to under- 
ſtand Honour : for it was one of his Maxims, 
A Man of Wit cowd not be a Knave or Villain. 

# In their paſſage up the River, they put in 
at ſeveral Houſes for Refreſhment; and ever 
when they landed , numbers of People wou'd 
flock to behold this Man ; not but. their Eyes 
were daily entertain*d with the fight of Slaves, 
but the Fame of Oroonoks was gone before him, 
and All People were in admiration of his Beauty. 
Beſides, he had a rich Habit on, in which he 
was taken, ſo different from the reſt, and 
which the Captain eou'd not ſtrip him of, be- 
cauſe he was forc*d to ſurprize his Perſon in 
the minute he fold him. When he found his 
Habit made him liable, .as he thought, to be 
gaz'd at the more, he begg'd Trefry to give him. 
ſomething more befitting a Slave'z which he 
did, and took off his Robes. Nevertheleſs, he: 


ſhone throvgh all, .and bis Oſenbrigs ( a ſortof Þ 


brown Holard Suit he had on) cou?d not con- 
ceal the Graces of his Looks and Mien ; and he 
had-.no leſs Admirers, than when. he had his 
dazling Habit on; the Royal Youth appear'd. 
in ſpite of the Slave, and People cou'd not help: 
treating him after a different manner, without 
deſigning it : As ſoon as they approach'd him, 
they venerated and eſteem'd him ; his Eyes in- 
ſenſibly commanded Reſpe&t, and his Behaviour 
infinuated it into every Soul. So that there was 
nothing ta]k?d . of but this young and gallant 


Slave, even by thoſe who yet knew not that he 


was a Prince. | ; 

1 ought to tel] you, that the Chriſtians never

'- part of the. Perſonal Courage of that Ceſar, 
and ated things as memorable, had they been. 
done in ſome part of the World repleniſh'd 
with People, and Hiſtorians, that might have 

given him. his due. But his Misfortune was, 
to fall in an obſcure World, that afforded only 
; a Female Pen to celebrate his Fame ; though 


* 1 doubt not bur it had liv'd from others Endea- 


. yours, if. the Dutch, who, immediately after 
his time, took that Countrey, had not kild, 
_ baniſl'd and diſpers'd all thoſe that were ca- 
+. pable of giving the World this great. Man's 
' Life, much better. than I have done. And 
” "Mr. Trefry, who defign'd it, dy?d before he 
began it, and bemoan'd himſelf for not having 
undertook it in time. 

For the future therefore, I muſt call Or00- 
z0ko, Ceſar ; ſince by that Name only he was 
known in our Weſtern World, and by that 
Name he was received on Shore at Parbam- 
Houſe, where he was deſtin'd a Slave. But if 
the King himſelf (-God bleſs him ) had come 
a-ſhore, there 'cou*d not - have: been greater 
ExpeCations by all the whole Plantation, and 
thoſe neighbouring ones, than: was on ours-at 
that time 3 and- he was receiv*d more: like a 
Governor, than aSlave. Notwithſtanding, as 
_ the Cuſtom was, they aſſign'd him his portion 
of Land, his Houſe, and his Buſineſs, np4in the 

| E 3 Planta- 
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Plantation. But as it was more for Form, than 
any Deſign, to put him to his Task, heendurd 
no- more of the Slave but the Name, and re- 
main'd ſame Days in the Houſe, receiving all 
Viſits that were made him , withour- ſtirring | 
towards that part of the Plantation where the 
Negroes were. 

At laſt, he wou'd needs go view his Land, 
*his Houſe, and the Buſineſs aſkgn'd him, But 
he no ſooner came to the Houſes of the Slaves, 
which are like a little Town by it felf, the Ne- - 
groes all having left Work, but they all came 


forth to behold him , and found he was that / | 
Princewho had, at ſeveral times, ſold moſt of | 
*tmito theſe Parts ; and, from a Veneration they  ! | 


pay ta great Men, eſpecially if they know em, 
and from the Surprize and Awe they had at the. 


light of him, they al] caſt themſelves at his Feet, | Þ 


crying aut, in their Language, Zive, O King ? 


Long live, O King! And: kiſhng his Feet, paid } 


him even Divine Homage. 

Several Engliſh Gentlemen were with him; 
and. what: Mr. Trefry had told %m, was here 
confirm*d'; of which he himſelf before had no 
other Witneſs than Ceſar himſelf : But he was 
infinitely glad ro-find his Grandure confirm'd 
by the Adoration.of all the Slaves. . 

' Cea/ar troubil'd: with their Over-Joy; ' and 
Over-Ceremony, beſought %em. to riſe, and to 
receive him as. their Fellow-Slave; affuring 
them.,: he was no better. At which they ſet 
up with one Accord a moſt: terrible and hidi- 

Qus _——_ and. Condoling,” which he and 

the Engliſh had much a-do-to appeaſe ; but at 
laſt they prevail'd with'em, and they prepar 1 
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all their barbarous Muſick, and every one kilPd 


1 and dreſs'd ſomething of his own Stock ( for 


every Family has their Land a-part, on which, 
2t their leiſure-times, they breed all eatable 
things ; and clubbing it together, made a moſt 
magnificent Supper, inviting their GraidrCay 


F 242,their Prince, to honour it with his Preſence; 


which he did, and ſeveral Ezgkiſh with him z 


where they all waited. ori him, ſome playing, 


others dancing before him all the time, accor- 


ding to the Manners of their ſeveral Nations 


and with unwearied Induſtry, endeavouring to 

pleaſe and delight him. 
While they fat at Meat, Mr. Trefry told C#- 

ſar, that moſt of theſe young Slaves were Un» 


\. done in Love, with a fine She-Slave, whom . 

| they had had about Six Months on their Land 

\ the Prince, who never heard the Name of Love 
without a Sigh, nor any mention of it without 


the Curioſity of examining further into that 
tale, which of all Diſcourſes was molt-agree- 
able to. him, asked, how they came to be fo 
Unhappy , as to be all Undone' for one fair 


Slave ? Trefry, who was naturally Amorous, 


and lov'd to talk of Love as well as any body, 
proceeded to tell him,they had the moſt charm- 
ing Black, that ever was beheld on their Planta- 
#107, about fifteen or :fixteen Years: old, as he 


gueſgd; thar, for his part, he had done nothing 
but Sigh for her ever ſince ſhe came ; and that. 


all the White Beauties he ' had ſeen, never 
charm*d him fo abſolutely as this fine Creature 
had done; and that no Man, of any Nation, 
ever beheld her, that did not- fall in Love with 
her ; and that ſhe had all the Slaves perpetu- 
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ally at her Feet ; and the whole Countrey re- 


ſounded with the Fame of Clemere, for ſo (ſaid 
he) we have Chriſten'd her : But ſhe denies us 
all with ſuch a noble Diſdain, that 'tis a Mj- 


racle to ſe, that ſhe, who can give ſuch eter= 


nal Deſires, ſhou'd her. ſelf be all Ice and all 
Unconcern. She is adorn*d with the moſt grace- 
ful Modeſty: that ever beantify*d Youth ; the 
ſofteſt: Sigher 3 —— that, if ſhe were capable 
of-Love, one wou'd ſwear ſhe languiſh'd for 
ſome: abſent happy Man ; and ſo retir*d, as if 
ſhe-fear?d a Rape even from the God of Day, 
or that the Breezes wou'd ſteal Kiſles from her 
delicate Mouth ;. Her Task of Work, ſome ſigh» 
ing Lover every Day makes it his Petition to 
perform for her ; which ſhe accepts, bluſhing, 
and with reluctancy, for fear he will ask her 
a:Look for a Recompence, which he dares not 


preſume to hope; ſo great an Awe ſhe ſtrikes ” 3 
into the Hearts of her Admirers. { 4o not wou- .Þ 


der (reply*d the Prince) that Clemene ſhow?d re- 
fuſe Slaves, being, as you ſay, ſo Beautiful ; but 
wonder how fhe eſcapes thoſe who can entertain her 
as. you can do: or why, being your Slave, you do 
zot oblige ber to yield. I confeſs ( ſaid Trefry) when 
I bave, again#t ber Will, entertaiwd ber with Love 
fo long, as to be tranſported with my Paſſion 
tven above Decency, 1 bave been ready to make 
uſe of thoſe advantages of Strength and Force 
Nature _— me ; But, oh! ſhe diſarms me, 
with that Modeſty and Weeping, ſo tender and- ſo 
moving, that 1 retire, and thank my Stars ſbe over- 
came. me, The Company laugh'd at his Civi- 
lity to a Slave, and Ceſar only. applauded the 
Nobleneſs of his Paſſion and Nature ; ſince ym 
| Slave 
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| glave might be Noble, or, what was better, 
' have true Notions of Honour and Vertue in her. 


' Thus paſs'd they this Night, after having re- 
ceiv*d from rhe Slaves all imaginable Reſpect and 


*% 


Obedience. 

The next day, Trefry ask'd Ceſar to walk 
when the Heat was allay'd, and delignedly 
carry'd him 'by the Cottage of the fair Slave 5 
and told him, ſhe whom he ſpoke of laſt night 
livd there retir'd : But ( ſays he) 7 wou'd not 
wiſh you to approach ;, for 1 am ſure, you will be 
in Love as ſoon as you behold her. Ceſar aſlur'd 
him, he was Proof againſt all the Charms of 
that Sex ; and that if he imagin'd his Heart 
cowd be ſo perfidious to Love again, after 
Imoinda, he believ?d he ſhow'd tear it from his 
Boſom. They had no ſooner ſpoke, but a lit- 


- tle Shock- Dog, that Clemene had preſented her, 


which ſhe took great delight in, ran out; ane 
ſhe, not knowing any body was there, ran to 
get it In again, and bolted out on thoſe who 
were juſt ſpeaking of her : When, ſeeing them, 
ſhe wou'd have run in again ; but Trefry caught 
her by the Hand, and cry'd%; Clemene, how- 
ever you flie a Lover, you ought to pay ſome Reſpe& 
to this Stranger, (pointing to Ceſar.) But ſhe, 
as if ſhe had reſalv?d ver to raiſe her Eyes to 
the Face of a Man again, bent %em the more to 
the Earth, when he ſpoke, and gave the Prince 
the leiſure to look the more at her. There - 
needed no long Gazing, or Conſideration: to 
examine who this fair Creature was ; he ſoon 
{aw Imojuda all over her; in a minute he ſaw 
ber Face, her Shape, her Air, her Modeſty, 
and all that calPd forth his Soul with Joy at

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his Eyes, - and left his Body deſtitnte of almoſt 
Life 3 it ſtood without Motion, and, for a Mi- 


nute, knew not that it had a Being : and, I be. 


lieve, he had never come to himſelf, ſooppreſyd 
he was with Over-joy, if he had not met with 
this Atlay, that he perceiv*d /moinada fall dead 


in the Bands of Trefry : This awaken'd him, 


and he ran to her Aid, and caught her in his 
Arms, where, by degrees, ſhe came to her ſelf; 
and *tis needleſs to tell with what Tranſports, 
what Extaſies of Joy, they both a while beheld 
each other, without Speaking ; then Snatch'd

*?m-again together. They ſoon inform?d each 
ether of their Fortunes, and equally bewail'd 


their Fate ; but, at the ſame time, they mutually 


proteſted, that even Fetters and Slavery were 
Soft and Eaſfie z and wou'd be ſupported with 
Joy and Pleaſure, while they cou'd be ſo happy 


to polleſs each other, and to be able to make 


good their Vows. Ce2/ar ſwore he difdain'd the 
Empire of the World, while he cou?d behold his 
Imoinaa ;, and ſhe deſpis'd Grandure and Pomp, 
thoſe Vanities of her Sex, when ſhe cou'd Gaze 
on OQroonoko. He ador'd the very Cottage where 
ſhe reſided, and ſaid, That little Inch of the 
World wou'd give him more Happineſs than all 
the Univerſe cou'd do; and ſhe vow?d, It was 
a Palace, while adorn'd with the Preſence of 


Oroondks. | 
Trefry 


| Trefry was infinitely plead with this Novel, 
" and found this Cl/emene was the Fair Vijtreſs of 
whom Ceſar had before ſpoke; and was not a 
| little ſatisfied, that Heaven was ſ{o kind to the 
Prince, as to ſweeten his Misfortunes by ſo lucky 
an Accident ; and leaving the Lovers to them- 
ſelves, was impatient to come down to Par- 
bam- Houſe, (which was on the ſame Plantation) 
' togive me an Account of what had hapned. I 
was aS$ impatient to make theſe Lovers a Viſit, 
having already made a Friendſhip with Cefer 
and from his own Month learn?d what I have 
related, which was confirmed by his French= 
man, who was ſet on Shoar to ſeek his Fore

' his Puple Prince : So that concerning and in- 
treſting my ſelf, in all that related to Ceſar, 


whom I had aſſur'd of Liberty, 2s ſoon' as the 


Governor arriv'd, I haſted preſently to the 
Place where the Lovers were, and was infi- 
nitely glad to find this Beautiful young Slave 
(who had already gain*d all our Eſteems, for 


her Modeſty and her extraordinary Prettineſs) 
to be the ſame | had heard Ceſar ſpeak ſo much - 


of. One may imagine then we paid her a treble 
Reſpect ; and though from her being cary*d in 
fine Flowers and Birds all over her Body, we 
took her to be of Quality before, 'yet, when we 
knew Clemene was 1mainda, we cou'd not enough 
admire her. 

. I had forgot to tell you, that thoſe whoare

this Wedding: and in a very ſhort time,after of 
ſhe conceiv'd with Child ; which, made Ceſar " 


even adore her, knowing he was the'laſt,of his 
Great Race. This new Accident made him A 
more impatient of Liberty, and he was every | C 


day Treating, with 7refry for his and Clemens 
Liberty, and olter'd either Gold, or a vaſt 
quantity of Slaves, which ſhou'd be paid before 
they ler him go, provided he couwd have any 
Securtty that he ſhowd go when his Ranſom |} 
was paid. They fed him from Day to Day 
with Promiſes, and delay*d him till the Lord- 
Governor ſhoud come ; ſo that he began to 
fuſpe& them of falſhood, and that they wou'd 
delay him till the time of his Wife*s Delivery, 
and make a Slave of that too ; for all the Breed 
is thetrs to whom the Parents belong/ : This 
Thought made him very uneafie, and his Sul- } 
J2nnels gave them ſome Jealonufies of him; fo } 
| That I was oblig*d, by ſome Perſons who fear'd 
a Mutiny ( which is very fatal ſometimes in 
thoſe Colonies, that abound fo with Ho 
| taal 
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to diſcourſe with Cefar, and to give him all 
the SatisfaCtion I poſſibly could ; they knew he 
and Clemene were ſcarce an Hour ina Day from 
my Lodgings ; that they eat with me, and that 
I oblig'd 'em jn all things I was capable of :, I 
entertain'd 'em with the Lives of the Romans, 
and Great Men ; which charm'd him to my 


\. Company ;z and her, with teaching her all the 


pretty Works that 1 was Miſtreſs of, and tel- 


ling ker Stories of Nuns, and endeavouring to ,_ 
bring her to the Knowledge of the True God... 


But of all Diſcourſes, Czfar lik'd that the worit, 
and won'd never be reconcil'd to our Notions 
of the Trinity, of which he ever made a Jeſt ; 
it was a Riddle, he ſaid, wou'd turn his Brain 
to conceive, and one cou'd not make him un- 
derſtand what Faith was. However, theſe 
Converſations fail'd not altogether ſo well to 
divert him, that he lik'd the Company of us 
Women much above the Men : for he con'd 
not drink ;z-and he is but an ii] Companiort itt 
that Countrey that cannot : So that obliging 
him to love us very well, we had al] the liberty 


_ of Speech with him, eſpecially my ſelf, whom 


he calld his Great 24ſtreſs; and, indeed, - my 
Word woud go a great way with him. For' 
theſe Reaſons, I had opportunity to take 'no- 
tice to him, that he was not well pleasd of 
late, as he usd to be; was more retir*d: and 
thoughtful; and told him, 1 .took it ill he 
ſhou'd Suſpeft we wou'd break our Words with 
him, and not permit both him and C lemene to 


return to his own Kingdom, which was not fo ' 


long a way, but, when he was once on his Voy- 
S 8 age, 
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age he wou'd quickly arrive there. He made 
me ſome Anſwers that ſhew'd a doubt in him, 
which made me ask what advantage it wou'd 
be to doubt ? it would but give us a Fear of 
him, and poſlibly compel us to treat him ſo as I 
ſhou'd be very loath to behold : thar is, it might 
occaſion . his Confinement. Perhaps this was 
not ſo luckily ſpoke of me, for I perceiv'd he 
reſented that Word, which I ſtrove to ſoften 
again in vain : However, he aſlur'd me, that 
whatſoever Reſolutions he ſhou?d-take,he wou'd 
Act nothing upon the White-People ; and as for 
my ſelf, and thoſe upon that Plantation where 
he was, he wou'd ſooner forfeit his eternal Li- 
berty, and Life ic ſelf, than lift his Hand againſt 
his greateſt Enemy on that Phce : He beſought 
me to ſuffer no Fears upon his Account, for he 
cou'd do nothing that Honour ſhou'd not di- 


ate 3 but, he accusd himſelf for having'ſuf- Þ 


fer?d Slavery ſo long ; yet he charg?d that 
weakne(s on Love alone, who was capable of 
making him neglect even Glory it ſelf ; and, 
for which, now he reproaches himſelf every 
moment of the Day. Much more to this effect 
he ſpoke , with an Air impatient enough to 
make me know he wou'd not be long in Bon- 
dage 3 and though he ſuffer?d only the Name 
of a Slave, and had nothing of the Toil and 
Labaur of one, yet that was ſufficient to ren- 
der him Uneaſie; and he had been too long 


Idle, who us?d to be always in Aftion, and in 


Arms: He had a Spirit all Rough and Fierce; 
and that cou'd not be tan'd to lazy Reſt; 
and though all endeavours were us*d to exer- 
ciſe himſelf in ſuch ARtions and Sports as this 
World 
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| World afforded, as Running, W reſtling, Pitch- 
ing the Bar ; Hunting and Fiſhing, Chaſing and 
Killing Tigers of a monſtrous Size, which this 
Continent affords in abundance z and wonder- 
| ful Snakes, ſuch as Alexander is reported to have 
incounter'd at the River of Amazons, and which 
Ceſar took great Delight to overcome 3; yet 
theſe were not Actions great 'enovgh for his 
large Sonl, which was ſtill panting after more 
renown'd Action. 

Before l parted that Day with him,I got,with 
much ado, a Promiſe from him to reſt yet a lit- 
tle longer with Patience, and wait the.coming of 
the Lord Governor, who- was every Day expe». 
Qed on our Shore ; he aſſnx?d me he wou?d,and 
this Promiſe he deſired me to know was given 
perfectly in Complaiſance to me, in whom he 
had an intire Confidence. 

After this, I neither thought it convenient 
to truſt him much out -of-our View, nor did 
the Country who fear'd him ; but with one 

- accord it was advis'd to treat him fairly, and 
oblige him to remain within {uch a compaſs,and 
that he ſhowd be permitted, as ſeldom as cond | 
be, togoup to the Plantations of the Negroes ; 
or, if he did, to be accompany'd by ſome that 
ſhou'd be rather in appearance Attendants than 
Spys. This Care was for ſome time taken, and 
Cefar look?d upon it as a Mark of extraordinary 
Reſpect, and was glad his diſcontent had ob- 
lig'd em to be more obſervant to him; here- 

| caived new aflirance from the Overſeer, which 
was confirmed to him by the Opinion of all the 
Gentlemen of, the Country, who made their 
court to him ; During this time that we had 

his 
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his Company more frequently than hitherto we . 
had had, it may not be unpleaſant to relate to 
you the. Diverſions we entertaindd him with, 
or rather he us. | 
My ſtay was) to be ſhort in that Cauntrey 
becauſe my Father dy?d at Seay, and never ar« 
riv'd to poſſeſs the Honour was deſfign'd him, 
(which was Lieutenant-General of Six and 
thirty Iſlands, beſides the Continent of Suri. 
nam,) nor the Advantages he hop'd to reap by 
them : ſo that though we were oblig*d to con- 
tinue on our Voyage, we did not intend to ſtay 
upon the Place. Though, in a word, I muſt. 
ſay. thus mach of it ; Thar certainly, had his late 
Majeſty, of ſacred Memory, but ſeen and known 
what a vaſt and charming World he had been 


 Maſter-of in that Continent, he wou'd never 
have parted ſo eaſily with it to the Dutch, *Tis 


a Continent whoſe vaſt Extent was never yet 
known, and may contain more Noble Earth than. 


_ all the Univerſe beſide ; for, they fay. it reaches 


from Eaſt to Weſt one way'as far as China, and: 
another to Peru + It affords all things both for 
Beauty and Uſe; tis there Eternal Spring, al- 
ways the very Months of April, ay and ; ure ; 
the Shzdes are perpetual, the Trees bearing at 
once all degrees of Leaves and Fruit, from 
blooming Buds to ripe Autumn : Groves of 
Oranges, Limons, Citrons, Figs, Nutmegs, and 
noble Aromaticks, continually bearing their 
Fragrancies. The Trees appearing all like Noſe- | 
gays adorn'd with Flowers of different (kinds ; 
iome are all White, ſome Purple, ſme Scarlet, © 


ſome Blue, ſome Yellow ; bearing, at the ſame 


time, Ripe Fruit and Blooming Young, or pro- 
ducing

dacing every day new. The very Wood of 


all theſe Trees have an intrinfick Value above 


common Timber z for they are, when cut, of 


different Colours, glorious to behold ;z and bear 


2 price conſiderable, to Inlay withal. Beſides - 


this, they yield rich Balm, and Gums ; ſo that 
we make our Candles of ſuch an Aromatick Sub- 
ſtance, as. does not only give a ſufficient Light, 
but, as they burn, they caſt their Perfitmes all 
about. Cedar is the common Firing, and all 
the Honſes are built with it. The very Meat 
we'eat, when ſet on the Table, if it be Native, 
I mean, of the Countrey,- perfumes the whole 
Room ; eſpecially a little Beaſt call d an Arme- 
dily, a thing which I can liken to nothing (6 
well as a Rhjoceros z tis all in white Armour, ſo 
jointed, [that it moves as well in it, as if it had 
nothing on z this Beaſt is about the bigneſs of 
a Pig of fix Weeks old. But it were endleſs to 
give an Account of. all the divers Wonderful 


and Strange things that Countrey affords, and - 


which we took a very great delight to go in 
ſearch of ; though thoſe Adventures are ofteti- 
times Fatal, and at leaſt Dangerous :; But while 
we had C zſar in our Company on theſe Deſigns; 
we fear'd no harm, nor ſuffer'd any. 

As ſoon as I came into the Conntrey, the beſt 
Houſe in it was preſented me, call'd Sr. Fobn's 
Hill : It flood on a vaſt Rock of white Marble, 
at the foot of which the River ran a vaſt depth 
down, and not to be deſcended on that fide $ 
the little Waves ſtill daſhing and waſhing the 
foot of this Rock, made the ſofteſt Murmurs 
and Purlings'in the World; and the oppoſite 
Bank was adorn'd with ſach vaſt mm” 
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different Flowers eternally Blowing, and every 
Day and Hour new, fenc*d behind 'em with 
lofty. Trees of a thouſand rare Forms and Co. 
lours, that the Proſpect was the moſt raviſhing 
that Sands can create. On the edge of this 
white Rock, towards the River, was a Walk 
or Grove of Orange and Limon-Trees, about 
haif the length of the all here, whoſe Flowery 
and Fruit-bearing Branches met at the top, and 
hinder'd the Sun,. whoſe Rays are very fierce 
there, from entering. a Beam into the Grove; 
and the cool Air that came from the River, 
made. it not only fit to entertain People in, at 
all the hotteſt hours of the day, bnt refreſtd 
the ſweet, Bloſſoms, and made it always Sweet 
and. Charmivg ; and ſure, the whole Globe of 
the World cannot ſhew ſo delightful a Place as 
this Grove was: Not all-the Gardens of boaſted 
Ztaly can. produce a Shade to out-vie this, which 
Nature had join'd with, Art to render ſoex- 
ceeding fine ; and tis a. marvel to ſee how ſuch 
vaſt Trees, as big as Ezgliſh Oaks, cou'd: take 
footing on ſo ſolid a Rock, and in ſo little Earth 
as cover d that Rock : But all things by Nature 
there are Rare, Delightful and Wonderful, 


But to our Sports. 


Sometimes we woud go ſurprifing, and in 
ſearch of young Tipers in their Dens, watching 
when the oJd ones went forth to - forage for 
Prey ; and oftentimes we have been in great 
danger, and have fled a-pace for our Lives, 
when ſurpriz'd by the Dams. But once, above 


_ all other times, we went on this Deſign, and 
Ceſar was with us 3; who had no ſooner ſtoln | 


a yourg Tiger from her Neſt, but going off, | 
wo 


_ 
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we encounter'd the Dam, bearing a Buttock 
of a Cow, which he had torn off with his 
mighty Paw, and going with it towards his 
Den; we had only four Women, Ceſar, and 
2fi Engliſh Gentleman, Brother to Harry Mar- 
tin the great Oliverian ; we found there was 
no eſcaping this enraged and ravenons Beaſt. 
However, we Wornen fled as faſt as we cowd 
from it ; but our Heels had not ſaved our Lives, 
if Ceſar had not laid down his Cxb, when he 
found the Tiger quit her Prey to make the 
more ſpeed towards him ; and taking Mr. Aar- 
tis Sword, defir?d him to ſtand aſide, or fol- 
low the Ladies. He obeyd him ; -and Ceſar 
met this monſtrons Beaſt of might, ſize, and 
vaſt Limbs, who came with open Jaws npon 
him ; and fixing his awfal ſtern Eyes full apon 
thoſe of the Beaſt, and pntting himſelf into a 
yery ſteddy and good aiming poſtare of De- 
fence, ran his Sword quite through his Brea 

down to his yery Heart, home to the Hilt of 
the Sword : the dying Beaſt ſtretch*d forth her 
Paw, and going to graſp his Thigh, ſurpriz'd 
with death in that very moment, did him no 
other harm 'than fixing her long Nails in his 
Fleſh very deep, feebly wounded him, but 
cou'd not graſp the Fleſh to tear off any. 
When he had-done this, he hollow?d to us 
to return : which, after ſome aſſurance of his 
Victory, we did, and found him lugging out 
the Sword from the Boſom of the Tiger, who 
was laid in her blood on the ground ; he took 
up the Cab, and with an Unconcern that had 
nothing of the Joy or Gladneſs of a Vittory, 
he came and laid the Whelp at niy Feet. We 
F 2 all 
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aj] extremely wonder'd at his Daring, and at 
the Bigneſs of the Beaſt, which was about the 
heighth of an Heifer, but of mighty great and 
ſtrong Limbs. | | 
Another time, being in the Woods, he kill'd 


a Tiger which had long infeſted that Part, and 


borne away abundance of Sheep and Oxen, and 
other things that were for the ſupport of thoſe 
to whom they belong'd : abundance of People 
aſſajil'd this Beaſt, ſome affirming they had ſhot 
her with ſeveral Bullets quite through the 
Body, at ſeveral times ; and ſome ſwearing they 
ſhot her through the very Heart, and they 
believ'd ſhe was a Devil, rather than a mortal 
thing. Ceſar had often ſaid, he had a mind 
to encounter this Monſter, and ſpoke with ſeve- 
ral Gentlemen who had attempted her ; one 
crying, I ſhot her with ſo many poyſon'd Ar- 
rows, another with his Gun in this part of 
her, and another in that ; ſo that he remark- 
ing all theſe places where ſhe was ſhot, fancy'd 
ſtill he ſhowd overcome her, by giving her ano- 
ther ſort of a Wound than any had yet done, 
and one day ſaid (at the Table,) What Trophies 
and Garlands, Ladies, wid you make me, if I bring 


you home the Heart of this Ravenons BeaSt, that 


eats up all your Lambs and Pigs? We all pro- 
mis*'d he ſhou'd be rewarded at all our hands. 
So taking a Bow, which he choſe out of a 
great many, he went up into the Wood, with 
two Gentlemen, where hg imagin*d this De- 
vourer to be; they had not paſt very far in 
it, but they heard her Voice, growling and 
grumbling, as. if ſhe were pleas'd with ſome- 
thing ſhe was doing, When they came in 
view, 
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view, they found her muzzling in the Belly 
of a new raviſh'd Sheep, which ſhe .had torn 
open ; and ſeeing her ſelf approach, ſhe took 
faſt hold of her Prey with her fore Paws, and 
ſet a very fierce raging Look on Ceſar, with- 
out offering to approach him, for fear at the 
ſame time of loſing what ſhe had in poſleſ- 
fion. So that Ceſar remain'd. a good while, 
only taking aim, and getting an opportunity to 
ſhoot her where he defign'd : *twas ſome time 
before he cou'd accompliſh it ; and to wound 
her, and not kill her, wou'd but have enrag?d 
her the more, and endanger'd him : He had a 
Quirer of Arrows at his Side, ſo that if one fail'd, 
he could be fupply?d ; ar laſt, retiring a little, 
he gave her opportunity to eat; for he found 
ſhe was ravenous, and fel] too as ſoon as ſhe 
{aw him retire, being more eager of her Prey, 

an of doing new Miſchiefs : when he going 
oftly to one ſide of her, and hiding his Perſon 
behind certain Herbage that grew high and 
thick, he took ſo good aim, that, as he inten- 
ded, he ſhot her juſt into the Eye, and the Ar- 
row was ſent with ſo good a wil), and 'ſo ſure 
a hand, that it- ſtuck in her Brain, and made 
| her caper, and become'mad for a moment or 
two; but being ſeconded by another Arrow, 
ſhe fell dead upon-<he Prey. Ceſar cut her 
open with a Knife, to ſee where thoſe Wounds 
were that had been reported to him, and why 
ſhe did not die of 'em. But I ſhall now relate 
athing that, poſſibly, will find no credit among 
Men'; becauſe *is a Notion commonly receiv?d 
with ns, That nothing can receive a Wound 
in the Heart and live: But when the Heart of 
F 3 this 
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this courageous Animal was taken out, there 
were ſeven. Bullets of Lead in it, and the 
Wounds ſeam d up with great Scars, and ſhe 
livd with the Bullets a great while, for it was 
Jong ſince they were ſhot : This Heart the 
Conqueror brought up to us, and twas a very 
great Curioſity, which all the Countrey came 
to ſee ; and which gave Ce/ar occaſion of many 
fine Difcourſes 3 of Accidents in War, and 
ſtrange Eſcapes. | f 
At other times he wou'd go a Fiſhing ; and 
diſcourfing on that Diverſion, he found we had 
in that Countrey a very ſtrange Fiſh, call'd a 
Numb Eel ( an Eel of which I have eaten) that 
while it is aliye, it has a quality fo Cold, that 


thoſe who are Angling, though with a Line of 


never ſo great a length, with a Rod at the end 
of it, it ſhall, in the ſame minute the Bait is 
touched by this Eel, ſeize him or her that holds 
the Rod with benumb'dneſs, that ſhall deprive 
*m of Senſe, for a while; and ſome have faln 
into the Water, and others drop'd, as dead, on 
the Banks of the Rivers where they ſtood, as 
ſoon as this Fiſh touches the Bait. Ceſer us'd 
co laugh at this, and believd it impoſlible a 
Man cou'd loſe his Force at the touch of a 
Fiſh 3 and cou'd not underſtand that Philoſo- 
phy, that a Cold Quality-hould be of that na- 
Cure ; however, he had a great Curioſity to 
try whether it woud have the ſame effect on 
him it had on others, and often try'd, but in 
- vain: at laſt, the fought-for Fiſh came to the 
** Bait, as he ſtood Angling on the Bank; and 
inſtead of throwing away the Rod, or giving 
K a ſudden twitch out of the Water, a 

C 
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he might have caught both the Zel, and have 
diſmiſsd the Rod, before it cou'd have too 
| much power over him; for Experiment-ſakeg 
he graſp'd it but the harder, and fainting fell 
into the River ; and being ſtill poſleſs*d of the 
Rod, the Tide carry'd him, ſenſeleſs as he was, 
2 great way, till an :djan Boat took him up 3 
and perceiv*d, when they touch'd him, a Numb- 
neſs ſeize them, and by that knew the Rod was 
in bis Hand ; which, with a Paddle, (that is, 
a ſhort Oar) they ſtruck away, and ſnacht 
it-into the Boat, . Ee! and all. If Ceſar was 
almoſt dead, with the effe&t of this Fiſh, be 
was more ſo with that of the Water, where he 
had remain*®d the ſpace of going a League, and 


they found they had much a-doe to bring him 


back to life ; but at laſt they did, and brought 
him home, where he was in a few hours well 
recover'd and refreſh'd, and not a little aſham'd 
to find he ſhou'd be overcome by an Eel, and 


that all the People, who heard his Defiance, 


wou'd laugh at him. But we chear'd him up ; 
and he, being convinc'd, we had the Eel-at 
Supper , which was a Quarter of an Ell about, 
and moſt delicate Meat ; and was of the more 
value, fince it coſt ſo dear as almoſt the Life of 
ſo gallant a Man. | | 
About this time we were in many mortal 
Fears, about ſome Diſputes the Engliſh had 
with the ndiavs; fo that we cou'd ſcarce truſt 
our ſelves, without great Numbers, to: go to 
any 4z4ian Towns or Place where they a- 
bode, for fear they ſhouw'd fall upon us, as they 
did immediately after my coming away ; and 
that it was in the poſſeſſion of the Dutch, _ 
F 4 us 
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us'd %*em not ſo civilly as the Engiſhs, ſo that 
they cut in pleces all they cou'd take, getting 
iato Houſes, and hanging up the Mother, and 
all her Children about her ; and cut a Fnot- 
man, I left behind me, all in Joints, and nail'd 
him to Trees. | | | 

| This Feud began while I was there ; ſo that 
I loſt half the Satisfaftion I proposd, in not 
= and viſiting the Indian; Towns. But one 

ay, bemoaning of our Misfortunes upon this 
account, Ceſar told us,. we need not fear ; for 
if, we had amind to go, he wou'd undertake 
tobe our Guard. Some wou'd, but moſt wou'd 
nat venture : about Eighteen of ns reſolv*d, and 
took Barge ; and after eight days, arriv*d near 
an\ India» Town : But approaching it, the 
Hearts of ſome of our Company fail*d , - and 
they wou'd not venture on Shore.z fo we Poll'd 
who wound, and who wou'd not. | For: my 
part, I ſaid, If Ceſar wou'd, I wou'd go. He 
reſolv'd ; ſo did my Brother, and my Woman, 
a Maid of good Courage. Now, none of us 
ſpeaking the Language of the People, and ima- 
gining we ſhou'd have a half Diverſion in Ga- 
Zing only ; and not knowing what they ſaid, 
we took a Fiſherman that liv'd at the mouth of 
the River, who had been along Inhabitant there, 


and oblig'd him to go with us : But becauſe he - 


was known to the Indians, as trading among 'em, 
and being, by long living there, become a perfect 
in /ndian Colour , we, who reſolv'd to ſurprize 
'em, by making them ſee ſomething they never 
had ſeen, (that is,Whice People) reſolv'd only my 
ſelf, my Brother and Woman ſhou'd go ; fo Ce- 
ſar, the Fiſherman, and the reſt, hiding yy 

ome 
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ſome thick. Reeds' and Flowers that grew on 
the Banks, let us paſs on towards the Town, 
which was on the Bank of the River all along. 
A little diſtant from the Houſes, or Huts, we 
faw ſome Dancing, others buſy'd in fetching 
and carrying of Water from the River ; They 
had no ſooner ſpy?d us, but they ſet up aloud 
Cry, that frighted us at firſt ; we thought it had 
been for thoſe that ſhou'd kill vs, but it ſeems 
it was of Wonder and Amazement. They were 
all Naked ; and we were Dreſsd, ſo as is moſt 
commode for the hot Countries, very Glittering 
and Rich ; ſo that we appear extremely fine z 
my own Bair was cut ſhort, and I had a Taf- 


faty Cap, with Black Feathers, on my Head ; 


my Brother was in a Stuff Sute, with Silver 
Loops and Buttons, and abundance of Green 
Ribbon : This was all infinitely ſurpriſing to 
them 3 and becauſe we ſaw them ſtand till till 
we approach*d .*em, we took heart and ad» 
vanc'd, came up to %*em, and offer?d *em our 
Hands; which they took,and look'd on us round 
about, calling ſtill for more Company ; who 
came {warming out, all. wondering, and cry+- 
ing out Tepeeme ; taking their Hair up in their 
Hands, and ſpreading it wide to thoſe they 
call'd out to 3-as if they wou'd fay (as indeed 
it ſignify?d)) Namberleſs Wonders, or not to be 
recounted, no more than to number the Hair 
of their Heads. By degrees they grew more 
bold, and from gazing upon us round, they 
touch d us, laying their Hands upon all the 
Features of our Faces, feeling our Breaſts and 
Arms, taking up one Petticoat, then wonder- 
ing to ſee another ; admiring our Shooes and 
Stockings, 
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Stockings, but more our Garters, which w*© 
gave 'em, and they ty d about their Legs, be- 
ing lac'd with Silver Lace at the ends ; for they 
much eſteem any: ſhining things : In fine, we 
ſuffer?d *em to ſurvey us as they pleas'd, and 
we thought they wou'd never have done ad- 
miring vs- When Ceſar, and the reſt, ſaw we 
were received with ſuch wonder, they came 
up to us; and finding the 1ndiar Trader whom 
they knew, (for ?tis-by theſe Fiſhermen, call'd 
Indian Traders, we hold a Commerce with em; 
for they love not-to go far from home, and we 
never. go to them ; )- when they faw. him there- 
fore, they ſet up a new Joy, and cryd, in their 
language, Oh ! here's our Tiguamy, and we fhall 
ow know whether thoſe things can ſpeak : So advan- 
cing to him, ſome of em gave ?em their Hands, 
and cry'd, Amors Tiguamy ; which is as much as, 
How ao you ;, or, Welcome, Friend : and all, with 
one din, began to gabble to him, and ask?d, if we 
had Senſe and Wit? if we could talk of Afﬀeairs 
of Life and War, as they cou'd do ? if we coud 
Hunt, Swim, and do a thouſand things they uſe? 
He anſwer?d 'em, We cou'd. Then they invited 
us into their Houſes, and dreſs d Veniſon and 
Buffelo for us ; and, going out, gather'd a Leaf 
of a Tree, call'd a Sarumbo Leaf, of fix Yards 
long, and ſpread it on the Ground for a Table- 
Cloth ; and cutting another in' pieces, inſtead of 
Plates, ſetting us on little bow 2:4iaz Stools, 
which they cut out of one entire piece. of Wood, 
and paint in a fort-of Japan-work : They 
ſerve every one their Meſs on theſe pieces of 
Leaves ; and it was very good, but too high 
ſeaſon d with Pepper. When we had eat, my 
Brother 
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Brother ,and I took out our Flutes, and play'd 
to 'em, which gave 'em new Wonder; and I 
ſoon perceiv*d, by an Admiration that 1s na- 
tural to'theſe People, and by the extreme Ig- 
norance and Simplicity of 'em, it were not dif- 
ficult to eſtabliſh any unknown or extravagaut 
Religion among them, and to impoſe any No- 
tions or Fictions upon 'em. For ſeeing a Kinſ- 
man of mine ſet ſome Paper a fire with a Burn- 
ing-glaſs, a Trick they had never before ſeen, 
they were like to have adord him for a God, 
and begg'd he wou'd give %*em the Charatters 
or Figures of his Name, that they might op- 
Poſe it againſt Winds and Storms : which he 
did, and they held it up in thoſe Seaſons, and 
fancy*d it had a Charm to conquer them, and 
kept it like a holy Relique. They are yery 
Superſtitious, and calPd him the Great P-34 
that is, Propher. They ſhew'd us their [naian 
Peeie, a Youth of abont Sixteen Years old, as 
handſom as Nature cou'd make a Man. They 
conſecrate a beautiful Youth from his Infancy, 
and all Arts are uſed to compleat him in the fi- 
neſt manner, both in Beauty and Shape: He 
1s bred to all the little Arts and Cunning they 
are capable of; to all the Legerdemain Tricks, 
and Slight of Hand, whereby. he impoſes upon 
the Rabble ; and is both a Doctor in Phyſick 
and Divinity : And by theſe Tricks makes the 
Sick believe he ſometimes eaſes their Pains, by 


drawing from the afflicted part little Serpents, 


or odd Flies, or Worms, or any ſtrange thing ; 
and though they have beſides vndoubted good 
Remedies for almoſt all their Diſeaſes, they 
cure the Patient more by Fancy than by Me- 
dicines 3 
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dicines 3 and make themſelves Fear*d, Lov'd, 
and Reverenc'd. This young Peeze had a 
very young Wife, who ſeeing my Brother kiſs 
her, came running and kiſs'd me : after this 
they kiſs?d one another, and made it a very 
great Jeſt, it being ſo novel ; and new-Admi- 
ration and Laughing went round the Mul- 
titude, that they never will forget that Cere- 
mony, never befare us'd or known. Ceſar had 
a mind to ſce and talk with their War-Cap- 
tains, and we were conducted ro-one of their 
Houſes ;- where we beheld ſeveral of the grgat 
Captains, who had been at Council : Bur fo 
frightful a Viſion it was to ſee *em. no: Fancy 
can create ; no ſad Dreams can repreſent ſo 
dreadful a Spettacle. For my part, I took %em 
for Hobgoblins, or Fiends, rather than Men : 
but however their Shapes appear'd, their Souls 
were very;:Humane and Noble ; but ſome wan- 
ted their Noſes, ſome their Lips, ſome both 
Noſes and Lips, ſome their Ears, and others 
cut through each Cheek, with long Slaſhes, 
through which their Teeth appear*d : they had 
other ſeveral] formidable Wounds and Scars, 
or rather Diſmembrings : they had Comitia's, 
or little Aprons before %em ; and Girdles of 
Cotton, with their Knives naked ſtuck in it ; 
a Bow at their Backs, 'and a Quiver of Arrows 
on their Thighs; and moſt had Feathers on 
their Heads of divers Colours. They cry?d 
Ambra Tigame to us, at our entrance, and were 
pleas*'d we ſaid as' much to them : They ſeated 
us, and gave us Drink of the beſt ſort, and won- 
der*d, 2s much as the others had done before, 
to ſee. us. Ce/ar was maryelling as much at 
racer 
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their Faces, wondring bow they ſhowd- all 
be ſo wounded in War; he was impatient to 
know how they all came by thoſe frightful 
Marks of Rage or Malice, rather than Wounds 
got in noble Battle : They told us, by our In- 
terpreter, That when any War was waging, 
two Men, choſen out by ſome old Captain whoſe 
Fighting was paſt, and who con'd only teach 
the Theory of War, theſe two Men were to 
ſtand in competition for the Generalſhip, or 
Great War-Captain ; and being brought before 
the old Judges, now paſt Labour, they are ask*d, 
What they dare do, to ſhew they are worthy to 
lead an Army? When he who is firſt ask'd, 
making no Reply, cuts off his Noſe, and throws 
it contemptibly on the Ground ; and the other 
does ſomething to himſelf that he thinks ſur- 
paſſes him, and perhaps deprives himſelf of 
Lips and an Eye; ſo they Slafh on till ohe gives 
- out, and many have dy'd in this Debate. And 
I's by a paſſive Valour they ſhew and prove their 
Activity; a ſort of Courage too Brutal to be 
applauded by our Black Hero ; nevertheleſs, he 
expreſs'd his Eſteem of %em. | 

In this Voyage Ceſar begot ſo good an un- 
derſtanding between the 1ndiars and the Engliſh, 
that there were no more Fears or Heart- 
burnings during our ſtay, but we had a per- 
felt, open, and free Trade with 'em. Many 
things remarkable, and worthy reciting, we 
met with in this ſhort Voyage ; becauſe Ceſar 
made it his buſineſs to ſearch out and provide 
for our Entertainment, eſpecially to pleaſe his 
dearly ador?d Imoinda, who was a Sharer in 
all our Adventures ; we being reſoly'd to make 
her 
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her Chains as eaſie-as we cou'd, and to Com. 
plement the Prince in that manner that moſt 


obligd him. | 
_ As we were coming up again, we met with. 
ſome Indians of ſtrange Aſpefts; that is, of a 
larger Size, and other ſort of Features, than 
thoſe of our Countrey : Our atan Slaves, that 
row?d us, ask*d 'em ſome Queſtions ; but they 
cou'd not underſtand us, but ſhew'd us a long 
Cotton String, with ſeveral Knots on it, and 
told us, they had been coming from the Moun- 
tains ſo many Moons as there were Knots ; they 
- were habited in Skins of a ſtrange Beaſt, and 
brought along with %m Bags of Gold Duſt ; 
which, as well as they cou'd give us to under- 
ſtand, came ſtreaming in little ſmall Chanels 
down the high Mountains, when the Rains fell ; 
and offe1?d to be the Convoy to any Body, or 
Perſons, that wou?d go to the Mountains. We 
carry*d theſe Men upto Parham, where they were 
kept till the Lord-Governor came : And be- 
cauſe all the Country was mad to be going on 
this Golden Adventure, the Governor, by his 
Letters, commanded ( for they ſent ſome of the 
Gold to him ) that a Guard ſhou'd be ſet at the 
mouth ofthe River of Amazons (a River ſo call'd, 
almoſt as broad as the River of Thames) and 
prohibited all People from going up that River, 
it conducting to thoſe Mountains of Gold. But 
we going off for England before the Project was 
further proſecuted, and the Governor being 
drown'd in a Hurricane, either the Deſign dy'd, 
or the Dutch have the Advantage of it : And ?tis 
to bs bemoan'd what His Majeſty loſt, by lofing 
that part of America, 

Though 
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Though this Digreſlion is a little from my 
Story ; however, fince it contains ſome Proofs 
of the Curioſity and Daring of this Great Man, 
I was content to omit nothing of his Character. 

It was thus-for ſome time we diverted him ; 
but now Jmoinda began to ſhew ſhe was with 
Child, and did nothing but ſigh and weep for 
the Captivity of her Lord, her ſelf, and the In- 
fant yet unborn ; and believ'd, if it were ſo 
hard to gain the Liberty of Two, 'twou'd be 
more difficult to get that for Three, Her Griefs 
were ſo many Dartsin the great Heart of Ce/ar 
and taking his Opportunity, ont Sunday, when 
all the Whites were overtaken in Drink, as there 
were abundance of ſeveral Trades, and Slaves 
for Foyr Years, that inhabited among the Negro 
Houſes ; and Sunday was their Day of Debauch, 
(otherwiſe they werea ſort of Spies upon Ce/ar,) 
he went, pretending out of goodneſs to em, to 
Feaſt' among: ?*em, and ſent all his Muſick, and 
order'd a great Treat for the whole Gang, about 
Three hundred Negroes, and about an Hundred 
and hfty were able to bear Arms, ſuch as they 
had, which were ſufficient to do execution with 
Spirits accordingly : For the Engliſh had none 
but ruſty Swords, that no ſtrength cou'd draw 
from a Scabbard ; except the People of particu- 
lar Quality, who took care to oil*em, and keep 
'£m in good order : The Guns alſo, unleſs here 
and there one, or thoſe newly carry'd from 
England, woud do no good or harm ; for *cis 
the Nature of that Countrey to ruſt and eat up 
Iron, or any Metals but Gold and Silver. And 
they are very unexpert at the Bow, which the 
Negroes and Indians are perfett Maſters of. 

C afar 
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Ceſar, having fingl'd out theſe . Men from 
the Women and Children, . made an Harangue 
to *em, of the Miſeries and Ignominies of Sla« 
very ; counting up all their Toils and Suffer. 
ings, under ſuch Loads, Burdens and Drudge. 
ries, as were fitter for Beaſts than Men 3 Senſe- 
leſs Brutes, than Humane Souls. He told %em, 
it was not for Days, Months or Years, but 
for Eternity , there was no end to be of their 
Misfortunes : They ſuffer'd not like Men who 
might find a Glory and Fortitude in Oppreſ- 
ſion ; but like Dogs that lovd the Whip and 
Bell, and fawn?d the more they were beaten : 
That they had loſt the Divine Quality of Men, 
and were become inſenfible Aſſes, fit only to 


bear : nay, worſe ; an Aſs, or Dog,. or Horſe, 


having done his Duty, cou'd lie down in re- 
treat, and riſe to work again, and while he 
did his Duty, indnr*d no Stripes z but Men, 
Villainous, Senſeleſs Men, ſuch as they, ToiPd 
on all the tedious Week till Black Friday ;, and 
then, whether they work*d or not, whether 
They were faulty or meriting, they, promiſ- 
cuouſly, the Innocent with the Guilty, ſuf- 
fer?d the infamons Whip, the ſordid Stripes, 
from their fellow Slaves, till their Blood 
trickPd from all Parts of their Body ; Blood, 
whoſe every drop ought to be reveng?d with 
a Life of ſome of thoſe Tyrants that impoſe it : 
And why (ſaid he) my dear Friends and Fellow- 
ſufferers, ſhowd we be Slaves to an unknown 
People ! Have they Vangquiſh'd us Nobly in Fight ? 
Have they Won us in Honourable Battle ? And 
are we, by the chance of War, become their Slaves ? 
This woud not anger a Noble Htart ;, this wou'd 
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uot animate a Soldier's Soul ;, no, bat we are Bought 
and Sold like Apes, or Monkeys, to be the Sport of 
Women, Fools and Cowards ; and the Support of 
Rogues, Rumagades, that have abandow?d their own 
Countries for Kapine, Murders, Theft and Villames : 
Do you 0 hear every day,how they upbraid each other 
with Infamy of Life, below the Wild*ſt Salvages ? 
and ſhall we render Obedience to ſuch a degenerate 
Race, who have no one Humane YVertue left, to diſt in- 
guiſh **m from the vileſt Creatures ? Will you, T ſay, 
ſuffer the Laſh from ſuch Hands? They all re- 
ply'd, with one-accord, io, No, No; Czar bas 

ſpoke like a Great Captain ; like a Great King, © 
After this;' he wou'd have proceeded, but was 
interrupted by .a tall Negro of ſome more Qua- 
lity than the reſt, his Name was Tuſcan ; who 
bowing at the Feet of Ce/ar, cry'd, My Lord, 
we have hiftewd with Foy and' Attention to what you 
have ſaid ; and, were we only Men, wou'd follow ſo 
great a Leader through the World : But oh: conſider 
we are Husbands, and Parents too, and have things 
more acar to us than Life, our Wives and Children, 
unfit for Travel in theſe unpoſſable Woods, Mountains 
and Bogs ; we have not only difficult Lands'to over- 
come, but Rivers to wade, and Mountains t0 n= 
counter 5 Ravenous Beaſts of Prey — —— To 
this, Ceſar reply*'d, That Honour was the Firſt 
Principle in Nature, that was to be Obey*d : but as 
m0 Man woud pretend to that, without all the Ats 
of Vertue, Compaſſion, Charity, Love, Fuſtice and 
Reaſon ; be found it not inconſiſtent with that, 't# 
take an equal care of their Wives and Children, - as 
they wowed of themſelves ; and that he did not 'deſon, 
when he led them ro Freedom, and Glorious Li- 
berty, that they ſou'd leave that berter part of them- 
© ſelves 
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felves to periſh by the Hand of the Tyram”s Whip : 
But if there were a Woman among them ſo degene. 
rate from Love and Vertue, to chuſe Slavery before 


the purſuit of her Husband, and with the hazard of 


ber Life, to ſhare with him m his Fortunes ; that 
ſuch an one ought to be abandor'd, and left as « 
Prey to the Common Enemy. 

To which they all Agreed, — and Bowed, 
After this, he ſpoke of the impaſlable Woods 
and Rivers ; and convinc*d *em, the more Dan» 
ger, the more Glory. He told them, that he had 
heard of one Hanmbal a great Captain, had cut 
his way through Mountains of ſolid Rocks ; 
and ſhou'd a few Shrubs oppoſe them, which 


- they cou'd fire before em? No, *twas a trifling 


Excuſe to Men reſolv*d to die, or overcome. 
As for Bogs, they are with a little Labour filld 
and harden'd ; and the Rivers cou?d be no Ob- 
ſtacle, ſince they ſwam by Nature, at leaſt, by 
Cuſtom, from the firſt hour of their birth: 
That when the Children were weary, they mult 
carry them by turns, and the Woods and their 
own Induſtry wou'd afford them Food. To 
this they all aſſented with Joy. 

Taſcan then demanded, what he wou'd do? 
He faid they wou'd Travel towards the Sea, 
Plant a New Colony, and Defend it by their 
Valour ; and when they cou'd find a Ship, either 
driven by ſtreſs of Weather, or guided by Pro- 
vidence that way, they wou'd ſeize it, and 
make it a Prize, till it had tranſported them to 
their own Countries; at leaſt, they ſhou'd be 
made Free in his Kingdom, and be eſteem?d as 
his Fellow-ſufferers, and Men that had the Cou- 
rage and the Bravery to attempt, at leaſt, for 
Liberty 3 
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Liberty ; and if they dy*d in the attempt; .it 
wou'd be more brave, than to live 1n perpetual 
Slavery. mY 47; 
They bow?'d and kiſgfd his Feet at this Reſo- 
lution,, and with. one accord Vow?*d to follow 
him to Death. And that Night was appointed 
to begin their March, they made it known to 
their Wives, and directed them to tie their 
Hamaca about.their Shoulders, and under their 
Arm, like a Scarf; and to lead their Children 
that cou'd go, and carry thoſe that cou'd not. 
The Wives, who pay an entire Obedience to 
their Husbands, obey'd, and ſtay'd for ?*m where 
they were appointed : The Men ſtay d but to 
furniſh themſelves with what defenſive Arms 
they cou'd get ; and All met at the Rendezvous, 
where Ceſar made a new encouraging Speech to 
*tm, and led ?em out. | 
But as they cou?d not march far that Night, 
on Aonaay early, when the Overſeers went to 
call 'em all together, to go. to work, they 
were extremely ſurpriz'd, to find not one up- 
on the Place, but all fled with what Baggage 
they had. You may imagine this News was 
not only ſuddenly ſpread all over the Planta- 
tion, but ſoon reach'd the neighbouring ones 
and we had by Noon about Six hundred Men 
they call the Militia of the Country, that came 
to aſliſt us in the purſuit of the Fugitives : 
But never did one ſee fo comical an Ars» 
my march forth to War. The Men of any 
Faſhion woud not concern themſelves, though 
it were almoſt the Common Cauſe ; for ſuch 
Revoltings are very ill Examples, and- have 
very fatal Conſequences, often-times, in many 
G 2 Colo- 
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Colonies : But they had a Reſpett for C ſar; 
4nd all hands were againſt the Parhamres ( as 
they call'd thoſe of Parham Plantation; ) becauſe 
#hey did not, in the firſt place, love the Lord- 
Governor ; and, ſecondly, they woud have 
it, that Ce/ar was ill usd, and Baffld with ; 
and *tis not impoſſible but ſome of the beſt ih 
the Countrey was of his Council in this Flight, 
and depriving us of all the Slaves : ſo that 
they of the better ſort wou'd not meddle in 
the matter. The Deputy-Governor, of whom 
I- have had no great occaſion to ſpeak , and 
who was the moſt fawning fair-Tongu?*d Fel- 
Jow in the World, and one that pretended the 
moſt Friendſhip to Cz/ar, was now the only 
violent Man againſt him ; and though he had 
nothing, and ſo need fear nothing, yet talk'd 
and look'd bigger than any Man : He was a 
Fellow, whoſe Character is not fit to be men- 
tion'd with the worſt of the Slaves. © This Fel- 
low wou'd lead his Army forth to meet Ceſar, 
or rather to purſue him : moſt of their Arms 
were; of thoſe fort of cruel Whips they call 
Cat-with Nine-Tails ;, ſome had ruſty uicleſs 
Guns for ſhew ; others old Basket-hilts, whoſe 
Blades had never feen the Lightin this Age ; and 
'others had long Staffs and Clubs.-- Mr.-Trefry 
went along; rather to be a Mediator than a Con- 
queror, -in ſuch a Battle; for he foreſaw, and 
knew, if by fighting they put the Negroes into 
deſpair, they were a ſort of ſullen Fellows, that 
wou'd drown or kill themſelves, before they 
woud yield ; and he advis'd, that fair means was 
beſt : But Byam was one that abounded in his 
own Wit, and wou'd take his own Meaſures. 


It 
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It was not hard to find theſe Fugitives ;z for 


as they fled, they were forc'd to fire and cut. 
the Woods before %em ;- ſo that Night or Day 


they purſu'd *em by the Light they made, and 
by the Path they had clear?d. , But as: ſoon as 
Ceſar found he was purſu'd, be put himſelf in 
a poſture of Defence, placing all the Women 
and Children in -the Rear ; and himſclf, with 
Tuſcan by his ſide, or next. to him, all. pro- 
miſing to Die or Conquer. Encourag'd thus, 
they never ſtood to Parley, but fell on Pell- 
mell upon the Engiiſh, and kilPd ſome, and 
wounded a good many ; they having recourſe 
to their Whips, as the beſt of their Weapons. 
And as they obſerv?d no Order, they perplex*d 
the Enemy ſo ſorely, with laſhing ?%em in the 
Eyes ; and the Women and Children ſeeing 
their Husbands fo treated, being of fearfal 
cowardly Diſpoſitions, and hezring the Engli(b 
cry out, Tield, and Live ! Tield, ai be Pardon?d ! 
they all run in amongſt their Husbands and Fa- 
thers, and hung about *em,. crying out, Tietd, 
Yield, and leave Czſar to their Revenge ; that by 
degrees the Slaves abandon'd Ceſar, and left 
him only T#ſcar, and his Heroick 1moinda ; 
who, grown oig as ſhe was, did neverthelefs 
preſs near her Lord, having -a Bow, and a 
Quiver full of poiſon'd Arrows; which ſhe 
managd with ſuch dextericy, that ſhe woun- 
ded ſeveral, and ſhot the Governor into the 
Shoulder ; of which Wound he had like to 
have died, but that an /:djia» Woman, his 
Miſtreſs, ſuck?d the Wound, and cleans it 
from the Venom : But however, he ſtirr?d not 
trom the Place till he had Parly'd with Ceſar, 
G-4 who 
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who he found was reſolv?d to die fighting, and 
wou'd not be taken 3; no more wou*d Tuſcan, 
or Imoinda. But he, more thirſting after Re- 
venge of another ſort, than that of depriving 
him of Life, now made uſe of all his Art of 
Talking and Diſlembling, and beſought Ceſar 
to yield himſelf upon Terms which he himſelf 
ſhould propoſe ; and ſhould be facredly aſſen- 
ted to, and kept by him : He told him, It was 
not'that he any longer fear*d him, or cou'd be- 
lieve the force of two Men, and a young He- 
roine, cou'd overcome all them, with all the 
Slaves now on their ſide alſo; but it was the 
vaſt Eſteem he had for his Perſon, the Deſire 
hehad to ſerve To Gallant a Man, and to hin- 
der himſelf from the Reproach hereafter, of 
having bcen the occaſion of the Death of a 
Prince, whoſe Valour and Magnanimity de- 
feryv'd the Empire of the World. He pro- 
teited to him, he look?d upon this Action as 
Gallant and Braie, however tending to the 
Prejudice of his Lord and Maſter,” who wou'd 
by it have loſt ſo conſiderable a number of 
Slaves ; that this Flight of his, ſhou'd be look?d 
on as a heat of Youth, and a raſhneſs of a too 
forward Courage, and an unconſider'd Impa- 
fience of Liberty, and no more ; and that he 
labour?d in vain to accompliſh that which they 
wou'd effeually perform, as ſoon as any 
Ship arriv*d that wou'd touch on his Coaſt : 
So that if you will be pleas d ( continud he) to 
ſurrender your ſelf, all imaginable Reſpef# ſhall be 
paid you ; and your Self, your Wife, and Child, 
if it be born here, ſhall depart free out of our Land. 
Bot Ceſar wowd here of no Compoſition 3 
chough 
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though Byam urg?d, If he purſud and went 
on in his Deſign, he wou'd. inevitably periſh, 
either by great Snakes, wild Beaſts, or Hun- 
ger; and he ought to have regard to his Wife, 
whoſe Condition required Eaſe, and not the 
Fatigues of tedious Travel, where ſhe cou*d 
not be ſecur?d from being devonr?d. But C a> 
fer told him, there was no Faith in the White 
Men, or the Gods they ador'd ; who 1n- 
' ſtructed em in Principles ſo falſe, that honeſt 
| Men cowd not live amongſt 'em; though no 
People profeſs?d io much; none perform'd ſo 
little; that he knew what he had to do, when 
he dealt with Men of Honour ; but with them 
a Man ought to be eternally on his Guard, and 
never to Eat and Drink with Chriſtians, without 
his Weapon of Defence in his Hand ; and, for 
his own Security, never to credit one Word 
they ſpoke.” As for the Raſhneſs and Incorfſide- 
rateneſs of his Action, he wou'd confeſs the 
Governor 1s in the right ; and that he was 
aſhamd of what he had done, in endeavouring 
to make thoſe Free, who were by Nature 


Slaves, poor wretched Rogues, fit to be us'd- 


as Chriſtian; Tools ; Dogs, Treacherous and 
Cowardly,fit for ſuch Maſters; and they wanted 
only but to be whipp?d into the Knowledge of 


the Chriſtian Gods, to bz the vileſt of all creep-. 


ing things; to learn to worſhip ſuch Deities 
as had not Power to make 'em Juſt, Brave, 
or Honeſt. In fine, after a thouſand things of 
This nature, not fit here to be recited, he told 
Byam, He had rather Die, than Live upon the 
ſame Earth with ſuch Dogs. But Trefry and 
Byam pleaded and proteſted together ſo much, 

G 4 That 
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that Trefry believing the Governor to mean 
what he ſaid ; and ſpeaking very cordially 
himſelf, generouſly put himſelf into Ce/ar's 
Hands, and took him aſide, and perſuaded 
. him, even with Tears, to Live, by Surren- 
dring himſclf, and to name his < onditions. 
C ſar was overcome by his Wit and Reaſons, 
and in conſideration of nomads ; and deman- 
ding what he defir?d,. and that it ſhou'd be ra- 
tify'd by their Hands in Writing, becauſe he 
had perceiv*d that, was the common way of 
Contraft between Man. and Man, . amongſt 
the Whites. All this was perform'd,- and Tuf- 
can's Pardon was put in, and they Surrender 
to the Governor, who walked peaceably down 
into the Plantation with *em, after giving Or- 
der to bury their Dead. Coſar was, very much 
toil'd with the Buſtle of the Day, tor he had 


fought like a Fury ; and what Miſchief was 


done, He and Txſcar perform*d alone ; and 
gave their Enemies a fatal Proof, that. they 
durſt do avy. thing, , and fear'd no mortal 
Force. 

But they were no ſooner arriy'd at the 
| Place where all the Slaves receive tneir Pu- 
niſhnents of Whipping, but they:laid Hands 
on Ceſar and Tuſcan, faint with Heat and 
Toll; and furprizing them, bound them to 
ewo ſeyeral Stakes, and whippd them in 2 
moſt deplorable and inhumane manner, ren- 
ding the very Fleſh from their Bones z eſpe- 
ctally Cejar, who was not perceiv'd to make 
any Moan, or to alter his Face, only to roul 
his Eyes on the Faithleſs Governor, and thoſe 
be bclievd Guilty, with Fierccneſs and In- 
dignation 3 
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dignation ; and, to compleat his Rage, he ſaw 
every one of thoſg Slaves, who, but a few Days 
before, ador?d him as ſomething more than Mor» 
tal, now had a Whip to give him ſome Lathes, 
while he ſtrove not to break his Fetters; tho? 
if he had, it were impoſſible : but he pro- 
nounc*y a Woe and Revenge from his Eyes, that 
daricd Fire, that 'twas at once both Awful and 
Terrible to behold. 

When they thought they were ſufficiently 
| Reveng'd on him, they untyd him, almoſt 
fainting with loſs of Blood, from a thouſand 
Wounds all over..his Body ; from which they 
had rent his. Cloaths, and led him Bleeding 
and Naked as he was, and loaded him all over 
.with Irons, and then rubb'd his Wounds, to 
.compleat their Cruelty, with 1:dian Pepper 3 
which had like to have made, him raving Mad ; 
and, in this Condition, . made him ſo faſt to 
the. Ground, that he couwd not ſtir, if his 
Pains and Wounds woud havegiven him leave. 
They ſpar'd /mowmada, and did not let her ſee 
this Barbarity committed towards her Lord, 
but carry?d her down to Parbam, and ſhut her 
up ; which was not in kindneſs to her, but for 
fear ſhe ſhou'd die with the Sight, or Miſcarry , 
and then they ſhoud loſe a young Slave, and 
perhaps the Mother. 

You muſt know, that when the News was 
brought, on A4onday Morning, that Ceſar had 
betaken himſelf to the Woods, and carry?d 
with him all the 1Vegroes, we were polleſs'd 
with extreme Fear, which no Perſuaſions 
cou'd diſſipate, that he wou'd ſecure himſelf 
full Night ; and then, that he wou'd come 
down 
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down and cut all our Throats. This Appre- 
henſion made all the Females of ns fly down 
the River, to be ſecur?'d ; and while we were 
away, they aQted this Cruelty : For'l ſuppoſe, 
I had Authority and Interc/: enough there, 
had I ſuſpected any ſuch thing, to have pre. 
vented it ; but we had not gone many Lezgues, 
but the News overtook us, \.hat Ce/ar was ta. 
ken, and whipp?®d like a coinmon Slave, We 
met, on the River, with Colonel 24a7tin, a Man 
of great Gallantry, Wit and Goodneſs, and 
whom I have celebrated in a CharaQter of my 
New Comeay, by his own Wame, in Memory 
of ſo Brave a Man: He was Wiſe and Elo- 
quent, and, from the fineneſs of his Parts, 
bore a great Sway over thi: Hearts of all the 
Colony + He was a Friend to Ce/ar, and reſen- 
ted this falſe Dealing with him very much. 
We carry*d him back to Parham, thinking to 
have made an Accommodation. When he 
came, the firſt News we heard, was, That the 
Governors was dead of a Wound Imoinda had gi- 
ven him ; but it was not fo well : But it ſeems, 
he wowd have the Pleaſure of beholding the 
Revenge he took on Ceſar ; and before the cruel 
Ceremony was finiſt'd, he dropt down ; and 
then they perceiv'd the Wound. he had on his 
- Shoulder was by a venom?d Arrow ; which, as 
I faid, his /zaian Miſtreſs heaPd, by ſucking the 
Wound. 

We were no ſooner arriv?d, but we went 
up to the Plantation to fre Ca/ar ; whom we 
found in a very miſerable and unexpreſlible 
Condition ; and I have a thouſand times 
2dmir'd how he liw'd in fo much tormenting 
Pain. 
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Pain, Wefaid all things to him, that Troublez 
Pity and Good Nature cou'd ſuggeſt 3 Pro- 
teſting our Innocency of the Fact, and our 
Abhorrence of ſuch Cruelties ; making a thou- 
ſand Profeſſions of Services to him, and begs 
ging 2s many Pardons for the Offenders, till 
we 1aid ſo much, that he believ?d we had 
no hand in his i!} Treatment ; but told us, 
He couwd never pardon Byam ; as for Trefry, 
he confeſsd he ſaw his Grief and Sorrow for 
his Suffering, which he couwd not hinder, but 
was like to have been beaten down by the vee 
ry Slaves, for ſpeaking in his Defence : But 
for Byam, who was their Leader , their 
Head, ——— and ſhou'd, by his Juſtice and 
Honour, have been an Example to ?em, — 
for him he wiſld to live, to take a dire Res 
venge of him ; and ſaid, 1: had been well for 
him, if he had Sacrific.d me, inſtead of grumg 
me the contemptible Whip, He refus'd to talk 
much ; but begging us to give him our Hands, 
he took 'em, and proteſted never to lift up his, 
to do us any harm. He had a great Reſpect 
for Colonel Martin, and always rook his 
Counſel like that of a Parent ; and aſlur'd 
him , He wou*d obey him in any thing, but 
his Revenge on Byam : Therefore (faid he) for 
his own ſafety, let him ſpeeaily diſpatch me ;, for if 
1 cond diſpatch my ſelf, I wowA4 nor, till that Fus 
ftice were done to my injur'd Perſon, and the cone 
tempt of a Soldier : No, I woud not kill my ſelf, 
even after a Whipping, but will be content ro live 
with that Infamy, and be pointed at by every grin- 
ning Slave, till I bave compleated my Revenge ; 
814 then you ſhall ſee, that Oroonoko [coms ro ive 
with 
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with the. Indignity that was put on Cziar. A} 
we con'd do, cou'd get no more Words from 
him 5:and we took:care to have him put imme. 
diarely into; a healing Bath, to rid him of his 
Pepper, and order*d a Chirurgeon to anoint 
him with healing Balm ; which he ſuiterd, and 
in ſome time he began to be able to Walk and 
Eat. We faild not to viſit him every Day, 
and to that end had him brought to an Apart. 
ment at Parham. | 
:.. The Governor was no {onner recover'd, and 
hat: ;heard of the Menaces of Ce/ar, but he 
call'd his Council ; who- (not to diſgrace them, 
or Burleſque the Government there) .conliſted 
of ſuch notorious Villains as Newgare never 
Tranſported 3 and, poſlibly, originally were 
ſuch who underitood neither the- [Laws of 
God or Man ; and had no ſort of Principles 
to make %*m worthy the Name of Men ; but, 
at the very Council- Table, wou'd Contraditg 
and Fight with one another ; and Swear ſo 
bloodily,, that ?twas terrible to hear and ſce 
*?m. (Some of %ein were afterwards Hang'd, 
when the Dutch took polleſſion of the Place, 
others teat, oi in Chains.) But calling thefe 
ſpectal Rulers of the Nation together, and re- 
quiring their Counſel in this weighty Aﬀair, 
chey all concluded, that ( Damn em) it might 
be their own Cates; and that Ce/ar ought to 
be m3de an Example to all the Negroes, to 
fright *em from daring to threaten their Betters, 
their Lords and Matters ; and, at this rate, no 
Man was ſafe from his own Slaves ; and con- 
cluded, 7emine contradicente, that Ceſar ſhoud 
be Hang'd. | |

thoſe about the King himſz1f ; and that Par- 
ham was a SanCtuary ; and though his Lord 
were abſent in Perſon, his Power was ftill in 
Being there ; which he had ertruſted with 
him, as far as the Dominions of his particular i 
Plantations reach'd, and all that belong toit 5 [1 
the reſt of the Country, as Byam was Lieute- : A 
nant to his Lord, he might exerciſe his Ty- fl 
ranny upon. Trefry had others as powerful, or (By 
| more, that intreſted themſelves in Ceſar's Lite, 7 Wt 
and abſolutely ſaid, He ſhowd be Defended. 18 

So turning the Governor, and his wiſe Council, | 
out of Doors, ( for they ſat at Parham-heuſe ) 
we ſet a Guard upon our Landing-place, and 
wou'd admit none but thoſe we call'd Friends to 
us and Ceſar, 

The Governor having remain'd wounded at '{/W1 
Parham , till his Recovery was compleated , 4 
Ceſar did not know but he was ſtil] there , and i! 
indeed, for the moit part, his time was ſpent |: | 
there z for he wasone thar lov?d to live at other [HE 
Peoples Expence, and if he were a Day ab- TW 
ſent, he was Ten preſent there; and ugd to : 
Play, and Walk, and Hunt and .Fiſh with 
Cefar. So that Caſfar did not at all doubr, if 
he once recover'd Strength, but he ſnou'd find 
an opportunity of being reveng'd o2 him: 
Thovgh, after ſuch a Revenge, he cou'd not 
; hope 
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hope to live ; for if he eſcap'd the Fury of the 
Engliſh Mobile, who perhaps woud have been 
glad of the occaſion to have killd him, he was 
reſoly*d not to ſurvive his Whipping ; yet he 
had ſome tender Hours, a repenting Softneſs, 
which he calld his Fits of Cowardice ; wherein 
he ſtruggPd with Love for the Victory of his 
Heart, which took part with his charming [mo 
ids there: but, for the moſt part, his time 
was paſt in melancholy Thought, and black 
Deſigns ; he conſider?d, if he ſhou'd do this 


Deed, and. die either in the Attempt, or af- 


ter it, he left his lovely {moinda a Prey, or at 
beſt a Slave, to the enrag?d Multitude : His 
great Heart cond not endure that Thought : 
Perhaps \ ſaid he) ſhe may be firs RaviſWd by 
every Brute ;, expoſed firſt to their naſty Luſts, and 
then 4 ſhameſul Death : No, he cou?d not live 
a moment under that Apprehenfion, too in- 
ſupportable to be borne. Theſe were his 
Thoughts, and his filent Arguments with his 
Heart, as he told us afterwards : ſo that now 
reſolving, not only to kill Byam, but all thoſe 
he thought had enrag'd him ; plealing his great 
Heart with the fancy*'d Slaughter he ſhou'd 
make over the whole face of the Plantation ; 
he firſt reſolv'd on a Deed, that ( however 
Horrid it firſt appear'd to us all ) when we had 
heard his Reaſons, we thought it Brave and 
Juſt. Being able to walk, and, as he believ'd, 
fit for the execntion of his great Deſign, he 
begg'd Trefry to truſt him into the Air, believing 
a Walk won'd do him good. Which was 
granted him ; and taking monde with him, as 
he vgd to do in his more happy and calmer 
Days, 


wy 
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Days, he led her up into a Wood, where, 
after ( with a thouſand Sighs, and long gazing 
flently on her Face, while Tears guſht, in 
ſpite of him, from his Eyes) he told her his 
Deſign, firſt of killing her, and then his Ene= 
mies, and next himſelf, and the impoſhbility 
of eſcaping, and therefore he told her the Ne« 
ceſſity of Dying. He found the Heroick Wife 
faſter pleading for Death than he was to pros 
poſe it, when ſhe found his fix'd Reſolution z 
ang, on her Knees, beſought him not to leave 
her a Prey to his Enemies. He (egriev'd to 
Death) yet pleasd at her noble Reſolution, 
took her up, and embracing her with all the 
Paſſion and Lapgviſhment of a dying Lover, 
drew his Knife to kill this Treaſure of his Sou], 
this Pleaſure of his Eyes ; while Tears trickI'd 
down his Cheeks, hers were imiling with Joy 
ſhe ſhou'd die by ſo noble a Hand, and he 
ſent into her own Countrey, (for that's their No« 
tion of the next World ) by him ſhe ſo ten- 
derly Lovd, and ſo truly Ador*d in this. For 


Wives have a Reſpect for their Husbands equal - 


to what any other People pay a Deity : And 
when a Man finds any occaſion to quit his 
Wife, if he love her, ſhe dies by his Hand 5 
if not, he ſells her, or ſuffers ſome other to kill 
her. It beirg thus, you may believe the Deed 
was ſoon reſolvd on; and tis not to be doube 
ted, but the Porting, the eternal Leave taking 
of Two ſuch Lovers, ſo greatly Born, ſo Sen- 
{ible, ſo Beautiful, fo Young, and fo Fond, 
muſt be very Moving, as the Relation of ir 
Was to me afterwards. 
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All that Love cou'd ſay in ſuch caſes, being 
ended, and all the intermitting IrreſoJutions 
being adjuſted , the Lovely, Young and A- 
dor'd Victim lays her felf down before the 
Sacrificer ; while he, with a Hand reſo] v'd, and 
a Heart-breaking within, gave the fatal Stroke z 
firſt cutting her Throat, and then ſevering her 
yet ſmiling Face from that delicate Body, preg- 
nant as it was with the Fruits of tend*reſt Love, 
As ſoon as he had done, he laid the Body de- 
cently on: Leaves and Flowers, of which he 


made a Bed, and conceaPd it under the ſame 
Cover-lid of Nature, only her Face he left 


yet bare to look on : But when he found ſhe 
was Dead, and paſt all Retrieve, never more 
to bleſs him with her Eyes, and ſoft Language ; 
his Grief ſ{welPd up to Rage 3 he Tore, he 
Ravd, he Roar'd like ſome Monfter of the 
Wood, callirg on the lov?d Name of /m0inda : 
A thouſand times he turn'd the faral Knife that 
did the Deed toward his own Heart, with a 
Reſolution to go immediately after her ; but 
dire Revenge, which. was now a thouſand 
times more fierce in his Soul than before, pre- 
vents him, and he wou'd cry out ; Ns, ſince [ 
have ſacrificd [Imoinda to my Revenge, ſhall 1 loſe 
that Glory which I have purchasd ſo dear, as at the 
Price of the Faireſt, Deareſt, Softeſt Creature that 
ever Nature made ! No, no! Then, at her 
Name, Grizf wou'd get the aſcendant of 
Rage, and he wou'd lie down by her Side, 
and - water her Faces with ſhowers of Tears, 
which never were wont to fall from thoſe 
Eyes; and however bent he was on his inten-- 
ded Slaughter, he hid not power to ſtir fro'n 
chic 
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the Sight of this dear Objeft, now more Be- 
loy'd; and more Ador?'d than ever. =: 

" He remain®d in this deplorable Condition 
for two Days, and never roſe from the Ground 
where he had made his ſad Sacrifice ; at laſt, 
rouzing from her ſide, and accuſing himſelf 
with living too long, now /moinds was dead, 
and that the Deaths of thoſe barbarons Ene» 
mies were deferr*d too long, he reſolv'd now 
to finiſh the Great Work ; but offering to riſe, 


he found his Strength ſo decay?d, that he reePd. 


to and fro, like Boughs aſlaild by contrary 
Winds ; ſo that he was forced, to lie down 
zgain, and try to ſummon all his Courage to 
his Aid ; he found his Brains turn'd round, and 
his Eyes were dizzy, and Objefts appear?d not. 
the ſame to him they were wont to do; his 
Breath was ſhort, and all his Limbs ſurprized 
with a Faintneſs he had never felt before: He 
had not eat in two Days, which was one 6cca- 
fion of this Feebleneſs , but exceſs of Grief 
was the greateſt ; yer ſtill he hop'd he ſhou?d 
recover Vigour to a& his Deſign, and lay expe- 
ing it yet ſix days longer ; ſtil] mourning over 
the'dead Idol of. his Heart, and ſtriving every 
day to riſe; but cou'd not. 

{n all this time you may believe we were in 
ho little affliftion for' Ceſar and his Wife 5 
Tome were of opinion he was eſcap?d; never 
to return ; others thought ſome Accident had 
hap®ned to him : But however, we fail'4 not 
to ſend ont an hundred People ſeveral ways, to 
ſearch for him: A Party of about forty went 
that way he took, among whom was Tuſcan, 
who was perfeftly reconcil'd to Byam : They 
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had not gone very far into the Wood, {nt 
- they ſmelt an unuſual Smell, as of a dead Bo. 
dy ; for Stinks muſt be very noiſom, that can 
be diſtinguiſh*d among ſuch a quantity of na. 
tural Sweets, as every Inch of that Land pro« 
duces. So that they concluded they ſhou'd 
find him dead, or ſome body that was fo; 
they paſsd on towards it, as loathſom as it was, 
and made "4 a ruſling among the Leave, 


that lie thigk& on the Ground, by continual 
falling, that Ceſar heard he was approach'd ; 
and though he had, during the ſpace of theſe 
eight Days, endeayour'd to riſe, but found he 
wanted Strength ; yet looking up, and ieeing 
his Purſuers, he roſe, and reel'd to a neigh» 
bouring Tree, againſt which he fix*d his Back; 
and being within a dezen Yards of thoſe that 
advanc'd and ſaw him, he calPd out to them, 
and bid them approach no nearer, if they 
wou'd be ſafe. So that they ſtood ill, and 
hardly believing their Eyes, that wowd per- 
ſuade them that it was Ceſar that ſpoke to 
**m, ſo much was he alter'd, they ask*d him, 
what he had done with his Wife, for they 
ſmelt a Stink that almoſt ftruck them dead !? 
He, pointing to the dead Body, fighing, cry'd, 
Behold her there. They put off the Flowers 
that cover?d her, with their Sticks, and found 
ſhe was kilPd, and cry*'d out, Ob, Monſter ? 
that haſt murther'd thy Wife. Then asking 
him, why he did ſo cruel a Deed ? He re 
plied, He had no leiſure to anſwer impertl- 
nent Queſtions : You may go back ( continu'd 
he) and tel the faithleſs Governor, he may thank 


Fortune that 1 am breathing my laFt ;, and a” my 
do 
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Arm is t00 feeble to obey my Heart, in what it 
had deſigrd him : But his Tongue faultering, 


-and-trembling, he con'd ſcarce end what he 
| was ſaying. The Engliſh taking Advantage 

by his Weakneſs, cry'd, Ler us take him alive by _.. 
all means, He heard 'em ; and, as if he had 


revivd from a Fainting, or a Dream, he cryd 
out, No, Gentlemen, you are deceivd ;, you will 
find no more Czſars to be Whipt ;, n0 more find 4 
Faith in me : Feeble as you think, me, I have 


Strength yet left ro ſecure me from a ſecond In- 


dignity, They ſwore all a-new ; and he only 
ſhook his Head, and beheld them with Scorn. 
Then they cry*d out, Who will venture on this 
ſingle Man ? Will no body * They ſtood all ſi- 
lent while Ceſar replied, Fatal will be the At- 
tempt to the firſt Adventurer, let him aſſure him- 
fel, ( and, at that word, held up his Knife in 
a menacing poſture,) Look ye, ye faithleſs Crew, 
ſaid he, 'tis not Life 7 ſeek, nor am 1 afraid of 
Dying , (and at that word, cut a piece of 
Fleſh from his own Throat, and threw it af 
*m,) yet ſtill 7 wowd Live if I cond, till 1 had 
perfeited my Revenge: But, oh! it cannot be; 1 
feel Life gliding ; oa my Eyes and Heart ; and 


if I makg not haſte, 1 ſhall yet fall a Viltim to- 


the ſhameful Whip. At that, he rip'd up his own 
Belly, and took his Bowels and pull'd 'em out, 
with what Strength he cou'd ; while ſome, 
on, their Knees imploring, beſought him to 
hold his Hand. But when they ſaw him tot- 
tering, they cry?*d out, Will none venture on him ? 
A bold Engliſh cry?d, Yes, if he were the Del, 
(taking Courage when he ſaw him almoſt

with his Arm'd Hand met him ſo fairly, *as

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quite through his Arm ; and Ceſar having not 
the ſtrength to pluck the Knife forth, tho? .-he 
attempted it, Tuſcan neither pulPd it out him- 
ſelf, nor ſuffer'd it to be pull'd out, but came 


down with it ſticking in his Arm; and the rez- 


not get into the Wound. They put their 
Hangs a-croſs, and carry'd Ce/ar between fix 
of *em, fainting as he was, and they thought 
dead, or juſt dying ; and they brought him 
to Parham, and laid him on a Couch, and had

That -Ce/ar made' at his Boſom, he receiv?d it - 


ſon he gave for it, was, becauſe the Air ſhou'd- 


means to bring him to life , which they ef- 
fefted. We ran all to ſee him ; and, if before . 
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When he was well enough to ſpeak, we 
tal?d to him, and askd him ſome Queſtions 
about his Wife, and the Reaſons why he kilPd 
her; and he then told us what I have related 
of that Reſolution and of his Parting, and he 
beſought us we wou'd let him die, and was 
extremely afflifted to think it was poſlible he 
might live ; he aſſur*d us, if we did not diſ- 
patch him, he wou'd prove very fatal to a 
great many. We ſaid all we cou'd to make 
him live, and gave him new Aſſurances; but he 
begg?d we wou'd not think ſo poorly of him, 


or of his Love to 1moinda, to imagine we cou'd 


flatter him to Life again : but the Chirurgeon 
aſſur?d- him he cou'd not live, and therefore 
he need not fear. We were all (but Ceſar) 
afflicted at this News, and the Sight was gaſt- 
ly : His Diſcourſe was ſad ; and the earthly 
Smell about him ſo ſtrong, that 1 was per- 
ſuaded to leave the place for ſome time, ( being 
'my ſelf but fickly, and very apt to fall into 
Fits of dangerous llIneſs upon any extraordi- 


. nary Melancholy.) The Servants, and-Trefry, 


and the Chirurgeons, promis?*d all to take what 


poſſible care they coud of the Life of Ceſar z 


and I, taking Boat, wert with other Company 
to Colonel Martin*s, about three Days Journey 
down the River : but I was no ſooner gone, 
but the Governor taking Tre/ry about ſome 
pretended earneſt Buſineſs, a Days Journey 
up the River, having communicated: his De- 
ſign to one Baniſter, a Wild Iriſh Man, and 
one of the Council, a Fellow of abſolvte 
Barbarity, and fit to execute any Villany, but 
was Rich: He came vp to Parham, and for- 

| cibly 
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cibly took Ceſar, 'and had him carried to the 


ſame Poſt where he was whip'd ; and cauſing 


him to be ty*d to it, and a great Fire made before 
him, he told him, he ſhou'd die like a Do 
as he was. Ceſar replied, this was the fck 
Piece of Bravery that ever Baniſter did, and he 
never ſpoke Sence till he pronouncd that Word; 
and, if he wou'd keep it, he wow?d declare, 
in the other World, that he was the only 
Man, of all the Whites, that ever he heard 
ſpeak Truth. And turning to the Men that 
bound him, he ſaid, y Priends, am 1 to Die, or 
to be Winpt ? And they cry'd ; Whipe ! No, you 
ſhall n0t eſcape ſo well. And then he reply'd, 
ſmiling, A Bleſſing on thee ;, and aſſur?d them, 
they need not tie him, for he wou'd ſtand fix'd 
like a Rock, and endure Death ſo as ſhou'd en» 
courage them to Die : But if you Whip me ( ſaid 
he ) be ſure you tie me fat. 
' He had learn'd to take Tobacco ; and when 
he was afſur'd he ſhou'd Die, he deſir'd they. 
woud give him a Pipe in his Mouth, ready 
lighted ;' which they did : and the Execu- 
tioner came, and firſt cut off. his Members, 
and threw them into the Fire; after that, with 
an il]-favour*d Knife, they cut off his Ears and 
his Noſe, and burn'd them ; he ſtill Smoak'd 
on, as if nothing hd tonch*d him ; then they 
hack*d off one of his Arms, and ſtill he bore 
up, and held hisPipe ; but at the cutting off 
the other Army, his Head ſunk, and- his Pipe 
dropt, and he gave up the Ghoſt, without a 
Groan, or a Reproach. My Mother and Siſter 
were by him all the while, but not ſuffer'd 
to ſzve him ; ſorude and wild were the Rabble, 
an 
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and fo inhumane were the Juſtices who ſtood 
by to ſee the Execution, who after paid dear- 
Iy enough for their Inſolence. They cut Ceſar 
in Quarters, and ſent them to ſeveral of the 
chief Plantations : One Quarter was ſent to 
Colonel Martin ; who refus'd it, and ſwore, he 
had rather ſee the Quarters of Baniſter, and the 
Governor himſelf, than thoſe of Ceſar, on his 


Plantations ; and that he cou'd govern his Ne- 
groes, without Terrifying and Grieving them 


with frightful Spectacles of a mangl['d King. 


Thus Died this Great Man ; worthy of a 
better Fate, and a more ſublime Wit than mine 
to write his Praiſe : yet, I hope, the Reputa- 
tion of my Pen is conſiderable enough to make 
his Glorious Name to ſurvive to all Ages, with 


that of the Braye, the Beautiful and the Con- 


ſtant Imoinda.

S Love 1s the moſt Noble and Divine 
Paſſion of the Soul, ſo it is that to 
which we may juſtly attribute all the 

A A. real Satisfa&tions of Life ; and with- 
out it, Man is uninifl'd, and unhappy. . _ 
There are a thouſand things to be ſaid of 
the Advantages this generous Paſſion brings to 
thoſe, whoſe Hearts are capable of receiving 
its ſoft Impreſſions ; tor *tis not every one thaf 
can be ſenſible of its tender Touches. How 
many Examples, from Hiſtory and Obſervati- 
on, cow'd I give of its wondrous Power ; nay, 
even to adegree of TIranſmigration? How ma- 
ny Ideots has it madg wiſe ? How many Fools 
eloquent ? How many Home-bred *Squires aC- 
compliſt'd ? How many Cowards brave? And 
there is no ſort or ſpecies of Mankind on who 
tt cannot work ſome Change and Miracle, if it 
A 2 bg 
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bea noble well-grounded Paſſion, except on the 
Fop in Faſhion, the harden'd incorvrigible Fop,; 
ſo. often wounded, but never reclaim'd : For 
ſtill, by a dire Miſtake, conducted by vaſt 0- 
pinionatreiſm, and a greater Portion of Self- 
love, than the reſt of the Race of Man, he be- 
lieves that Aﬀetation in his Mien and Dref, 
that Mathematical-movement, that Formality 
in every Action, that Face manag'd with Care, 
and ſoften'd into Ridicule, the languiſhing Tur, 
the Toſs, and the Back-ſhake of the Perriwig, 
is the dire& Way to the Heart of the fine Per- 
ſon he Adores ; and inſtead of cnring Love in 


his Soul, ſerves only to advance his Folly ; and þ 


the more he is enamour'd, the more induſtri- 
ouſly he aſſumes (every Hour) the Coxcomb; 
Theſe are Love's Play-things, a ſort of Ani- 
mals with whom he ſports; and whom he ne- 
ver wounds, but when he 1s in good humour, 


and always ſhoots laughing. *Tis the Diverſi- - 


on of the Little God, to ſee what a fluttering 
and buſtle one of theſe Sparks, new-wounded, 
makes ; to what fantaſtick Fooleries he has re- 
courſe : The Glaſs is. every moment call'd to 
counſel, the Valet conſulted and plagu'd for 
new Invention of Dreſs, the Foot-man and 
Scrutore perpetually employ'd ; Bler-doux and 
Aadrigals take up all his Mornings, till Play- 
time in Dreſſing, till Night in Gazing ; ſtill, 
like a Sun-flower, turn'd towards the Beams 
of the fair Eyes of his Celia, adjuſting himfelf 
in the moſt Amarous Poſture he can aſlume, 
his Hat under his Arm, while the other Hand 

is put careleſly into his Boſpm, as if laid npon 
| his 
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his pantin Heart ; his Head a little bent to 
one ſide, fu ipported with a world of Crevat- 
ſtring, which he takes mighty care not to put 
into diſorder ; as one may gueſs by a never- 
failing, and horrid Stiffneſs in his Neck ; and 
jt he have an occaſion to look aſide, his whole 
Body turns at the ſame time, for fear the Mo- 
tion of the Head alone ſhould incommode the 
Crevat or Perriwig : And ſometimes the Glove 
js well manag'd, and the white Hand diſplay'd 
Thus, with a thouſand other little Motions an 
Formalities., all in the common Place or Road 
of Foppery, he takes infinite pains tq ſhew 
; himſelf to the Pit and Boxes, 4 molt accom- 
 pliſfd Aſs, This is he, of all Humane Kind, 
on whom Love can do no Miracles ; and who 
can no where, and upon no occaſion, quit one 
Grain of his refin'd Foppery, unleſs in a Duel, 
or a Battle, if ever his Stars ſhou'd be ſp ſevere 
and ill-manner'd, to requce him to the Neceſ- 
ſity of either : Fear then wou'd ruffle that fine 
Form he had ſo long preſerved in niceſt Or- 
der, with grief conſidering, that an unluck 7 
Chance-wound in his Face, if ſuch a dire Mi 
fortune ſhow'd befal him, wou 'd ſpoil the Sale 
of it for ever. 

Perhaps it will be prg'd, that ſince no Meta- 
morphoſis can be made ina Fop by Love, you 
mult conſider him one of thoſe that only talks 
of Love, and thinks himſelf that happy thing, 
aLover; and wanting fine Sence enough for 
the real Paſſion, believes what way feels to þe it. 
There are in the Quiver of the God reat 
many different Darts ; fome that wound 4 Br 
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Day, and others for a Year.; they are all fine, 
painted, glittering Darts, and ſhew as well 
as thoſe made of the nobleſt Metal ; but'the 
Wounds they make, reach the Deſire only, 
and are curd by poſſeſſing, while the ſhort- 
liv'd Paſſion betrays the Cheats : But 'tis that 
refin'd and illuſtrions Paſon of the Soul, whoſe 
Aim is Vertue, and whoſe End is Honour, that 
has the Power of changing Nature, and 1s ca- 
pable of performing all thoſe Heroick Things, 
of which Hiſtory is full. © | 
How far diſtant Paſſions may be from one 
another, I ſhall be able to make appear 1 theſe 


following Rules. Tl prove to you the ſtrong”: 


Effe&ts of Love in ſome unguarded and ungo- 
vern'd Hearts; where jt rages beyond the In- 
ſpirations of 2 God all foft and gentle, and reigns 
more like 4 Firy from Hell. 

I do not pretend here to entertain you with 
a feign'd Story, or any thing piecd together 
with Romantick Accidents ; but every Circum- 
ſtance, to a Tittle, is Truth. To a great part 
of the Main, I myſelf was an Eye-witneſs;

theſe there are ſeveral Orders; as, Chanoneſſes, 
Begines, QueſPs, Smart-Siſters, and Jeſuitiſſes, 
with ſeveral others I have forgot ; Of thoſe of 
the Begines was our Fair Vorreſs, 

Theſe Orders are taken up by the beſt Per- 
ſons of the Town, young Maids of Fortune, 
who live together, not inclos'd, but in Palaces 
that will- hold about Fiften hundred or Iwo 
thouſand of theſe Fille Devores, where they 
have a regulated Government, under a ſort of 
Abbeſs, or Prioreſs ; or rather, a Governante, 
They are oblig'd to a Method of Devotion, 
and are under a ſort of Obedience. They wear 


an Habit much like our Widows of Quality in 
England, only without a Bando; and their 


Veil, is of aq thicker Crape than what we have 
here, through which one cannot ſee the Face ; 
for when they go abroad, they cover them- 
ſelves all over with it, but they put 'em up in 
the Churches, and lay *em by in the Houſes. 
Every one of theſe hayc a Confeſſor, who is to 
'em a ſort of Steward : For, you muſt know, 
they that go into theſe places, have the Ma- 
nagement of their. own Fortunes, and what 
their Parents deſign *em. Without the Advice 
of this Confeſlor, they ac nothing, nor admit 

Tor, they a8 nothing, nor amis, 
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of a Lover that he ſhall not approve of ; at 
leaſt, this Method ought to be taken, and is 
by almoſt all of ?em ; though 77:ranaa thought 
her Wit above it, as her Spirit, was, Wp 

But as theſe Women are, as I ſaid, of the 
beſt Quality, and live with he Reputation of 


being retir'd from the Worlfl a little more than - 


ordinary, and becauſe there is a ſort of diff. 
culty to approach 'em, they are the PeopJe the 


moſt courted, and liable to the greateſt Tem. 


ptations ; for as difficult as it ſeems to be, they 


receive Viſits from all 'the Men of the beſt. 
_— eſpecially Strangers. All the Men of 


Wit and Converſation meet at the Apartments 
of theſe fair Fille Devores, where all manner of 
Gallantries are perform'd, while all the Study 
of theſe Maids is to accompliſh themſelves for 
theſe noble Converſations. They receive Pre- 
ſents, Balls, Screnades and Billets : All the 
News, Wit, Verſes, Songs, Novels, Muſick, 
Gaming, and all fine Diverſion, is in their A- 
partments, they themſelves being of the beſt 
Quality and Fortune. So that to manage theſe 
Gallantries, there is no ſort of Female Arts 
they are not praQtis'd in, no Intrigues they-are 
ignorant of, and no Management of which they 
are not capable, 

Of this happy Number was the Fair Moran 
aa, whoſe Parents being dead, and a vaſt E- 
ſkate. divided betwcen herſelf, and a young 
Siſter (who liv'd with an unmarry'd old Un- 
cle, whoſe Eſtate afterwards was all divided 
between *em) put herſelf into this uninclos'd

She had an Air, though gay as ſo much Youth 
cou'd inſpire, yet ſo modeſt, ſo gobly reſery'd, 
without Formality, or Stiffneſs, that one who 
look'd on her would have imagin'd her Soul 
the Twin-Angel of her Body ; and both toge- 
ther, made her appear ſomething Divine, To 
this ſhe had a great deal of Wit, read much, 
and retain'd all that ſerv'd her purpoſe. She 
ſung delicately, and danc'd well, and play'd 
on the Lute to a Miracle. She ſpoke ſeveral 
Languages naturally ; for being Co-heireſs to 
ſo great a Fortune. ſhe was bred with the niceſt 
Care, in all the fineſt Manners of Educati- 
on ; and was now arriv'd to her Eighteenth 
Year. | 


Noſe the Fame of this young Beauty, with fo 
conſiderable a Fortune, made in the World ; 
I may ſay, the World, rather than confine 
her Fame to the ſcanty Limits of a Town ; 
it reach'd to many others : And there was not 
a Man of any Quality that came to Anrmerp, 
or paſs'd through the City, but made it his Bu- 
ſineſs to ſee the lovely Mranda, who was uni- 
verſally ador'd : Her Youth and Beayty, her

Greatneſs, charm'd all her Beholders ; and 
thouſands of People were dying by her Eyes, 


while ſhe was vain enough to glory 10 her Con- 


queſt, and. make 4t her Buſineſs to wound, 
She lov'd nothing ſo.much as to behold fi 1ghing 
Slaves at her Feet, .of the greateſt Quality, 
and treated *em all with an Afﬀability that gave 


**xm Hope. Contigual Muſick as ſoon as it 


was dark, and «Songs of dying Lovers, were 
ſung under her Windows ; and ſhe might well 
have made herſelf a great Fortune (if ſhe. had 
not been fo already) by the rich Preſents that 
were hourly made her ; and eyery Body daily 

expected when ſhe wou'd make ſome one hap- 
py, by ſuffering herſelf to be conquer'd by 
Love and Honour, by the Aſſiduittes and Vows 
of ſome one of: her Adorers : But Mirandaac- 
cepted their Rahrmrens heard their Vows with 
plcaſure, und willingly admitted all their ſoft 
Addreſlzs : ; but wou'd not yield her Heart, or 
give away that lovely Perſon to the Poſſeſſion 
of one, who cow'd pleaſe itſelf with ſo many. 


She was naturally Amorous, but extreamly In- 


conftant : She lov'd one for his Wit, another 
for his Face, a third for his Mein ; but above 
all, the admir'd Quality : Quality alone had the 
Power to attack her entirely ; yet not to one 
an, dut that Vertue was ſtill admir'd by her 
In all , where-ever ſhe found that, ſhe lov'd, 
or at leaſt acted the Lover with ſuch Art, that 
(deceiving weil) ſhe faiFPd not to compleat hex 
Conquelt ; and yet ſhe never durſt truſt her 
kckle Humour with Marriage ; She knew the 
Strength 
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Strength of her own Heart, and that it cow'd 
not ſuffer itfelt to be confin'd to one Man, 
and wiſely avoided thoſe Inquietudes, and 
- that Uneaſineſs of Life ſhe was ſure to find in 
that married Life, which wou'd, againſt her 
Nature, oblige her to the Embraces of one, 
whoſe Humour was, to love all the Young 
and the Gay. But Love, who had hitherto 
but play'd with her Heart, and given it naught 
but pleaſing wanton Wounds, ſuch as afforded 
only ſoft Joys, and not Pains, reſolv'd, either 
out of Revenge to thoſe Numbers ſhe had a- 
bandon'd, and who had figh'd ſo long in vain;

| This Letter being deliver'd him, he read 
by himſelf © and was ſurpriz'd to receive 
Words of this nature, being ſo great a Stran- 
ger in that place; and cou'd not imagine, or 
wou'd not give himſelf the trouble of gueſſing 
who this ſhould be, becauſe kg never defign'd 
to make Returns. 
' The next Day Mranda, finding no Adyan-

| Letter, as he told me afterwards, was to per-

At theſe Words ſhe roſe from his Feet, and | 
ſnatching him in her Arms, he cou'd not de- 
fend himſelf from teceriving a thouſand Kiſſes 
from the lovely Mouth of the charming War: 
fon ; after which, ſhe ran herſelf, and in ar 
inſtant put out the Candles. But he cry'd to 
her; I: vain, O too indiſcreer Fair One ;, in wan 
you put out the Light ;, for Heaven ſtill has Eyes, 
and will look down upon my broken Yows, TI om | 
your Pewer, I own I have all the Senſe in the World 
of your charming Touches ,, I am frail Fleſh an 
Blood, but yet yet yet 1 canrefift; 
and T prefer my Vows to all your powerful Tempta- 
FIONS. I will be deaf and blind, and guati 
my Heart with Walls of Ice, and make you knon; 
that when the Flames of trite Devotion are kindied 
in a Heart, it phts out all other Fires ; which art 
as ineffetual, as Candles lighted in the Face of tht 
Sun. ——— Go, vain Wanton, and repent, and 
mortifie that Blood which has ſo ſhamefully betray 
thee, and which will one Day ruine both thy Soil 
and Boay. -- : 

At theſe Words Miranda, more enrag'd, th 
nearer ſhe imagin'd herſelf to Happineſs, 
made no Reply ; but throwing herſelf, - that

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"tant, into the Confeſſing-Chair, and vio-

Hell? Alas! under the Security of his innocent. 
Looks, his holy Habit, and his awful Fun{:ion, 1 
. was lead into this Room, to make my Confeſſion , 


where, he locking the Door, T had no ſooner began, 


but he gazing on me, took Fire at my fatal Beauty, 
. and ſtarting up, put out the Candles, and caught 


me in bis Arms, and raiſing me from the Paw 
ment, ſet me in the Confeſſion-Chair ; and then =— 
Oh, ſpare me the reſt, 


With that a Shower of Tears burſt from. 


her fair diſſembling Eyes, and Sobs ſo natural- 


ly ated, and ſo well manag'd, as left-no 
Doubt upon 'the good Men, but all ſhe had 


ſpoken was Truth. | 


as to cry out ;, but ſiruggPd as long as 1 had Breath, 
pleaded the Fleinouſneſs of the Crime ;, urging my 
Orality, and the Danger of the Attempt. But he, 
deaf as the Winds, and riffling as a Storm, purſwd 
his wild Deſign with ſo much Force and Inſolence, 
as I at laſt, unable to reſiſt, was wholly vanguiſh'd, 
robb'd of my native Purity : With what Life and 
Breath I had, TI calPd jor Aſſiſtance, both from 
AMen and Heaven ; but ok, alas! your Succonrs 
come roo late: ——- Ton find me here a wretched, 
undone and raviſmd Maid, Revenge me, Fathers ; 
revenge 
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At firſt, (proceeded ſhe,) I was un- |

Cruelty and Tnju- 
ftice from ever being proclaim®d ver . the World;

She ended as ſhe began, with a thouſand 
Sighs and Tears ; and receiv'd from'the Pro- 
vincial all Aſſurances of Revenge. 

The innocent betray'd Victim, all this while 
ſhe was ſpeaking, heard her with an Aſtoniſh- 
ment that may eaſily be imagin'd ; yet ſhew'd 
no extravagant Signs of it, as thoſe wou'd do, 
who feign it to be thought innocent; but be- 
ing really ſo, he bore, with an humble, modeſt,

When the Provincial demanded, with an 
unwonted Severity in his Eyes and Voice, what 
he.cou'd anſwer for himſelf ; calling him Pro- 
phaner of his ſacred Vows, and Infamy to the 
holy Order ; the Injur'd, but the innocently 
Accus'd, only reply'd, ay Heaven forgive that 
bad Woman, and bring her to Repentance : For his 
part,” he was no ſo much in love with Life, as to | 
uſe many Arguments to juſtifie his Innocence ;, wnlcſs 
it were to free that Order from A Scandal, of. 
which he had the Honour to be profeſs d : But as for 
himſelf, Life or Death were things indifferent to him, 
who heartily deſpis'd the World. 

He ſaid no more, and ſuffer'd himſelf to be 
led before the Magiſtrate ; who committed 
him to Priſon, upon the Accuſation of this im- 
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placable Beauty ; who, with ſo much feignq 
Sorrow, proſecuted the Matter, even to his 
'Tryal and 'Condemnation ; where he refugq 
to-make any great Defence for himſelf, But 
being daily viſited by all the Religious, both of 
his own, and other Orders, they oblig'd him

tutions, 
The daily Importunities of theſe Fathers 


made him produce her Letters : But as he had 


all the Gown-Men on his fide, ſhe had all the 
Hats and Feathers on hers; all the Men of 
Quality takiag her part, and all the Church-men 
his. They heard his daily Proteſtations and 
Vows, but not a Word of what paſſed at Con- 
feſſion was yet diſcover'd : He held that as a 
Secret ſacred on his part ; and what was faid 
In nature of a Confeſſion, was not to be re- 
veaPd, though his Life depended on the- Diſ- 
covery.

About this time, while the poor, innocent, 
young Henrick was thus langutſhing in Priſon, 
in a dark and diſmal Dungeon, and Miranda, 
cured of her Love, was triumphing in her Re- 
venge, expecting, and daily giving new Con- 
queſts ; and who, by this time, had re-aſſutn'd 
all her wonted Gaiety, there was a great Noiſe 
about the Town, that a Prince of mighty 
Name; and fam'd for all the Excellencies of 
his Sex, was arrived ; a Prince young, and glo- 
riouſly attended, call'd Prince T arguzn.

ſive. I have ſeen him paſs the Streets with 
twelve' Foot-men, and four Pages; the Pages 
all in green Velvet Coats, lac'd with Gold, 


and white Velvet Trunks ; the Men in Clothjs 


richly lac'd with Gold ; his Coaches, andal 
other Officers, ſuitable to a Great Man. 

He was all the Diſcourſe of the Town; 
ſome laughing at his Title, others reverencing 
it : Some cry'd, that he was an Impoſtor; 


_ others, that he had made his Title as plain, as 
If Targquin had reign'd but a Year ago. Some 


made Friendſhips with him, others wou'd 
have nothing to ſay to him ; but all wonderd 
where this Revenne was, that ſupported this 
Grandeur ; and beliey'd, though he cou'd 
make his Deſcent from the Roman Kings very 
well ont, that he cou'd not lay fo good a Claim 
to the Roman Land. Thus every Body med- 


led with what they had nothing to do ; and, 


as In other places, thought themſelves on the 
ſurer fide, if, in theſe doubtful Caſes, they 
imagin'd the worſt, go 
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But the Men might be of what Opinion

Lucretia, that this young Tarquin ſhou'd raviſh. 

To this End, ſhe was no ſooner up the 
next Day, but ſhe ſent him a Billet Deaux, 
aſſuring him how much ſhe admir'd his Fame ; 
and that being a Stranger in the Town, ſhe 
begg'd the Honour of introducing him to all 
the Bele-Converſations, &c. Which he took 
for the Invitation of ſome Coquet, who had 
Intereſt in fair Ladies; and civilly return'd 
her an Anſwer, that he wou'd wait on' her.

But what a Noiſe and Humming was: hearg 
all over the Church, when Targquin enterd}| 


his Dreſs, and his Equipage ſurpriz'd aj 
that were preſent : And by the good Ma. 
nagement and Care of Afrranda., ſhe got Tl 
kneel at the ſide of the Altar, juſt over againſt 
the Prince ; ſo that, if he wou'd, he cou'd nc 
avoid looking full upon her. She had turn'{ 
up her Veil, and all her Face and Shape ay. I 
pear'd ſuch, and ſo inchanting, as I have de. 
ſcrib'd : And her Beauty heighten'd with 
Bluſhes, and her Eyes full of Spirit and Fire, 
with Joy, to find the young Roman Monarch 
charming, ſhe appear'd like ſomething more, 
than mortal, and compell'd his Eyes to a fix? 
Gazing on her Face : She never glanc'd that 
way, but ſhe net *em ; and; then wonld' feign 
ſo modeſt a Shame, and Caſt her Eyes down- 
ward with ſuch inviting Art, that he'was wholly 
raviſh'd and charm'd, and ſhe over-joy'd ty 
find he was fo, 

The Ceremony being ended , he. ſent a 
Page to follow that Lady home, himſelf pur- 


took ſome Holy Water,and threw upan her.and 
made her a profound Reverence. She forc'd 
an innocent Look, and a modeſt Gratitude in 
her Face, and bow'd, and paſs'd forward, half 
aſſur'd of her Conqueſt ; leaving him to go 
home to his Lodging, and impatiently wait 
the Return of his Page. And all the Ladies 
who ſaw_ this firſt Beginning between - the 
Prince and A4:renda, began to curſe and = 
er 
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her Charms, who had depriv'd *em of half their 
Hopes. 

Afﬀter this, I need not tell you, he made 
Miranda a Vilit ; and from that Day, never 
left her Apartment, but when he went home at 
Nights , or ualeſs he had Buſineſs ; fo en- 
tirely was he conquer'd by this Fair One. But 
the Biſhop, and ſeveral Men of Quality, in 
Orders, that profeſs'd Friendſhip to him, ad- 
visd him from her Company ; and ſpoke ſe- 
veral things to him, that might ( if Love had 
not. made him blind) have reclaim'd him from 
the Purſuit of his Ruin. But whatever they 
truſted him with, ſhe had the Art to wind

believe all. So that he had 'no Faith, but for 
her; and was wholly inchanted and bewitched 
by her. At laſt, in ſpight of all that wow'd 
have oppos'd it, he marry'd this famous Wo- 
man , poſſeſs'd by ſo many Great Men and 
Strangers before, while all the World was pi- 
tying his Shame and Misfortunes. 

Being marry'd, they took a great Houſe ; 
and as ſhe was indeed a great Fortune, and 
now a great Princeſs, there was nothing want- 
ing that was agreeable to their Quality ; all 
was ſplendid and magnificent. But -all this 
would not acquire 'em the World's Eſteem ; 
they had an Abhorrence for her former Life, 
deſpis'd her ; and for his eſpouſing a Woman 
ſo infamous, \they deſpis'd him. So that tho? 
they admir'd, and gaz'd upon their Equipage,

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and glorious Dreſs, they foreſaw the Ruin that 
attended it ; and paid her Quality little Re- 
ſpect. | 

She was no ſooner marrrd, but her Uncle 
dy'd; and dividing his Fortune between A. 
randa, and' her Siſter, and leaves the young Hej- 
reſs, and all her Fortune, entirely in the Hands 
of the Princeſs, 

We will call this Siſter Alc:d:iana ; ſhe was 
about Fourteen Years of Age, and now had 
choſen her Brother, the Prince, for her Guar- 
dian. If Alcidiana were not altogether 6 
great a Beauty as her Siſter, ſhe had Charms 
ſufficient to procure her a great many Lovers, 
though her Fortune had not been fo conſide- : 
Table as 1t was ; but with that Addition, you 
may believe, ſhe wanted no Conrtſhips from 
thoſe of the beſt Quality ; though every Body 
geplor'd her being under the Tutorage of a 
Lady ſo expert in all the Vices of her Sex, and 
ſo cunning a Manager of Sin as was the Princeſs; 
who, on her part; fail'd not, by all the Careſſes, 
and obliging Endearments, to engage the Mind 
of this young Maid, and to ſubdue her wholly 
to her Government. Al] her Senſes were eter- 
nally regaPd with the moſt bewitching Plea- 
ſures they were capable of : She ſaw nothing 
but Glory and Magnificence, heard nothing but 
Muſick of the ſweeteſt Sounds ; the richeſt Per- 
fumes 'employ'd her Smelling, and all' ſhe cat 
and touch'd was delicate and inviting ; and be- 
ing too young to conſider, how this State and. 
Grandeur was to be continu'd, little imagin'd 
her vaſt Fortune was every Day diminiſhing, to- 
wards its needleſs Support. When 
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When the Princeſs went to Church, ſhe 
had her Gentleman bare before her, carrying 
a great Velvet Cuſhion, with great Golden 
Taſlels, for her to kneel on, and her Train 
born up a moſt prodigious length ; led by a 
Gentleman-Uſher, bare ; follow'd by innu- 
- merable Footmen, Pages, and Women. And 
in this State ſhe wou'd walk in the Streets, as 
in thoſe Countries 'tis the Faſhion for the great 
Ladies todo, who are well; and in her Train 
two «r three Coaches, and perhaps a rich Vel- 
vet Chair embroider'd, wou'd follow in State. 
*Twas thus for ſome time they liv'd, and the 
Princeſs was daily preſs'd by young ſighing Lo- 
vers, for her Conſent to marry Alcidiana; but 
ſhe had ſtill one Art or other to put.*em off, 
and ſo continually broke all the great Matches 
that were propos'd to her, notwithſtanding 
their Kindred, and other Friends, had indu- 
ſtriouſly endeavour'd to make ſeveral great 
Matches for her ; but the Princeſs was ſtil] po- 
ſitive in her Denial, and one way or other 
broke all. At laſt it happen'd, there was one 
propos'd yet more advantageous; a young 
Count, with whom the young Maid grew 
paſſionately in Love, and beſought her Siſter to 
conſent that ſhe might have him, and got -the 
Prince to ſpeak in her behalf ; but he had no 
ſooner heard the ſecret Reaſons Miranda gave.

Both Parties being agreed, it was no hard 
Matter to perſwade all but the Princeſs, But 
though ſhe oppoſed it, it was reſolved on, and 
the Day appointed for Marriage , and the 
Portion demanded ; demanded only, but ne- 
ver to be payed, the beſt part of it being 
ſpent. However, ſhe put *em off from Day

Servant ; till at laſt the raviſh'd Youth, wholly

ing Words, Looks, and Touches, and retain 
his Duty.

and bowing low, immediately went out of the 
Cloſet. She called him back, and would have 
given him ſome Inſtru&ion ; but he retus'd it, 
and ſaid, The Aion, and the Contrivance ſhould 
be all his own. 
| again recalled him ; putting into his 
Hand a Purſe of a Hundred Piſtoles, which 
he took ; and with a low Bow, departed. 

' He no ſooner left her Preſence, but he goes 
direaly and buys a Doſe of Poyſon, and 
went immediately to the Houſe where Al- 


_ cidiana lived ; where deſiring to be brought to 
her Preſence, he fell a weeping ; and told her, |

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Wine with roaſted Apples, which was uſual 
with her ; inſtead of Sugar, or with the Su- 
gar, the banefn!

About this time, there was a great Talk of 
this Page's coming from one Siſter, to go to 
the other. And* Prince Targuim, who was 
ignorant of the Deſign, from the Beginning 
to the End, hearing ſome Men, of Quality at 
his Table ſpeaking of ' Ya» Brune's Change 
of Place (the Princeſs then keeping her Cham- 
ber upon ſome trifling Indiſpoſition) he an- 
ſwered, That ſurely they were miſtaken, that he was 
not diſmiſſed from the Princeſs's Service, And 
calling ſome of his Servants, he asked for Yar 
Brune -, and whether any thing had happened 
between Her Highneſs and him. that had oc- 
caſioned his being turned off. They alſo ſeem- _

The enſuing Day *twas all about the Town,

"Tis eafie to imagine, in what Fears and Con- 


fuſion the Princeſs was at this News: She took 


her Chamber upon it, more to hide her gyilty 
Face, than for any Indiſpoſition. And theDs-. 
Qors applied ſuch Remedies to Alcidiana, fuch 
Antidotes againſt the Poiſon, that in a ſhort 
time ſhe recovered ; but loſt the fineſt Hairin 
the World, and the Complexion of her Face 
ever after. | 
It was not long before the Trials for Cri- 
minals came on; and the Day being arrived, 
Van Brune was tried the firſt of all ; every 
Body having already read hrs Deſtiny, accord- 
ing as they wiflf'd it ; and none would believe, 
but juſt indeed as it was: So that for the Re- 
venge they hoped to ſee fall upon the Princeſs, 
every one wiſhed he might find no Mercy, that 
ſhe might ſhare of his Shame and Miſery. 
The Seſſions-Houſe was filled that Day with 
all the Ladies, and Chief of the Town, to hear | 
the Reſult of his Trial ;z and the ſad Youth 
was brought loaden with Chains, and nog 
Deati ;

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Death ; 'where every Circumſtance being ſf- 
ciently proved againft him, and he making but 
a weak Defence for himſelf, he was Convicted,

Follies of his preſumptuous Flame, and curſed

who had ſoothed him to his Undoing ; * T bat he 
was a miſerable Vi&im to Her W Tketinels 

and hoped, he ſhould warn all young Men, by 
his Fall, to avoid the Diſſimulation of the de- 
calving Fair : That he hoped, they wonld have 
Pity on his Youth, and attribute his Crime to 
the ſubtile Petſnaſions alone of his Miſtreſs, the 


' Princeſs : And that fince Alcidiana was not 


dead, they would grant him Mercy, and permit 
him to live to repent of his grievous Crime, 1n 
ſome Part of the World, whither they might 
baniſh him. | 

He ended with Tears,; that fell in abundance 
from his Eyes ; and immediately the Princels ' 
Was apprehended, and brought to Priſon,” ts

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the ſame Priſon, where yet the poor young Fa: 
ther Franciſco was languiſhing, he having beeg 
From Week to Week reprieved, by the Inter. 


ceſſion of the Fathers ; and poſſibly fhe there i} 


had time to make ſome Reflections. 

You may imagine Tarquin left no means un- 
eſſaied, to prevent the Impriſonment of the 
Princeſs, and the Publick Shame and Infamy 
He was likely to undergo in this Aﬀeair : But 
the whole City being over-joyed that ſhe ſhould 
be puniſh'd, as an Author of all this Miſchief, 
were ſo generally bent againſt her, both Prieſts, 
Magiſtrates, and People ; the whole Force of 
the Stream running that way, ſhe found no 
more Fayour than the meaneſt Criminal. The 
Prince therefore, when he ſaw 'twas impoſſible 
to reſcue her from the Hands of Juſtice, ſuf- 
fered with Grief unſpeakable, what he could 
not prevent ; and led her himſelf to the Priſon, 
followed by all his People, in as much State, 
as If he had. been going to his Marriage ; 
where, when ſhe came; ſhe was as well attend- 
ed and ferved as before, he never ſtirring one 
Moment from her. 

The next Day ſhe was tried in open and 
common Court ; where ſhe appeared 1n Glory, 
led by Targzir, and attended according to her

The following Friday was the Day of Exe- 
eution, and one need not tell of the abundance 
of People, who werg flocked together in the 
Market-place : And all the Windows were ta- 
ken down, and filled with' SpeQators, and the 
Tops of Houſes ; when at. the Hour appoint- 
ed, the fatal Beauty appeared. She was dreſs'd 
in a black Velvet Gown, with a rich Row of 
Diamonds all down the fore-part of her Breaſt, 
and a great Knot of Diamonds at the Peak be- 
hind ; and a Petticoat of flowered Gold, very 
rich, and laced; with all Things elſe ſuitable : 
A Gentleman carried her great Velvet Cuſhion 
before her, on which her Prayer-Book, em- 
broidered, was laid; her Train was born'up 
by a Page, and the Prince led her, bare ; fol- 
lowed by his Foot-men, Pages, and other Of- 
ficers of his Houſe. 

When they arrived to the Place of Executi- 
On, the Cuſhion was laid on the Ground, upon 
a Portugal-Mat, ſpread there for that purpoſe 3

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and the Princeſs ſtood on the Cuſhion, with 
her Prayer-Book in her Hand, ,and a Prieſt by 
her ſide ;.. and was accordingly tied up to the 
mo =.

\. She had not ſtood there ten Minutes, but ſhe 
had the Mortification, ( at leaſt, one wonld 
think it ſo to her) to ſee her ſad Page, Yar 
Brune, approach ; fair as an Angel, but lan. 
gSuiſhing and pale. That Sight moved all the 
Beholders with as much Pity, as that of the 
Princeſs did Diſdain and Pleaſure. _. 

_ .Hewas dreſſed all in Mourning, and very fine 
Linnen ; bare-headed, with his own Hair, the 
faireſt that could be ſeen, hanging all in Curls 
On his Back. and Shoulders, .very:.long. . He 
had a Prayer-Book of black Velvet.in his Hand, 
and behaved himſelf witFmuch Penitence and 

Devotion. EL EE EE 09-oh 

When he came under the Gibbet,; he ſeeing 
his Miſtreſs. in that Condition, ſhewed an 1nfi- 
nite Concern, and his fair Face was coverel 
over with Bluſhes ; and falling at her Feet, he

Occaſion of ſo great an Infamy to her, by a 
weak Confeſſion, which . the Fears, of Youth,

Houſe in great State, with a Dozen White 
Wax-flambeaus about her Chair. | | 
_ If the Aﬀairs of Alcidiana, and her Friends, 
before were impatient of having the Portion 
out of the Hands of theſe Extravagants, *tis 
not to be imagined, but they were now much 
more ſo; and the next Day they fent an Officer, 
according to Law, to demand it ; or to ſum- 
mon the Prince'to give Reaſons, why he would 
not, And the Officer received for Anſwer, 
That the Money ſhould be called in, and, pai 
in ſuch a time ; ſetting a certain Time, which 
I have not been ſo curious as to retain, or put 
in my Journal Obſferyations ; but I am ſure it 
was not long, as'may be eaſily imagin'd ; for 
they every Moment, ay en the Prince wou'd 
pack up, ard be gone ſome time, or other, on 
the ſudden ; and for that Reaſon they would 
not truſt him without Bail, or two Officers to 
remain in his Houſe, to watch that nothin 
Em 
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ſhould be removed, or touched. As far Bail: 
or Security, he could give none; every-one 
flunk their ' Heads out of the Collar, when it 
came to- that : So that he was qbliged, at his 
own Expence, to maintain Officers in hig 
Houſe. 

The Princeſs finding herſelf reduced to the 
laſt Extremity,: and that ſhe muſt either pro- 
duce the Value of a Hundred thouſand Crowns, 
or ſee the Prince, her Husband, lodged for 
ever in a Priſon, and all their Glory vaniſh; 
and that it was impoſſible to fly, ſince guard- 
ed ; ſhe had recourſe to an Extremity, worſe 
than the Aﬀair of Yaz Brune; And in order to 
this, ſhe firſt puts on a World of Sorrow and 
Concern, for what ſhe feared might arrive to 
the Prince : And indeed, if ever ſhe ſhed Tears -] 
which ſhe did not diſſemble, it was upon this 
Occaſion. But here ſhe almoſt over-adted; 
She ſtirred not from her Bed, and refuſed to 
Eat, or Sleep, or ſee the Light ; ſo that the 
Day being ſhut out of her Chamber, ſhe lived 
by Wax-Lights, and refuſed all Comfort and 
Conſolation: | | 
The Prince, all raving with Love, tender 
Compaſſion, and Grief, never ſtirred from her 
Bed-1ide, nor ceaſed to implore, that ſhe would 
ſuffer herſelf to live. But ſhe, who was not 
now fo paſſionately in Love with Targuin, as 
ſhe was with the Prince ; not ſo fond of the

peaſed her : And laſtly, told her, Alcidiana

The Prince, who now had, by reaſoning the 

Matter ſoberly with iranda, found it abſo- 
lutely neceſſary to diſpatch Alcidiana ; he refol-\ 
ved himſeH, and with his own Hand, to exc- 
cute it ; not daring to truſt to'any of om 
a- 
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Favourite Servants, tho? he had many, who, 

offibly, would have obeyed him ; for they 
p ved him as he deſerved ; and ſo would all the 
World, had he not been ſo purely deluded by 
this fair Enchantreſs. He therefore, as I ſaid, 
reſolved to keep this great Secret to himſelf ; 
and taking a Piſtol, charged well with two 
Bullets, he watched an, Opportunity to ſhoot 
her as ſhe ſhould go out, or into her Houſe, or 
Coach, ſome Evening. 

To this End he waited ſeveral Nights, near 
her Lodgings ; but ſtill, either ſhe went not 


. out ; or when the returned. ſhe was ſo guard- 


ed with Friends, 'or her Lover. and Flambeaus, 
that he could not aim at her, "without endan- 
gering the Life of ſome other. But one Night 
above the reſt, upon a Sunday,” when he knew 
ſhe would be 'at the Theater ; for ſhe never 
miſſed that Day, ſeeing the Play : He waited 
at the Corner of the Stadt-Houſe, near the 
Theater, with his Cloak caſt over his Face, 
and a black Perriwig, all alone, with his Piſtol 
ready cock'd; and remain'd not very long, but 
he ſaw her Kinſman's Coach come along ; 'twas 
almoſt dark : Day was juſt ſhutting up her 
Beauties, and leff ſuch a Light ta govern the 
World, as ſerved only jult to diſtiqguiſh one 
Obje& from another, an a' convenient Help ta 
Miſchief. He ſaw a Light out of the Coach, 
only one young Lady, the Lover, and then the 
deſtin'd Victim ; which he ( drawing near ). 
knew rather by her Tongue, than Shape. The 
Lady ran into the Play-Houſe, and left 4ci- 
diana to be conducted by her Lover into it ; 
| who 
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who led her to the Door, and went to piye 
ſome Order to the Coach-man ; fo that the 
Lover was about twenty Yards from Alcidiang, 
when ſhe ſtood the faireſt Mark in the orld, 
on the Threſhold of the Entrance of the Thez: 
tre ; there being many Coaches about the 
Door, {0 that hers could not come fo near, 
Tarquin was reſolved not to loſe ſo fair an Oy. 
portunity ,, and advanc'd , but went behind 
the Coaches ; and when he came over-againſt 
the Door, through a great Booted, Velvet 
Coach, that ſtood between him and her, he 
ſhot ; and ſhe having her Train of her Gown 
and Petticoat on her Arm, in great quantity, 
he miſſed her Body, and ſhot through her 
Cloaths, between her Arm and her Body, 
She, frightned to find ſomething hit her, and 
to ſee the Smoak , and hear the Report of 
the Piſtol : - running in, cried, 7 am ſhot ;, Tam 
dead. 

This Noiſe quickly alarm'd her Lover ; and 
all the Coach-men, and, Foot-men immediately 


| ran, ſome one Way, and ſome another. One 


of *'em ſeeing a Man haſte away in a Cloak, 
he being a luſty, bold Germar, ſtopped him: 
and drawing upon him, bad him ſtand, and 
deliver his Piſtol , or he would run him 
through. 

Tarquin being ſurprized at the Boldneſs 
of this Fellow, to demand his Piſtol , as if 
he poſitively knew him to be the Murtherer, 
( for ſo he thought himſelf, ſince he believed 
Alcidiana dead ) had ſo much. Preſence of 
Mind, as to conſider , if he ſuffered himſelf 
zO 
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to be taken, he ſhould poorly die a publick 
Death ; and therefore reſolved upon one 
Miſchief more, to ſecure himſelf from the 
firſt : And in the Moment that the Germar 
bad him deliver his Piſtol, he cried, Though 
T have no Piſtol ro deliver, I have a Sword to 
chaſtiſe thy Tnſolence. -And throwing off his 
Cloak; and flinging his Piſtol from him, he 


_ drew, and wounded, and difarmed the Fel- 


low. 

This Noiſe of Swords brought every Body 
to the place ; and immediately the Bruit ran, 
The Murtherer was taken,the Murtherer was taken » 
Though none knew which was he, nor the 
Cauſe of the Quarrel between thy0 fhght- 
ing Men, which none yet knew ;*Tor it now 
was darker than before: But 'at the Noiſe of 
the Murderer being taken, the Lover of Alc;- 
diana, who by this time: found his Lady un- 
hurt, all but the Trains of her Gown, and 
Petticoat, came running to the place , juſt 
as Tarquin had diſarmed the German, and was 
ready to have kilPd him ; when laying hold of 
his'Arm, they arreſted the Stroak, and re- 
deemed the Footman. 

"They then demanded who this Stranger was, 
at whoſe Mercy the Fellow lay ; but the Prince, 
who now found himſelf venturing for his laſt 
Stake, made no Reply ; but with two Swords 
in his Hands, went to fight his Way through 
the Rabble : And tho? there were above a hun- 
dred Perſons, ſome Swords, others with'long 
Whips (as Coach-men) ſo invincible was the 
Courage of this poor unfortunate Gentleman at 
| that 
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that time, that all theſe were not able to ſeize 
him ; but.he made his Way through the Ring 
that encompaſſed him, and ran away ; hut þ 
was, however, ſo cloſely puriu'd , the Com. 

' Dany Mil pathering as they ran, that toiled 
with fighting , oppreſſed with Guilt , and 
Fear of being taken , he grew fainter anſ 
fainter, and ſuffered himſelf, at laſt, to Yield 
to his Purſners , who ſoon found him to 
be Prince Tarquin. in Diſgute : And they car. 
Tied him dire&ly to Priſon, being Sunday, ty 
wait the coming Day , to go before a Magi. 

rate. 

In an Hours time the whole fatal Adven- 
ture was Tried all over the City, and every 
one knew that Prince Terquin was the intended 
Murtherer of Alcidiana ; and not one but had. 
a real Sorrow arid Compaſſion for him. - They 
heard how bravely 'he had defended himftt 
how , many he had wounded'' before he could 
be taken, and what Numbers he had fought 
through : And even thoſe that ſaw his Valour | 
and Bravery, and who had aſſiſted at his he- 
ing ſeized, now repented from the bottom, of 
their Hearts, their having any Hand in the 
Ruine of ſo gallant a Man ; eſpecially, fince 
they knew the Lady was not hurt. A thou- 
fand Addreſſes were made to her, not to pro- 
ſecute him ; but her Lover, a hot-headed Fel-' 
low, more fierce than brave , would by no 
means be pacified ; but yowed to purſue him 
to the Scaffold.

On the following Friday, as ſoon as it was 
light, all People of any Condition came to 
take their Leaves of him; and none departed 
with dry Eyes, or Hearts unconcern'd to the 
laſt Degree : For Tarquiz, when he found his 
Fate inevitable, bore it with a Fortitude that 
ſhew'd no ſigns of Regret ; but addreſs'd him- 
ſelf to all about him_with the ſame chearful, 
modeſt and great Air, he was wont to do in 
his modeſt flouriſhing Fortune. His Yaller was 
dreſſing him all the Morning, ſo many Inter- 
ruptions they had by Viſiters ; and he was all 
in Mourning, and ſo were all his Followers ; 
for even to the laſt he kept up his Grandeur, 
to the Amazement of all People: And in- 
deed, he was ſo paſſionately belov'd by them, 
that thoſe he had diſmiſs'd, ſerv'd him volun- 


- tarily, and would not be perſwaded to aban- 


don him while he liv'd. 

The Princeſs was alſo dreſs'd in Mourning, 
and her two Women ; and notwithſtanding the 
unheard of Lendneſs and Villanies ſhe had con-

At laſt the Bel 
toll'd, and he was to take leave of the Prin. 
ceſs, as his laſt Work of Life, and the moſt 
hard he had to accompliſh. He threw him- 
ſelf at her Feet, and gazing on her, as ſhe 
ſat more dead than alive, o'erwhelm'd with 
ſilent Grief, they both remain'd ſome Mo. 
ments ſpeechleſs ; and then, as if one riſin 
Tide of Tears had ſupply'd both their. Eyes, 
it burſt out in Streams at the ſame inſtant; 
and when his Sighs gave way, he utter'd a thou- 
ſand Farewels, ſo ſoft, ſo paſſionate” and mo- 
ving, that all who were by, were extreamly 
touch'd with it, and ſaid.

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When he came to the Market-place, whither 
he walked on Foot, follow'd by his own Dome- 
ſticks, and ſome bearing a black Velvet Coffin 
with Silver Hinges ; the Heads-man before 


| him, with his fatal Scimiter drawn, his Cons 


feſſor by his ſide, and many Gentlemen, and 
Church-men, . with Father. Franciſco attending 
him, the People ſhowering Millions of Bleſ- 
{1 ings on' him, and beholding, with weeping 
Eyes, he mounted the Scaffold ; which was 
ſtrew'd with ſome Saw-dulk, about the place 
where he was to kneel, to receive the Blood : 
For they Beheed People kneeling, and with 
the Back-ſtroak of a Scimiter, and not lying 
on a Block, and with an Ax, as we in England. 
The Scaffold had a low Rail about it, that eve- 
Ty Body might more conveniently ſee : This 
was hung w ith Black, and ali that State that 
ſuch a Death could have, was here in molt de- 
cent Order, 

He did not fay much upon the Scaffold : 
The Sum of what he ſaid to his Friends, was, 
To be kind, and take Care of the poor Peni- 
tent, his Wife : To others, recommending 
his honeſt and generous Servants, whoſe Fide- 
lity was ſo well known and commended, that 
they were ſoon promis'd Preferment. He was 
ſome time in Prayer, and a very ſhort time 
ſpeaking to his Conteſlor : then he turn'd to 
the Heads-man, and deſired him to do his Of- 
fice well, and gave him twenty Lours 4 Ors ; 
a2d undr eſſing himſelf with the help of his Val- 
let, and Page, he pulFd off his Coat, and had 
underneath a white Satten Waſte-coat : He 

E-3 took 
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took off his Perriwig, and put on a white Sat. 
ten Cap, with a Holland one done with Poynt 
under it, which he pulPd over his Eyes, then 
took a chearful Leave of all, and knee'd dowy 
and ſaid , When he lifted up his Hands the This 
time, the Heads-man ſhould do his Office. Which 
accordingly was done, and the Heads-man gaye 
him his laſt Stroak, and the Prince fell on the 
Scaffold. The People, with one common Voice, 
as if it had been but one entire one, pray'd for 
his Soul ; and Murmurs of Sighs were heard 
from the whole Multitude, who ſcrambl'd for 
ſame of the bloody Saw-duft, to keep for his 
Memory. 

'The Heads-man going to take up the Head, 
as the manner is, to ſhew to the People, he 
found he had not ſtruck it off, and that the 
Body ſtirr'd ; with that he ſtepp'd to an En- 
gine, which they always carry with *em, to 
force thoſe who may be refractory ; thinking, 
as he ſaid, to have twiſted the Head from the 
Shoulders, conceiving it to hang but by a ſmall 
matter of Fleſh. Tho” twas an odd. Shift of 
the Fellows, yet *twas done, and the belf 
Shift he could ſuddenly propoſe. The Mar- 
grave, andanother Ofhcer, old Men, were 0n 
the Scaffold, with ſome of the Prince's Friends, 
and Servants ; who feeing the Heads-man put 
the Engine about the Neck of the Prince, be- 
gan to call out, and the People made a great 
Noiſe. The Prince, who found himſelf yet 
alive ; or rather, who was paſt thinking, but 
had fome Senſe of feeling left , when the. 


Heads-man took lim up, and ſet his Back 
- againſt 
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againſt the Rail, and clapp'd the Engine about 
his Neck, got his two Thumbs between the 
Rope and his Neck, feeling himſelf preſs'd 
there ; and ſtruggling between Life and Death, 
and bending himſelf oyer the Rail backward, 
while the Heads-man pulFd forward, he threw 
himſelf quite over the Rail, by Chance, and not 
Deſign, and fell upon the Heads and Shoulders 
of the People, who were crying out with a- 
mazing Shouts of Joy. The Heads-man leap'd 
after him, but the Rabble had like to have 
pulPd him to pieces : - All the City was in an 
Uproar, 'but none knew what the Matter 
was, but thoſe who bore the Body of the 
Prince, whom they found yet living z but 
how, or by what ſtrange Miracle preſerv'd, 
they knew not, nor did examine ; but with 
one Accord, as if the whole Crowd had been 
one Body, and had had but one Motion, they 
bore the Prince on their Heads, about a hiin- 
dred Yards from: the Scaffold, where there is 
a Monaſtery of Jeſuites ; and there they ſe- 
cur'd him, All this was. done, his Beheading, 
tus Falling, and his being ſecur'd, almoſt in a 
Moments time ; the People rejoycing, as at 
ſome extraordinary Victory won. One of the 
Officers being, as I ſaid, an old, timerous Man, 
was ſo frighten'd at the Accident, the Buſtle, 
the Noiſe, and the Confuſion, of which he was 
wholly ignorant, that he dy'd with Amaze- 
ment and Fear ; and the other was fain to be 

let Blood. | 
The Officers of Juſtice went to demand the 
Priſoner; but they demanded in vain ; they 
E 3 had 
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had now a Right to prote&t him, and wov'd 
do fo. All tz over-19y'd Friends went to ſee 
in what Condition he was, and all of Quality 
found Admitcance : They ſaw him in Bed; 
going to be .r2is'd by the moſt skilful Surgeons 
who yet conld. :. 7 atſure him of Life. They 
deſired no Body thunld ſpeak to him, or ask 
him any Queſtioas. They found that the 
Heads-man had ſtruck him too low, and had 
cut him into the Shoulder-bone. A very great 
Wound, you may be ſure ; for the Sword, in 
ſuch Executions, carries an extream force: 
However, {o great Care was taken on all ſides, 
and f{o greatly the Fathers were concern'd for 
him, that they found an Amendment , and 
Hopes of a good Effect of their incomparable 
Charity and Goodneſs. | 
At laſt,when he was permitted to ſpeak, the 
firſt News he ask'd was after the Princeſs. And 
his Friends were very much afflicted to find, 
that all his Loſs of Blood had not quench'd 
that ;Flame, nor let out that which made him 
ſtill love that bad Woman. He was ſolicited 
daily to think no more of her : And all her 
Crimes were laid ſo open to him, and {6 
ſhamefully repreſented ; and on the other ſide, 
| his Vertues ſo admir'd ; and which, they aid, 
would have been eternally celebrated, but for 
his Folly with this infamous Creature ; that at, 
laſt, by aſſuring him of all their Aſſiſtance, if 
he abandon'd her; and to renounce him, and 
deliver him up, if he did not ; they wrought 
ſo far upon him, as to promiſe, he would ſuf- 


fer her to go alone into Baniſhment, and ""_— 
| _ 
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not follow her, or live with her any more. But 
alas ! this was but his Gratitude that compelFd 
this Complaiſance, for in his Heart he reſolv'd 
never to abandon her ; nor was he able to live, 
and think of doing it : However, his Reaſon 
aſſured him, he could not do a Deed more ju- 
ſtifiable, and one that would regain his Fame 
ſooner. 

His Friends ask'd him ſome Queſtions con- 


cerning his Eſcape ; and that fince he was not _ 
beheaded, but only wounded, why he Uid not 


immediately riſe up ? But he replied, He was 
ſo abſolutely prepoſſeſſed, that at the third liit- 
ing up his Hands, he ſhould receive the Stroak 
of Death, that at the ſame inſtant the Sword 
touch'd him, he had no Senſe ; nay, not even 
of Pain, ſo abſolutely dead he was with Ima- 
gination ; and knew not that he ſtirr'd, as the 
Heads-man found he did z nor did he remem- 


ber any thing, from the lifting up of his Hands, 


to his Fall ; and then awakened, as out of a 
Dream, or rather a Moment's Sleep, without 
Dream, he found he liv'd, and wonder'd what 
was arriv'd to him, or how hecame to live ; ha- 
Ving-not, as yet, any Senſe of his Wound, tho' 
{o terrible an one. | 
After this, Alcidianva, who was extreamly 


_ afflicted for having been the Proſecutor of this 


Great Man ; who, bating this laſt Deſign a- 


gainſt her, which we knew was the Inſtigation' 


of her Siſter, had oblig'd her with all the Cj- 
vility imaginable ; now ſought all Means poſe 
ible of getting his Pardon, and that of her Si- 
er; tho* of an Hundred thouſand Crowns, 
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40 The Fair FILT. 


which ſhe ſhould have paid her, ſhe could pet 
but Ten thouſand ; which was from the Sale of 
her rich Beds, and ſome other Furniture ; $9 
that the youns Count, who before ſhould haye 
marry'd her, now went off for want. of For- 
tune ; and a young Merchant (perhaps the beſt 
of the tw 0) was the Man to whom ſhe was de. 
ſtin'd. 

At laſt, by great Interceſſion, both their 
Pardons were obtain'd ; and the Prince, who 
would be no more ſeen in a place that had 
prov'd every way fo fatal to him, left Flanders, 
promiling never to live with the fair Hypocrite 
more ; but &er he departed, he writ her a Let- 
ter, wherein.he order'd her, 1n a little time, to 
follow him into Holland ; and left a Bill of Ex- 
change with one of his truſty Servants, whom 
he had left to wait upon her, for Money for 
her Accommodations : So that ſhe was now 
reduced to one Woman, one Page, and this 
Gentleman. The Prince, in this time of his 
Impriſonment, had ſeveral Bills of great Sums 
from his Father, who was exceeding rich, and 
this all the Children he had in the World, and 
whom he tenderly loved. 

As ſoon as 7randa was come into Holland, 
ſhe was welconr'd with all imaginable Reſpett 
and Endearment by the old Father ; who im- 
pos'd upon ſo, as that he knew not ſhe was the 
fatal Occahion of all theſe Diſaſters to his Son ; 
but rather look'd on her as a Woman, who had 
brought him an Hundred and fifty thouſand 
Crowns, which his Misfortunes had conſum'd. 
But, above all, ſhe was recelv'd by Targquir with 


f 


a Joy unſpeakable ; who, after ſome time, to 
redeem his Credit, and gain himſelf a new 
Fame, put himſelf into the French Army, where 
he did Wonders ; and after three Campaigns, 
his Father dying, he return'd home, and re- 
tird to a Country-Houſe ; where, with his 
Princeſs, he lives as a private Gentleman, in 
all the Tranquility of a Man of a good For- 
tune. They ſay Miranda has been very peni- 
tent for her Life paſt, and gives Heaven the 
Glory for having given her theſe Affictions, 
that have reclaim'd her, and brought her to as 
perfe& a State of Happineſs as this troubleſome 
World can afford. 

Since I began this Relation, I heard that 
Prince Tarquin dy'd about Three Quarters of a 


Year ago. - 
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Hough Lov x, all ſoft and flattering, 
promiſes nothing but Pleaſures, yet 
its Conſequences are often ſad and 
fatal: It is not enough to be in 

Love, to be happy, ſince Fortune, who is Ca- 
pricious, and takes delight to trouble the Re- 
poſe of the moſt Elevated and Virtuous, has 
very little reſpe&t for paſſionate and tender 
Hearts, when ſhe deſigns to produce ſtrange 
Adventures. 

Many Examples of paſt Ages render this 
Maxim certain, but the Reign of Dow Alphonſe 
the Fourth, King of Portugal, furniſhes us with 
one, the moſt extraordinary that Hiſtory can 
produce. 

He was the Son of that Dom Denice, who was 
ſo ſucceſsful in all his Undertakings, that it 
was ſaid of him, that he was capable of per= 
forming whatever he deſfign'd : And of 1/a- 
bellz, a Princeſs of eminent Vertue, who "_ 
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he came to inherit a flouriſhing and tranqui 
State, he endeavourd to eſtabliſh Peace ang 
Plenty in abundance, in his Kingdom. | 

And to advance this his Deſign, he agreed 
ona Marriage between his Son Doz Pedro, (then 
about eight Years of Age) and Branca Daugh. | 
ter of Dor Pedro, King of Caſtile ; and whon 
the young Prince married when he arrived 
to his ſixteenth Year. | 

Bianca brought nothing to Co:mbra but Tn- 
firmities, and very few Charms. Don Pedr, 
who was full of Sweetneſs and Generoſity, lir 
nevertheleſs very well with her ; but thoſe Di 
Tſempers of the Princeſs degenerating into'the 
Palfie, ſhe made it her Requeſt to retire, and 
at her Interceſſion, the Pope broke the Marr- 
age, and the melancholy Princeſs concealed 
her Languiſhment in a ſolitary Retreat: And 
Dor Pedro, for whom they had provided an6 
ther Match, married Conſtantia Manuel, Daugh- 
ter of Dom Fohn Manuel, a Prince of the Blood 
of Caſtile, and famous for the Enmity- he had 
to his King. 

Conſtantia was promiſed to the King of C 
ſ#ile, but that King nvt keeping his Word, the 
made no difficulty of beſtowing her on a youny 
Prince, who was one day to Reign over a Num- 
ber of fine Provinces. He was but five al | 
twenty Years of Age, and the Man of all Spa 
that had the beſt Faſhion and Grace : And 
with the moſt advantagious Qualities of the 
Body, he poſſeſt thoſe of the Soul, and ſhewl 
himſelf worthy in all things of the Crown that 
was deltin'd for him. The

The Princeſs Conſtantia had Beauty, Wit, 
and Generoſity, in as a great Meaſure as *twas 
poſſible for a Woman to be poſleſt with ; her 
Merit alone ought to have attach'd Don Pedy 
eternally to her ;, and certainly he had for her 
an Eſteem, mixt with ſo great a Reſpect, as 


| might very well paſs for Love with thoſe that 


were not of a nice and curious Obſervation ; 
but alas ! his real Care was reſerv'd for ano- 
ther Beauty. 

Conſtantia brought into the World, the firſt 
Year after her Marriage, a Son, who was calld 
Don Louss ; but it ſcarce ſaw the Light, and 


dy'd almoſt as ſoon as born. The Loſs of this 


little Prince ſenſibly touch'd her, but the Cold- 
neſs ſhe obſerv'd in the Prince her Husband, 
went yet more near her Heart ; for ſhe had gi- 
ren herſelf abſolutely up to her Duty, and had 
made her Tenderneſs for him her only Con- 
cern : But puiſſant Glory which ty'd her ſa 


| entirely to the Intereſt of the Prince of Portu= 


gal, open'd her Eyes upon his Actions, where 
ſhe obſerv'd nothing in his Careſſes and Ci- 
vilities that was natural, or could fſatisfie her 
delicate Heart. 

At firſt, ſhe fancy'd herſelf deceiv'd, but 
time having confirm'd her in what ſhe -fear- 
ed, ſhe ſighed in ſecret ; yet had that Conſi- 
deration for the Prince, as not to let him ſee 
her Diſorder ; and which nevertheleſs, ſhe 
could, not conceal from Agnes de Caſtro, who

Nor was Conſtantia the only Perſon why 
complain'd on Dor Pedro; before his Divorce | 
from Bianca, he had expreſſed ſome Care and F 
Tenderneſs for Elvira Gonzales, Siſter to Du 
Alvaro Gonzales, Favourite to the King of Po- 
tugal ;, and this Amuſement in the young Years 
of the Prince, had made a deep Impreſſion on 
Elvira, who flatter'd her Ambition with tht 
Infirmities of Bianca. She ſaw, with a ſect } 
Rage, Conftaitia take her place, wlio was po 
ſeſt with ſuch Charms, that quite diveſted het 
of all Hopes. 5; 

Her Jealouſic left her not idle, ſhe examind 
all the Actions of the Prince, and eaſily diſco- 
ver'd the little Regard he had for the Princeb; 
but this brought him not back to her. Andi 
was upon very good Grounds that ſhe ſuſpeded 
him to be in Love with ſome other Perſon 
and poſſeſſed with a new Paſſion ; and whid 
ſhe promis'd herſelf, ſhe would deſtroy © 
ſoon as ſhe could find it out. She had a Sp! 


rit altogether proper for bold and —_

Enterprizes ; and the Credit of her Brother 
gave her ſo "much Vanity, as all the Indiffe- 
rence of the Prince was not capable of hum- 
bling;

Elvira regarded neither ExaQneſsnor Grace 
in theſe Lines, and if they had but the Effec 
ſhe deſign'd, ſhe wiſh'd no more. 

Her Impatience could not wait till the next 
- Day to expoſe 'em ; ſhe therefore went im- 
mediately to the Lodgings of the Princeſs, who 
was then walking in the Garden of the Pa- 
lace; and paſſing without reſiſtance, even to 


her Cabinet, ſhe put the Paper into a Book, in 


which the Princeſs us'd to read, and went 
out again unſeen, and ſatisfied with her good 


Fortune. 
As ſoon as Conſtantia was return'd, ſhe en- 


ter'd into her Cabinet, and ſaw the Book open, +

The Prince, the Prince, my dear+ 
ef Maid, 1s in Love ;, the Hand that he gave me, 
Was rot a Preſent of his Heart ;, and for the Advan- 
tage of this Alliance, I mu$t become the Vittim of 
it.— What ! the Prince in Love, Teplied Agnes, 
(with an Aſtoniſhment mixt with Indignation) 
What Beauty can diſpute the Empire over a Heart 
fo much your due ? Alas, Madam, all the ReſpetF 
1 owe him, cannot hinder me from murmuring an 
gainst him, Accuſe him of nothing, interrupted 
Conſtantia, he does what he can ;, and I am more 
obliged to him for deſiring to be Faithful, than if T 
poſſest his real Tenderneſs, It is not enough t0 
Fight, but to Overcome ; and the Prince dots more 
1m the Condition wherein he ts, than T ought reaſouas 
bly to hope for : In fine, he is my Huaband, and an 
agreeable one ;, to whom notning 1s wanting, but whas 
1 cannot inſpire ;, that 1s, a- Paſſion which would

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hawe made me but too. happy. Ah, Madam, cry'd 


out Aenes, tranſported with .her Tenderneſs 
for the Princeſs, he s 4 blind and ſtupid Prince, 
who knows not the precious Advantages he poſſeſſes. 
He mus* ſurely know ſomthing, teply'd the Prin- 
ceſs, modeſtly. Zur, Madam, reply'd Aegnes, 
Is there any thing, n9t only in Portugal, but in all 
Spain, tat can compnure with you ? And, without 
conſidering the charming Cualuies of your Perſon, 
can we enough admire thoſe of your Soil ? My dear 
Agnes, interrupted Conf! antia, fighing, ſhe who 
robs me of my Hushana's Heart, has but r00 many 
Charms to plead his Excuſe :, ſince it is Thou, Child, 
whom Fortune makes uſe of,, to give me the Killing 
Blow. Yes, Agnes, the Prince loves thee ;, and the 
Merit I know thou art poſſe of,, puts Bounds to my 
Complaints, without ſuffering me to have the leaf 
Reſentment. 
The delicate Agzes little expected to hear 
what the Princeſs told her ; Thunder would 
have leſs {urprized, and leſs oppreſs'd her : She 
remained a long time without ſpeaking, but at 
laſt fixing her Looks all friphtful on Conſtantia, 
What ſay you, Madam? ( ciryd ſhe) And what 
Thougits have you of me ? What, that I ſhould be- 
tray you £ And coming hither only full of Ardor to 
be the Repoſe of your Life, do 1 bring a fatal Poyſon 
zo aſfnict it ? What Deteſtation mu TI have for the 
Beauty they find in me, without. aſpiring to make it 
appear ? And how ougat I to Eurſe the unfortunate 
Day, wm which I fir ſaw the Prince ? — Dot, 
 Aladem, it cant be me, whom Heaven bas ch1- 
ſen ta torment your, and to deſtroy all your Tranquil 
ty : No, it Cannot be ſo much my Enemy, to put 1? 
lo

to ſo great a Tryal : And if I were that odious Per- 
fon, there is no Excuſe, or Puniſhment, to which 1 
would not condemn myſelf : It 1s Elvira, Madam, 
the Prince loves, and lov'd before his Marriage with 
you, and alſo before his Divorce from Blanca ;, and 
ſome Body has made an indiſcreer, Report ta you of 
this Intrigue of his Youth : But, Madam, what was 
in the time of Bianca, is nothing to you. It 15 cer- 
tain that Don Pedro loves you, an{wer'd the Prin- 
ceſs; and I have Vanity enough to believe, that none 
beſides yourſelf conld have diſputed his Heart with 
ne : But the Secret 15 diſcover'd, and Don Pedro 
has not difowi"d it. What, interrupted Ag-ex, 
(more ſurprizeg than ever) z- zt then from hu elf 
you have kearn'd his Weakneſs ? The Princels then 
ſhew'd her the Verſes ; and there was never 
any Deſpair like to hers. 

While they were both thus ſadly employed, 
both Sighing, and both Weeping, the impa- 
tient Elvira, who was willing to learn the Er- 
fect of her Malice, return'd to the Apartment 
of the Princeſs, where ſhe freely entred, even 
to the Cabinet where theſe unhappy Perions 
were ; whom all aſflicted and troubled as they 
were, bluſh'd at her approach, whoſe Compa- 
ny they did not delire ; She had the pleafure to 
ſee Conſtantia hide from her the Paper which 
had been the Cauſe of all their Trouble, agd 
which the Princeſs had never ſeen, but for her 
Spight and Revenge ; and to obſerve alſo, in 
the Eyes of the Princeſs, and thoſe of Agnes, 
an immoderate Grief : She ſtay'd in the Ca- 
binet as long as it was neceffary to be ailurd, 
that ſhe had fuccoeded in her Deſign ; but the 
Prin- 
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Princeſs, who did not deſire ſach a Witneſs of 
the Diſorder, in which ſhe then was, defir'd 
to be left alone. Elvira then went out of the 
Cabinet, and Agnes de Caſtro withdrew at the 
ſame time. 
It was int her own Chamber, that Agnes exa. 
mining more freely this Adyenture, found it ag 
rruel as Death : She lov'd Conſtantia ſincere. 
Iy, and had not till then any thing more than 
an Eſteem, mixt with Admiration, for the 
Prince of Portugal ; which, indeed, none could 


refuſe to fo many fine Qualities. And look. 


ing on herſelf as the moſt unfortunate of her 
Sex, as being the Cauſe of all the Suffering of 
the Princeſs, to whom ſhe was obliged for the 
greateſt Bounties, ſhe ſpent the whole Night 
fn Tears and Complaints, ſufficient to have re. 
venged Conftantia of all the Griefs ſhe mada 
her ſuffer. 
The Prince, on his fide, was in no greater 
Tranquility ; the Generoſity of his Princeſs 
increas'd his Remorſe , withont diminiſhing 
his Love ; he fear'd, and with Reaſon, that: 
thoſe who were the occaſion of Conſtantia's 
ſeeing thoſe Verſes, ſhould diſcover his Paſſion 
to the King, from whom he hop'd for no In- 
dulgence, and he would moſt willingly have 
given his Life to have been free from this Ex- 
tremity. = 

In the mean. time the afflicted Princeſs lan- 
guſh'd in a moſt deplorable Sadneſs ; ſhe found 


nothing in thoſe who were the Cauſe of her. 


Misfortunes, but things fitter to move her Ten- 
derneſs than her Anger ; it was jn vain that 


Jealouhe 
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 ſcaloufie ſtrove to combat the Inclination ſhe 
had to love her fair Rival ; nor was any occa- 
fion of making the Prince leſs dear to her ; and 
ſhe felt neither Hatred, nor ſo much as Indiffe- 
rence for innocent Agnes. 

While theſe three diſconſolate Perfons aban- 
don'd themſelves to their Melancholy, Elvira, 
not to leave her Vengeance imperfect, ſtudy'd 
in what manner ſhe might bring it to the 
Height of its Effets. Her Brother, on whom 
ſhe depended, ſhew'd her a great deal of 
Friendſhip ; and judging rightly that the 
Love of Don Pedro, to Agnes de Caftro, would 
not be approv'd by the King, ſhe acquainted 
Don Alvaro, her Brother, with it, who was not 
ignorant of the Paſſion the Prince had once 
proteſted to have for his Siſter. He found him- 


ſelf very much intereſted in this News, from 


a ſecret Paſſion he had for Agnes ; whom the 
Buſineſs of his Fortune had hitherto hindred 
him from diſcovering : And he expected a 
great many Favours from the King, that might 
render the Effort of his Heart the more conlii- 
derable. 

He hid not from his Siſter this one thing, 
which he found difficult to conceal ; ſo that. 
ſhe was now poſleſt with a double Grief, to 
find Agnes Sovereign of all the Hearts, to which 
ſhe had a pretenſion. 

Don Alvaro was one of thoſe amizitious Men, 
that areFierce without Moderation, and Proud 
without Generoſity ;. of a melancholy, clou- 
dy Humour ; of a cruel Inclination, and to 
cfiect his Ends, found nothing difficult, _ _ 

| | awtul, 
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jawful. Naturally he lov'd not the Prince, 
who, -on all Accounts ought to have held the 
firſt Rank in the Heart of the King, which 
ſhould have ſet Bounds to the Favour of Dor Al. 
v0; who when he knew the Prince was his 
Rival, his Jealouſie increas'd his Hate of him ; 
and he conjured £/vira to employ all her Care, 
to oppoſe an Engagement that could not hut 
be deſtructive to 'em both ;, ſhe promiſed him, 
and he not very well ſatished, rely'd on her 
Addreſs. 

Don Alvaro, who had- too lively a Repreſen- 
tation within himſelf, of the Beauties and 
Grace of the Prince of Porirga!, thought of 
nothing but how to combate his Merits, he 
himſelf being not handſome, or well made : 
His Faſhion was as diſagreeable as his Humour, 
and Don Pedro had all the Advantages that one 
Man may poſſibly have over another. In fine, 
all that Doz Alvaro ' wanted , adorn'd the 
Prince : But as he was the Husband of Con- 
tantia, and depended upon an abſolute Father, 
and that Don Alvaro was free, and Maſter of a 
£ood Fortune, he thought himſelf more aſ- 
{fur'd of Agnes, and fix'd his Hopes on that 
Thought., 

He knew very well, that the Paſſion of Dor 
Fecro, could not but inſpire a violent Anger in 
the Soul of the King. Induſtrious in doing Ill, 
his fir{t Buſineſs was to carry this unwelcome 
News to him. After he vad given time to his 
Grief, and had compos'd himſelf to his Deſire, 
he then beſought the King to Intereſt himſelf in 
his amorous Affair. and to be the Protector of 
bis Perion, Thowgh 
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Though Dor Alvaro, had no other Merit 
to recommend him to the King, than a cons 
tinual and blind Obedience to all his Com- 
mands ; yet he had favour'd him with ſeveral 
Teſtimonies of his vaſt Bunnty ; and conſi- 
dering the height to which the King's Libe- 
rality had rais'd him, there were few Ladies 
that would have refus'd his Alliance, The 
King aſſur'd him of the Continuation of his 
Friendſhip and Favour, and promis'd him, if 
he had any Authority, he would give him the 
charming Agnes. 

Don Alvaro, perfealy skilful in managing his 
Maſter, an{wer'd the King's laſt Bounties with 
a profound Submiſſion. He had yet never told 
Agnes what he felt for her ; but he thought now 
he might make a publick Declaration of it, and 
and ſought all means to do it. 

The Gallantry which Co:mbra ſeemr'd to have 
forgotten, began now to be awaken'd. The 
King, to pleaſe Don Alvaro, under pretence of 
diverting Conſtantia , order'd ſome Publick 
Sports, and commanded that every thing ſhould 
be magnificent. | 

Since the Adventure of the Verſes, Do Pe- 
dro endeavour'd to lay a Conſtraint on him- 
{elf, and to appear leſs troubled : But in his 
Heart he ſuffer d always alike ; and it was 
not but with great Uneaſineſs he prepar d Iim- 
ſelf for the Turnament. And fince he could, 
not appear with the Colours of ces, he took 
thoſe of his Wife, without Device,or any zreat 
Magmhicence. 
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Don Atvaro adorn'd himſelf with the Liv ries 


of Agnes de Caſtro; and this fair Maid, who - 


had yet found no Conſolation from what the 
Princeſs had told her, had this new Cauſe of 
being diſpleas'd. | 

Don Pedro appear'd in the Liſt with an ad- 
mirable Grace ; and Don Alvaro, who look'd 
on this Day as his own, appear'd there all ſhi- 
ning with Gold, mix'd with Stones of Blew, 
which were the Colours of Aegnes ;, and there 
was embroider'd all over his Equipage, fla- 
ming Hearts of Gold, on blew Velvet, and 
Nets for the Snares of Love, with abundance 
of double As; his Device was a Love corting 
out of a Cloud, with theſe Verſes written un- 
derneath. 


Love from a Cloud breaks like the God of Day, 
And to the World bs Glories does diſplay 

To gaze on charming Eyes, andl make *em know, 
What to ſoft Hearts, and to his Power they owe; 


The Pride of Don Alvaro was foon hum- 
bled at the Feet of the Prince of Portugal, who 
threw him againſt the Ground, with twenty 
others, and carry'd alone the Glory of the 
Day. There was in the Evening a Noble 
Aſſembly at Conſtantia's, where Agnes would 
not have been, unleſs expreſly commanded by 
the Princeſs. She appear'd there all negligent 
and careleſs in her Dreſs, but yet ſhe appear'd 
all beautiful and charming. She faw, with 
diſdain, her Name; and her Colours, worn by

You would hear him ſure, without cauſing 
him to deſpair, teply'd Conſtantia; and I ſhould 
put this Obligation to the Account of the re$# you 
have done, Would you then have me expe&+ thoſe 
Events which 1 fear, Madam ? reply'd Agnes ;,

Man, who is ſo dear to you, (an{wer'd ſhe with 
a noble Pride and Fierceneſs, of which the 
King felt all the Force) for this Favourite, ſo 
worthy to poſſeſs the moF+ tender affettions of a great 
Prince, I aſſure you, that into whatever part of the 
World Fortune condutts me, I will not carry away 
the lea&# Remembrance of him. At theſe words 
ſhe made a profound Reverence, and made 
ſuch haſte from.his Preſence, that he could not 
oppoſe her going if he would. . 

The King was now moreftrongly convinc'd 
than ever, that ſhe favoured the Paſſion of Don 
Pedro, and immediately went to Conſtantia, to 
inſpire her with the ſame-thought ; but ſhe was 
not capable of receiving ſuch Impreſſions, and

But ( purſu'd he) for all his Impudence to me,

Madam Ta- 
tlemore, 1] think, was the firſt he ſpoke to in 
Court, and whom firſt he ſurpriz'd' with the 
happy News of his Advancement to the Title 
of King of Bamtam. How wondrous haſty was 
ſhe to be gone, as ſoon as ſhe heard it!--*Tyas 
not in her Power, becavſe not in her Nature, 
to ſtay long enough to take a civil Leave of the 
Company ; but away ſhe flew, big with the 
Empty Title of a Fantaſtick Xi»g, proclaiming 
it to every one of her Acquaintance, as ſhe 
paſgd through every Room, till ſhe. came to 
the Preſence-Chamber, where ſhe 'only whiſperd 
it ; but her Whiſpers made above half the Ho- 
nourable Company quit the Preſence ofthe 
King of Great Britain, to- go make their Gout

Bleſs Your Majeſty ! ſome, Long live the : 
of Bantam! others, All Hail to Yonr Sacred Mt 
jefty! In ſhort, he was Congratulated -ofi al 
ſides. Indeed, I don't hear that His Majefy, 
King Charles the Second ever ſent any Embal- 
ſador to Complement him ; though, ny

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He ſaluted him by his Title, the firſt time he 
ſaw. him afterwards : For, you know, He is 
a wonderful Good-natur d and a Well-bred Gen- 
tleman. | 

After he thought the Court of England was 
univerſally acquainted with his -:19hty Honour, 
he was pleas'd to think fit to retire to his own 
more private Palace, with Sir Philip and Good- 
land, whom he Entertain'd that night very hand- 
fomly. till about Seven a clock ; when they went 
topether to the Play, which was, that Night, 
A King and No King. His Attendant-Friends 
cou'd not forbear ſmiling, to think how aptly 
the Title of the Play fuited his Circumſtances.

That is, (ſaid a Wag 
among thoſe ſharp Youths, I think *twas my 
Friend the- Count ; ) Theſe Puff you up in 
Mind, Sir ; Thoſe, in Body. They had ſome 
further Diſcourſe among the Nymphs of the 
Stage, e're they went into the Pit ; where 
Sir Philip ſpread the News of his Friend's Ac- 
cellion to the Title, tho not yet to the _— 
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of Bantam; upon which he was there again 
Complemented on that 'Occafion. Several of 
the Ladies and Gentlemen who faluted him, 
he invited to the next Night's Ball at his 
Palace. | | | 
 *Fhe Play done, they took each of %*m'a 
Bottle at the Roſe, and parted trill Seven the 
Night following : which came not ſooner than 
deſired ; for he had taken ſuch care, that all 
things were in readineſs before Eight, only he 
was to expect the Muſick, till the'end of the 
Play. About Nine, Sir Php, his Lady, Good- 
land, Philibella and Lucy came. Sir Philip re-

his Majeſty to her Bed. Where I think fit to 
leave *'em for the preſent ; for (perhaps) they 
had ſome private Bus neſs, 
- - The next Morning, before the Titular King 
was (1 won't ſay, up, or ſtirring, but ) out 
0? bed, young Goodland and Philibella were pri- 
vately marry'd ; the Bills being all Accepted 
and Paid in Two Days time. As ſoon as ever 
the Phantaſtick Monarch cou'd find in his heart 
to divorce himſelf from the dear and charming 
cs of his Beautifal Bedfellow, he came 
flying to Sir Phibp, with all the haſte that Ima- 
gination Big with Pleaſure cou'd inſpire him 
with, to diſcharge it ſelf to a ſuppos'd Friend. 
The Knight told him, that he was really much 
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troubl'd, to find-that bis Niece had yielded-ſ@ 
ſoon and -cafily to. him ; however, he wiſhd 
him Joy, To:;which tother return'd,” That 
he cou'd neyer wantit, whilſt he had the Com. 
mand of: ſo mach Beauty, and that without the 
ungrateful Qbligations of Matrimony , which 
certainly are the moſt Nauſeous, Hateful, Per» 
nicious and Deſtruftive of -Love--imaginable. 
Think you ſo, Sir ? ( ask*d the Knight; ) We 
ſhall hear what a Friend of mine will fay on 
fuch an occaſion, to morrow about this time: 
but I beſeech your Majeſty to conceal your Sens 
timents of it to him, leſt you-make him-az 
uneaſie as;you ſeem to be in that circumſtance, 
Be aſlur*d I will, (return*d t'other ; :) But when 
ſhall I ſee the Sweet, the Dear, the Blooming, 
the Charming Philibela ? She will be with us 
at. Dinner. Where's her Majeſty 2 (ask*d Sir 
Philip.) Had. you enquir'd- before, ſhe. had 
, been here; for, Look, {he comes.; Friendy 
ſeem?d to regard her with a kind of Diſpleaſure, 
and whiſper*d, 24jefty, that he ſhou'd expreſs 
no particular Symptoms of Familiarity with 
Lacy in his Honiſey, at any time, eſpecially when 
Goodtand was there, as then he was above with 
his Lady and Philibella, who came down pre- 
ſently after to-Dionner. 

About Four a clock, as his Majeſty had in- 
trigu'd with. her, Zucy took a Hackney-Coach 
and went to her Lodgings; whither, about an 
hour after, he follow'd her. Next Morning, 
at Nine, he.came to Friendly's, who carry'd him 
up to ſee his new marry*d Friends : - But 
( O Damnation to Thought !:) what Torments 


did he feel, when he ſaw young Goodland and 
Philibella 


Philibella in bed together ; the laſt of which 
returt?d him humble and hearty Thanks for 
her Portion and Husband, as the firſt did for 
his Wife. He ſhook his Head at Sir Phikip, 
and without ſpeaking one word, left 'em and 
hurry'd to Zacy, to lament the il} treatment 
he had met with from Friendly, They Ceo'd 
ard BilPd as long as He was-able ; ſhe ( Sweet 
Hypocrite ) ſeeming to *moan his Misfortunes : 
which he took ſo kindly, that when he left her, 
which was about Three in the Afternoon, he 
causd a Scrivener to draw up an Inſtrument, 
wherein he ſettPd a Hundred Pounds a Year 
'on: Lucy, for her Life, and gave her an Hundred 
Guinea's more againſt her Lying-in : ( For ſhe 
told him (and indeed twas true) that ſhe was 
with Child, and knew her {ſelf to be ſo, from 
a very good Reaſon ) And indeed ſhe 
was ſo by the Friendly Knight. When he 
return'd to her, he threw the Obliging Inftru« 
ment into her Lap ; (it ſeems, he had a par- 
ticular Kindneſs for that Place — ) then call'd 
for Wine, and ſomething to eat ; for he had 
not drank a Pint to his ſhare all the day, (tho? 
he had ply'd it at the Chocolare- houſe ) The 
Landlady, who was invited to Sup with %em, 
bid 'em Good-night, about Eleven ; when they 
went to bed, and, partly, ſlept till about Six ; 
when they were entertaind by ſome Gentlemen 
of their Acquaintance, who Play'd and Sung 
very finely, by way of Epithalamium, theſe words 
and more : 
Foy to Great Bantam /7 
Live long Love and Wanton {! 
And thy Royal Conſort 
For, Both are of one ſort, &c, The 
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The reſt I have forgot. He took ſome offence 
at. the Words; but more at the Viſit that 
Sir Philip and Goodland made him , about an 
hour after, who found him in Bed with his 
Royal Conſort, and after having wiſhd %em Joy, 
and thrown their ajeſtires own Shooes and 
Stockings at their Heads, retreated. This gave 
Monarch in Fanſie ſo great a Caution, that he 
took his Royal Conſort into the Conntrey, (but 
above Forty Miles off the Place where his own 
Lady was,) where, in leſs than Eight Months, 
ſhe was Deliver d of a Princely Babe, who 
was Chriſten'd by the Heatheniſh Name of 
Hayoumorecake Bantam ; while her Majeſty 
Lay-in like a perty Queer. 
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Perjur'd Beauty. 


On Henrique was a Perſon of Great 
Birth, of.a Great Eſtate, of Bra- 
yery equal to either, of a moſt Ge- 
nerous Education 3 but of more 
KY Pafſion than Reaſon : He was be- 
ſides-of an Opener and Freer Temper than ge- 
nerally his Countrey-men are ; I mean, the 
Spaniards , always engagd in ſome Love- 
Intrigue or other. 

One Night, as he was retreating from one 
of thoſe Engagements, Don Sebaſtian, whoſe 
Siſter he had abus?d with a Promiſe of Marriage, 
ſet upon him at the Corner of a Street, in 
Madrid, and by the help of three of his Friends, 
deſign'd to have diſpatcht him on a doubtful 
Embaſly to the Almighty Monarch : But he re- 
ceiv'd their firſt Inſtrutions with better Ad- 
dreſs than they expected , and diſmiſ9d ts 
Enyoy firſt, killing one of Don Sebaſttar*s Friends, 
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Which ſo enrag'd the Injur'd Brother, that his 
Strength and Reſolution ſcem?d to be re. 


donbPd., and ſo animated his two ſurviving 


Companions, that (doubtleſs) they had gain'd 
a diſhonourable Victory, had not Don Antonio 
accidentally come in to his Reſcue ; who, after 
a very ſhort Diſpute, -kilPd one of the two who 
attack*d him only ; whilſt Don Henrique: with 
the greateſt difficulty defended his Life, for 
ſome moments, againſt Sebaſtiav, whoſe Rage 
depriv'd him of Strength, and gave his Adver. 
ſary the unwiſhd Advantage of his ſeeming 
Death, though not without bequeathing ſome 
Bloody Legacies to Don Henrique. Antonio had 
receiv d but one ſlight Wound in the Left Arm, 
and his ſurviving Antagoniſt none ; who, how- 
ever thought it not adviſcable to begin a fraſh 
Diſpute againſt two, of whoſe Courage he 
but too fatal a Proof, though one of %m 
ſofficiently diſabPd. The Conquerors, on! 
other fide, politickly Retreated, and quitting 
the'Field to the Conquer'd, left the Living t0 
bury the: Dead, 'if he co#'d, or thought con- 
venient. _.. | II 
As they were marching off, Don Atoms, 
who all this while knew not whoſe Life he had 
ſo happily preſerv'd, told his Companion in 
Arms, that he thonght it indiſpenſably neceſlary 
that he ſhould quarter with him that Night, 
for his further Preſervation. To which he 
prudently conſented, -and went, with no little 
uneaſineſs, to his Lodgings ; where he ſurpriz'd 
Antonio with the fight of his Deareſt Friend: 
For they had certainly the neareſt Sympathy 


in all their Thoughts, that ever made two 
Brac 
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Brave Men unhappy ! And, undoubtedly, no- 
thing but Death, or more Fatal Love, couw'd 
have divided ?*em. However, at preſent, they 
were united and ſecure: 

In the mean time, Don Sebaſtiar*s Friend was 
jaſt going to call help to carry off the Bodies, 
as the —— came by ; who ſeeing three 
Men lie dead, ſeiz*d the fourth ; who, as he 
was about to juſtifie himſelf, by diſcovering one 
of the Authors of ſo much Bloodſhed, was in- 
terrupted by a Groan from his ſuppos*'d dead 
Friend Don Sebaſtian ; whom, after a brief ae- 
count of ſome part of the matter, and the 
knowledge of his Quality, they took up, and 
carry d to his Honſe ; where, within a few 
days, he was recover d paſt the fear of Death. 
All this while, Henrique and Antonio durſt not 
appear, fo much as by Night ; nor cowd be 
found, though diligent and daily ſearch was 
made after -the firſt : but upon Don Sebaſtian?s 
Recovery, the Search ceaſing, they took the 
alvantage of the Night, and, in Diſguize, re- 
treated to Sevil, ?T'was there they thought 
themſelves moſt ſecure, where indeed they 
were in the greateſt danger ; for tho' (hap?ly) 
they might there have eſcap'd the murtherous 
Attempt of Don Sebaſtian and his Friends, yet 
they con'd not there avoid the malicious In- 
lvence of their Stars. 

"This City gave Birth to Antonio, and to the 
cauſe of his greateſt Misfortunes, as well as of 
bis Death.

fruitleſs to have ask'd her of her Father, becauſe 
their Families had been at enmity for ſeveral 
Years; though Antonio was as well deſcended 
as ſhe, and had as ample a Fortune ; nor was 
his Perſon, according to his Sex, any way in- 
ferior to hers; and certainly, the Beauties of 
his Mind were more excellent, eſpecially if it be 
an Excellence to be Conſtant. 

He had made ſeveral Attempts to take poſle{- 
fion of her, but all prov*d ineffetual ; however,

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Henrique, whom he acquainted with his invin- 
cible Paſſion for her ; lamenting the ſeverity of 
her preſent circumſtances, that admitted of no 
proſpect of relief : which caus'd a generous 
Concern in Don Henrique, both for the Suffer- 
ings of his Friend, and of the Lady : He pro- 
"d ſeveral ways to Don Antonio, for the Re- 
leaſe of the Fair Priſoner ; but none of *em was 
thought practicable, or, at leaſt, likely to ſuc- 
ceed. But Avrtonio, who ( you may b<lieve ) 
was then more nearly engag d, bethought him- 
ſelf of an Expedient that wou'd undoubtedly 
reward their Endeavours. ?Twas, That Don 
Henrique, who was very well acquainted with 
Aratha's Father, ſhou'd make him a Viſit, with 
pretence of begging his Conſent and Admiffion 
to make his Addreſſes to his Daughter ; which, 
in all probability, he cou'd not refuſe to 
Don Henrique?s Quality and Eſtate : And then 
this freedom of acceſs to her wou'd give him 
the opportunity of delivering the Lady to his 
Friend.

Henriquf 
return'd tu Antomo, and made him happy with 
the Account of his Reception ; which cou'd not 
but have terminated in the perfect Felicity of 
Antonio, had his Fate been jult to the Merits of 
his Love. The Day and Hour came which

Having reſpeAfully and tenderly kiſs?d the 
Name, he cou*d not chuſe but ſhew the Billetre 
to his Friend z; who reading that part of it 
which concern'd himſelf, ſtarted and bluſh'd :; 
Which Antomo obſerving, was curious to know 
the cauſe of it. Henrique told him, That he 
was ſurpriz?'d to find her expreſs fo little 
Love, after ſo long an Abſence. To which 
his Friend reply d, for her , That, doubtleſs, 
ſhe had not Time enough to attempt ſo great a 
Matter as a perfect Account of her Love; and 
added, That it was Confirmation enough to 
him of its continuance , fince ſhe Subſcrib'd 
her ſelf His entirely, and only His. How 
Blind is Love ! Don Henrique knew how to 
make it bear another meaning ; which, how- 
ever, he had the Diſcretion to conceal. An 
tomo, who was as Real in his Friendſhip, as Con- 
ſtant in his Love, askd him what he thought 
of her Beauty ? To which tother anſwerd, 
That he thought it irreſiſtible to any, but to

Yes, Yes, (return'd his 
Friend,) it muſt be ſo; otherwiſe the Sym- 
pathy which unites our Souls wowd b: want 
ing, and conſequently our Friendſhip wzre not 
in a ſtate of Perfection. How induitriouſly 
you woud argue me into a Crime that wouwd 
tear and deſtroy the very Foundation of the 
ſtrongeſt Ties of Truth and Honour ! ( aid 
Henrique.) But (he continu'd) L[ hope, within 
a few Days, to put it out of my power to 
be guilty of ſo great a Sacrilege, 1 can't de- 
termine, ( ſaid Antomo, ) if I knew that you 
Lovd one another, whether I cou'd eaſier 
part with my Friend, or my Miſtreſs. Tho' 
what you fay, is highly Generous, ( reply'd 
Henrique, ) yet give me leave to urge, that 
it looks like a Trial of your Friend , and 
argues you 1nclinable to Jealouſfie : But, Par- 
don me, I know it ta be ſincerely meant by 
you ; and muſt therefore own, that ?cis the 
Beſt, becauſe *tis the Nobleſt way of ſecuring 
both your Friend and Miſtreſs.

Henrique, who was a little uneaſie with 2 
Diſcourſe of this nature, diverted it, by re- 
flecting on what had paſs'd at Maarid, between 
them two and Don Sebaſtian and his Friends 
which caus'd Artonio to bethink himſelf of the 
Danger to which he expos'd his Friend, by 
appearing daily, tho? in Diſguiſe ; For, _— 
eISs 
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lefs, Don Sebaſtian wouwd purſue his Revenge 
to the utmoſt Extremity. Theſe Thoughts put 
him upon deſiring his Friend, for his own ſake, 
to haſten the performance of bis Attempt ; and 
accordingly, each day Don Henrique brought 
Amnomo the nearer hopes of Happineſs, while 
he himſelf was hourly finking into the loweſt 
ſtate of Miſery. The laſt Night before the 
Day in which Aztor7 expected to be bleſs'd in 
her Love, Don Henrique had a long and fatal 
Conference with her, about his Liberty. Being

coming 
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coming his Son-in-Law within a few Days 
more : w-— But — I will conſider and re. 
mind my felf, that I give you into the hands of 
my Friend ; of my Friend, that Loves you bet- 
ter than his Life which he has often exposd 
for your ſake ; and what is more than All, to 
my Friend, whom you Love more than any 
Conſideration on Earth. — And »# this be 
done? (ſhe ask'd.) Is it inevitable as Fate ? — 
Fix*d as the Laws of Nature, Madam, (reply'd 
he; ) Don't you find the Neceſlity of it, 4r- 
delia ? ( continu'd he, by way of Queſtion: ) 
Does not your Love require it? Think ! you 
are going to your Dear Antonio, who alone can 
merit yon, and whom only you can love. 
Were your laſt words true, (return'd ſhe,) 1 
ſhou'd yet be unhappy in the Diſpleaſure of a 
Dear and Tender Father, and infinitely more, 
in being the cauſe of your Infidelity to him : 
No, Don Henrique, { continu'd ſhe ; ) | cou'd 
with greater Satisfaction return to my miſerable 
Confinement, than by any means diſturb the 
Peace of your Mind, or occaſion one moment's 
interruption of your Quiet. Wou'd 
to Heaven you did not, (1igh'd he to himſelf.) 
Then addrefling his words more diſtinctly to 
her, cryd he, Ah, Cruel ! Ah, Unjuſt A4r- 
delia ! Theſe Words belong to none but A»- 
roxio why then wou'd you endeavour to per- 
{uade me, that I ao, or ever ca7 merit the Ten- 
derneſs of ſuch an Expreſſion ; —- Have a 
care! ( purſud he,) Have a care, Ardelia / 
your outward Beauties are too powerful to be 
reliſted ; even your Frowns have ſuch a ſweet- 


neſs, that it attrats the very Soul that is not 
ſtrongly 
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ſtrongly prepoſleſs d with the nobleſt Friend- 
ſhip, and the higheſt Principles of Honour : 
Why then, alas! did you add ſuch Sweet and 
Charming Accents ? Why — Ah, Don 
Henrique / ( ſhe interrupred,) why did you ap- 
pear to me ſo Charming in your Perſon, ſo 
great in your Friendſhip, and fo Illuſtriovs in 
your Reputation? Why did my Father, cer 
ſince your firſt Viſit, continually fill my Ears 
and Thoughts with Noble CharaQters and 
Glorious Idea's, which yet but imperfedtly and 
faintly repreſent the Inimitable Original ! 
But — (what is moſt ſevere and cruel) why, 
Don Henrique, why will you defeat my Father 
in his Ambition of your Alliance! and me of 
thoſe glorious Hopes with which you had 
bleſs d my Soul, by caſting me away from you 
to Antonio ! Ha ! (cry'd he, ſtarting,) 
What ſaid you, Madam! What did Ardelia 
ſay! That I had bleſsd your Soul with Hopes ! 
That I woud ca#t you away to Anton ! 
Can they who ſafely arrive in their wiſh'd for 
Port, be ſaid to be Shipwrack'd ! Or, Can an 
Abje&, Indigent Wretch make a King ? 
Theſe are more than Riddles, Madam ; and I 
muſt not think to Expound 'em. No, ( ſaid 
ſhe; ) Let it alone, Don Henrique ; 11] caſe 
you of that trouble, and tell you plainly that 
T7 Love you. Ah! (cryd he,) now all my 
Fears are come upon me! —— How ! (ask*d 
ſhe,) Were you afraid I ſhou'd Love you ? Is 
my Love ſo dreadful then? Yes, when miſ- 
plac'd, ( reply'd he ; ) but 'twas your Falſhooa 
That I fear'd : Your Love were what I wow'd 
have ſought, with utmoſt hazard of my Life ; 
nay, 
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nay, even of my Future Happineſs, I fear, had 
you not been Engag'd; ſtrongly oblig?d to Love 
elſewhere, both by your own Choice and Vows, 
as well as by his dangerous Services, and match. 
leſs Conſtancy, For which ( ſaid ſhe) I do 
not Hate him ; though his Father kilPd my 
Uncle : Nay, perhaps (continu'd ſhe) I have 
a Friendſhip for him, but no more. No more / 
faid you, Madam ? (cry d he ;-) — But tell me, 
Did you never Love him ? Indeed, I did, 
Creply'd ſhe; ) but the Sight of You, has better 
inſtructed me, both in my Duty to my Father, 
and in cauſing my Paſſion for you, without 
whom 1I ſhall beeternally miſerable ; Ah, then ! 
purſue your honourable Propoſal, and make 
my Father happy in my Marriage! It muſt 
not be, (retura'd Don Henrique; ) my Honour, 
my Friezaſhip forbids it. No, ( ſhe return'd,) 
your Honour requires it ; and if your Friend- 
ſhip oppoſes your Honour, it can have no ſure 
nor ſolid Foundation. Female Sophiſtry . (cry*d 
Henrique ;, ) But you need no Art nor Artifice, 
Aradehia, ta make me Love you : Love you! 
( purſa*d he ;) By that bright Sn, the Light 
and Heat of all the World, Tos are my only 
Light and Heat. -—— Oh, Friendſhip ! Sacred 
Friend|lip, now afliſt me ! [ Here for 
a time he paus'd, and then afreſh proceeded, ] 
thus, — You told me, or my Ears deceivd 
me, that you Lov'd me, Ardelia, I did, (ſhe 
reply'd ; ) and that I do Love you, is as true 
as that I rold you ſo. ?Tis well ; — But woud 
it werenot ſo! Did ever Man receive a Bleſ- 
{ing tus! —— Why, I coud wiſh I did not 
Love you, Aracelia ! But that were impoſlible _ 
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At leaſt, wjuſt, (interrupted ſhe.) Well then, 
( he went on ) to ſhew you that I do ſincerely 
conſult your particular Happineſs, without any 


regard to my own, to morrow 1 will give you 


to Don Antomo; and as a Proof of your Love 


"to me, I expect your ready Conſent to it. To 


let you ſee, Don Henrique, how perfettly and 
tenderly I Love you, I will be facrific'd to 
morrow to Don Antonio, and to your Quiet. 
Oh, Strangeſt, Deareſt Obligation ! ( cry'd 
Henrique ;) To morrow then, as I have told 
your Father, I am to bring you to ſee the 
Deareſt Friend I have on Earth, who dare not 
appear within this City for ſome unhappy Rea- 
ſons, and therefore cannot ' be preſent at our 
Nuptials z; for which cauſe, I cou'd not but 
think it my Duty to one fo nearly related to 
my Soul, to make him happy in the Sight of 
my Beautiful Choice, ere: yet ſhe be my Bride. 
I hope ( ſaid ſhe) my Loving Obedience may 
merit your Compaſſion ; and that at laſt, ere 
the Fire is lighted that muſt conſume the Of- 
fering, I mean, the Marriage-Tapers, (alluding 
to the old Roman Ceremony) that you, or ſome 
other pitying Angel, will' ſnatch me from the 
Altar. Ah, No more, Ardelia / Say no more ! 
(cry'd he ;) we muſt be Crzel, to be Juſt to 
our ſelves. | Here their Diſcourſe ended, and 
they walk*d into the Houſe, where they found 
the Good Old Gentleman and his Lady, with 
whom he ſtay 'd til] about an Hour after Supper, 
when he return'd to his Friend with joyful News, 
but a forrowful Heart. 

Antonio was all Rapture with the Thovghts 
of the approaching Day ; which though it. 
brought 
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brought Don Henrique and his Dear Araclia th 
him, about Five a clock in the Evening, yet at 
the ſame time brought his laſt and greateſt Mis- 
fortune. He ſaw her then at a She-Relations of 
his, about three Miles from Sewil, which was 
the Place aſſign*d for their fatal Interview. He 
jaw her, I ſay; but, Ah ! how ſtrange, how 
alter'd from the Dear, Kind Ardelia ſhe was 
when laſt he left her ! "Tis true, he flew to 
her with Arms expanded, and with ſo {ſwift 
and eager a motion, that ſhe cou'd not avoid 
nor get looſe from his Embrace, till he had 
kiſ.?d, and ſigh'd, and dropt ſome Tears, which 
all the Grawnh of his Mind cou'd not reſtrain: ; 
whether they were the eftefts of Joy, or whe- 
ther (which rather may be fear*d) they were 
the Heat-drops which preceded and threaten'd 
the Thunder and Tempeſt that ſhou'd fall on 
his Head, 1 cannot poſitively ſay 3 ; yet all this 
ſhe was then ford to endure, ere ſhe had li- 
berty to ſpeak, or, indeed, to breathe, But 
as ſoon as ſhe had freed her ſalf from the Lo» 
ving Circle that ſhou'd have been the dear and 
lov?d Confinement or Centre of a Faithful Heart, 
ſhe began to dart: whole ſhowers of Tortures 
on him from her Eyes z which that Mouth that 
he had but juſt before ſo tenderly and ſacredly 
kiſs*d, ſeconded with whole volleys of Deaths 


cramm'd in every Sentence, pointed with the 


keeneſt AfﬀiAtion that ever pierc'd a Soul ! 
Antomo, (lhe began) you have treated me now, 
as if you were never like to ſee me more ; and 
wou'd to Heav'n you were not ! Ha! 
(cry'd he, ſtarting, and ſtaring wildly on her ; ) 
What ſaid you, Madam ? What ſaid you, my 
Aracha * 
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Ardelia * If you like the Repetition, Take it ! 
(reply'd ſhe, unmov'd,) Wowd to Hearn you 
were ne'er like to ſee me more! Good ! Very 
Good ! (cry*d he, with a Sigh that threw him. 
trembling into a Chair behind him, and gave 
her the opportunity of proceeding thus,) — 
Yet, Antomo, I muſt not have my Wiſh ; I muſt 
continue with you, not out of Choice, but by 
Command, by the ftriteſt and ſevereſt Obli- 
gation that ever bound Humanity ; Don MHen- 
rique, your Friend, Commands it ; Don Hen« 
rique, the Deareſt Qbjet of my Soul, Enjoins 
it ; Don Henrique, whoſe only Averſfion I am, 
will have it 1o. Oh, Do not wrong me, 
Madam !' (cry d Don Henrique.) Lead me, 
Lead me a little more by the Light of your 
Difcourſe, I beſeech you, ( ſaid Don Antonio,) 
that 1 may ſee your Meaning ! for hitherto *is 
Darkneſs all to me. Attend therefore with 
your beft Faculties, (purſt?d Ardeha) and know, 
That 1do moſt ſincerely and moſt paſſionately 
Love Don Henrique ; and as a Proof of my 
Love to-him, I have this Day conſented to be 
deliver'd up to you by Him ; not for your ſake 
in the leaſt, Anromo, but purely to ſacrifice all 
theiQuiet of my Life to his Satisfation. And 
now, - Sir, ( continu'd ſhe, addreſſing her ſelf 
to Don #enrique,) Now, Sir, if you can be fo 
cruel; execute your own moſt dreaded Decree, 
and join our Hands, though our Hearts ne%er 
canmeet. Allthisto Try me ! It's too much, 
Ardehia, — (aid Antonio : ) And then turning 
to Don Henrique, he went on, Speak Thos! if 
yet thou'rt not Apoſtate to onr Friendſhip ! 
Yet Speak, however ! Speak, though the Devil 
has 
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has been Tampering with Thee too ! Thoy 
art a Man, a Man of Honour once. And 
when I forfeit my juſt Title to thar, (inter- 
rupted Don Herriqae, may I be made moſt mi- 
ſerable ! May I loſe the Bleſſings of thy 
Friendſhip ! May I loſe Thee ! | 
Say on then, Henrique / (cry*d Antomo; ) And 
I charge thee, by all the Sacred Tyes of Friend. 
ſhip, ſay, Is this a Trial of me ? Ist Elufion, 
Sport ? or ſhameful, murtherous Truth ? —— 
O ! my Soul burns within me, and I can bear 
no longer ! Tel]! Speak! Say on! — 
{ Here, with folded Arms, and Eyes fix'd ſted- 
faſtly on Henrique, he ſtood like a Statue, 
without motion ; unleſs ſometimes, when his 
ſwelling Heart rais'd his o'er-charg'd Breaſt.] 
After a little Pauſe, and a hearty Sigh or two, 
Henrique began ; Oh, Antonio ! O-my 
Friend ! prepare thy ſelf to hear yet more 
dreadful Accents! —— I am ( purſud he) 
unhappily the Greateſt and moſt Innocent Cri- 
minal that er, till now, offended : ——— I 
Love her, Antonio, I Love Ardelia, with 
a Paſſion ſtrong and violent as Thine ! — 

Oh, ſummon all that. us'd to be more than Man 
about thee, to ſuffer to the end of my Dil- 
courſe, which nothing but a Reſolution like 
Thine can bear ! I know it by my ſelf. —— 
Though there be Wounds, Horror and Death 
in each Syllable, ( interrupted Antonio, ) yet 
prithee, now, go on, but with all haſte. I will, 
(return'd Don Herrique,) though I feel, my own 
Words have the ſame cruel effes on me. I ſay 
again, my Soul Loves Ardelia, And how canit 
be otherwiſe? Have we not Both the ſelt-ſame 
Appetites ? 
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Appetites ? the ſame Diſguſts? How then cou'd 
I avoid my Deſtiny, that has decreed that I 
ſhou?d Love and Hate juſt as you do? Oh, 
hard Neceſlity ! that oblig*d you to uſe Me, in 
the. Recovery of this Lady ! Alas, Can you 
think that any Man of Senſe or Paſſion cou'd 
have ſeen, and not have Lov?d her'! Then 
how ſhou'd I, whaſe Thoughts are Uniſons to 
Yours, evade thoſe Charms that had prevaiPd 
on you ? And now, to let you know "tis 
no Eluſion, no Sport, but ſerious and amazing 
woful Truth, Ardc/ia beſt can tell you whom 
ſhe Loves. What Pve already faid, 1s true, 
by Heav*n, (cry*d ſhe ; ) ?Tis you, Don Hen- 
r11que, whom I only Love, and who alone can 
give me, Happineſs: Ah, wou'd you wou'd ! 
-———- With you; Antonio, I muſt remain Un- 
happy, Wretched, Curs'd : Thou art my Hell; 
Don. Henrique is my Heaven. And Thou art 
mine, (return'd he,) which here I part with to 
my Deareſt Friend. Then taking her Hand ; 
Pardon me, Antorio,(purſu'd he) that I thus take 
my laſt Farewell of all the Taſts of Bliſs from 
your Ardchia, at. this moment. [At which words 
he kiſs'd her Hand, and gave it to Don 4n- 
tomoz who receiv'd it, and gently preſs?d it 
cloſe to his Heart, as if he wou'd have her feel 
the Diforders ſhe had caus'd there.] Be Happy, 
Amomo, ( cry?d Henrique ;,) Be very Tender 
of her ; To morrow early I ſhall hope to ſee 
thee. Ardetia, ( purſu?d he,) All Hap- 
pineſs and Joy ſurround Thee ! May*ſt thou 
ne'er want thoſe Bleſſings thou canſt give 4-- 
ronio ! —— Farewell to Both ! ( added he, 
going out.) Ay, (cry'd ſhe,) Farewell to all 
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Toys, Bleſſings, Happineſs, if you forſake me 
-— — Yet donot go! — Ah, Cruel ! (cons 
tinu'd ſhe, ſeeing him quit the Room ; ) Byt 


you ſhall take my Soul with you, Here the 


ſwooned away in Don Antonio's Arms ; who, 
though he was happy that he had her faſt there, 
yet was obligd to call in his Confin, and Ar. 
delia's Attendants, ere ſhe. cou'd be perfedtly 
recover'd. In the mean while, Don\#Henrique 
had not the power to go out of fight of the 
Honſe, but wander'd to and fro abont it, di. 
ſtrafted in his Soul, and not being able longer 
to refrain her ſight, her laſt Words ſtill re 
ſounding in ber Ears, he came again into the 
Room where he left her with Don Amonio, juſt 
as ſhe revivd and calPd upon him, exclaiminy 
on his Cruelty, in leaving her fo ſoon. But 
when, turning her Eyes towards the Door, ſhe 
ſaw him; Oh ! with what eager baſte ſhe flew 
to him ! then claſpd him round the Waff, 
obliging him, with all the tender Expreſliots 


that the Sou] of a Lover, and'a Woman's too, 


is capable of uttering, not to leave her ih the 
poſſeſſion of Don Anromio. This ſo amaz'd her 
ſlighted Lover, that he knew not, at firſt, how 
to proceed in this Tormenting Scene ; but at 
laſt, ſummoning -all his wonted Reſolution, 
and Strength of Mind, he told her, He wou'd 
put her out of his power, if ſhe won?d conſent 
to retreat for ſome few hours to a Nunnery that 
was not above half a Mile diſtant thence, till 
he had diſcoursd his Friend, Don Hemriqnt, 
ſomething more particularly than hitherto, 
about this Matter. To which ſhe readily 
agreed, upon the Promiſe that Don ne 
made 
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made her, of ſeeing her with the firſt oppor- 
tunity. They waited on her then to the Con- 
vent, where ſhe was kindly and teſpeQfully 
receiv'd by the Lady Abbeſs; but it was notlong 
before that her Grief renewing with greater 
violence, and more afflifting circumſtances, 
had oblig?d *em to ſtay with her till it was al- 
moſt dark, when they once more begg'd the 
liberty of an bour*s abſence ; and the better to 
palliate their Deſign, Henrique told her, that 
he wou'd make uſe of her Father Don Richardo's 
Coach, in which they came to Don Antonio's, 
for ſo ſmall a time : Which they did, leaving 
only Eleanora her Attendant with her, withour 
whom ſhe had been at a loſs, among ſo many 
Fair Strangers; Strangers, I mean, to her un- 
happy Circumſtances : whilſt they were carry'd 
hear a Mile farther, where, juſt as *was dark, 
' they lighted from the Coach, Don Henrique 
ordering the Servants not to ſtir thence till 
their return from their private Walk, which 
was about a Furlong, in a Field that belong'd 
to the Convent. Here Don Anto70 told Don 
Henrique, That he had not ated Honourably ; 
That he had Betray*d him and Robb'd him at 
once both of a Friend and Miſtreſs. To which 
Cother return'd, That he underſtood his mean- 
ing, when he proposd a particular Diſcourſe 
about this Affair, which he now perceiy?d muſt 
end in Blood : But you may remind your ſelf 
( continu'd he) that 1 have kept my Promiſe, 
In delivering her to you. Yes, ( cry*d An- 
tomo) after you had practigd foully and baſely 
with her. By Heavens! not at all, (return'd 
Henrique; ) It was her Choice, or Fate, that 
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brought this miſchief on her ; for I urg'd the 
Shame and Scandal of Inconſtancy, bur all in 
vain, to her. But don't you Love her, Hen- 
rique ? (Vother askK'd.) Too well; and can. 
not live without her, though I fear I may feel 
the curſed Effects of the ſame Inconſtancy ; 
However, 1 had quitted her All to you, but 
you ſee how ſherelents it. And you ſhall ſee, 
Sir, (cry?d Antonio, drawing, his Sword in a 
Rape) how I reſent it. Here, without more 
Words, they fell to Aftion, to Bloody Aion, 
(Ah ! how wretched is our Sex, in beirg the un- 
happy Occaſion of ſo many fatal Miſchiefs evn 
between the Deareſt Friends!) They fought on 
each ſide with the greateſt Animoſity of Rivals, 
forgetting all the Sacred Bonds of their former 
Friendſhip ; till Don Arzromo fell, and ſaid, 
dying, Forgive me, Henrique! 1 was to blame; 
1 cowd not lrve without ber : I fear ſhe wil 
betray thy Life, which haſte and preſerve, for my 
ake ! — Let me not die all at once / —. Heav'n 
pardon both of us ! Farewell ! Oh, Haſee ! 
Farewel! ! ( return*'d Don Henrique, Farenel, 
thou Bravest, Truest Friend ! Farewel, thou 
Nobleſt Part of me ! -—— And, Farewell all the 
Onict of my Soul. Then ſtooping, he kiſs'd his 
Cheek ; but, riſing, found he muſt retire in 
time, or elſe muſt periſh through loſs of Blood, 
for he had receiv'd two or three dangerovs 
Wounds, beſides others of leſs conſequence: 
wherefore he made all the convenient haſte he 
cou'd to the Coach, into which, by the help of 
the Foot-men, he got, and order'd ?em todnre 
direQtly to Don Richardo's with all imaginable 
ſpeed ; where he arriv'd in little more = 
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half an hour's time, and was receiv'd by A4r- 
delia?s Father with the greateſt Confuſion and 
Amazement' that is expreſſible, ſeeing him re- 
turn*d withont his Daughter, and ſo deſperately 
wounded. ' Before he thought it convenient to 
ask him any Queſtions more than to enquire of 
his Daughter*s ſafety, to which he receiv*d a 
ſhort but; ſatisfaftory Anſwer, Don Richardo ſent 
for an Eminent and Able Surgeon, 'who prob'd 
and dreſs?d Don Henrique?s Wounds, who was 
immediately pnt to Bed, not without ſome 
deſpondency of his Recovery; but ( Thanks 
to his kind Stars, and kinder Conſtitution !) 
he reſted pretty wel} for ſome hours that Night; 
and early in the Morning, Ardelia's Father, 
who had ſcarce taken any Refſt al} that Night, 
came to viſit him, as ſoon as he underſto 

from the Servants who watch'd with him that 
he was ina cofidition to ſuffer a ſhort Diſcourſe ; 
which, you may be ſure, was to learn the Cir- 
cumſtances of the paſt Night's Adventure ; of 
which Don Henrique gave: hin a perfeCt and 
pleaſant” Atcount, ſince he heard that Don Az- 
ztonio, his mortal Enemy, was kiilPd ; the aſſu- 
rance of whoſe Dezath was the more delightful 
to him, ſince; by this Relation, he found that 
Fhitonio was the Man whom his care- of his 
Davghter 'had' ſo often' fruſtrated. Don Hen- 
719ze had hardly made an end of his Narration, 
ere a'Servant came haſtily to give Richardo.no- 
tice, that the Officers were come to ſearch for 
his Son-in-Law that ſhou'd have been ; whom 
the Old Gentleman's wiſe Precautian had ſe- 
cur'd in a Room fo unſuſpetted, that they might 
as reaſonably have imagind the entire Walls

of his Houſe had a Door made of Stones, as that 
chere ſhou?d have been one to that cloſe Apart, 
ment : He went therefore boldly to the Officers, 
and | gave *em all :the Keys of his Houſe, with 
free: liberty to examine every Room and Cham- 
ber : Which they did, but to no purpoſe ; agd 
Don Henrique lay there undiſcover'd till his 
Cure was perfected. 

- Jn the mean time, Ardelia, who, that fatal 
Night, but: too rightly gueſs?d that the Death 
of-one or both her Lovers was the cauſe that 
they. did not return- te their Promiſe, the next 
Day fellinto a high Fever, in which. her Father 
ound her, ſoon after he had clear*d himſelf 
of thoſe who came to ſearch for ' her Lover. 


' The aſſurance which her Father gave. her of 


Henrique's Life ſeem?d a little to reviye her ; 
but the ſeverity of Antorzo's Fate was no way 
obliging to her, ſince ſhe cou'd not but retain 
the memory of bis Love and Conſtancy ; which 
added to her Affliftions, and heightned her D{- 
ſtemper, infomucty that Kichardo was conſtrain'd 
to leave her under the care of the-good Lady 
Abbeſs,;: and to the diligent Attendance of 
Eleanora, not daring to hazard her Life in 4 
removal to his own Houſe. | All their Care and 


Diligence was however ineffeftual ; for ike 


languiſlfd even. to the leaſt hope: of Recovery, 
tilli mmediately after the firſt Vifit of Don Hen- 
7ique, which was the firſt he made. in a Month 
time, and that by Night, #cognizo, with her 
Father, her Diſtemper viſibly retreated each 
day : yet when at laſt ſhe .enjoy'd a perfe& 
Health of Body, her Mind grew fick,. and ie 
plung'd into a deep Melancholy ; which _ 
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her entertain a poſitive Reſolution of taking 
the Veil at the end of her Novitiate : which 
accordingly ſhe did, notwithſtanding all the 
Entreaties, Prayers and Tears both of her Fa- 
ther and Lover. But ſhe ſoon repented her 
Vow, and often wiſh'd that ſhe might by any 
means ſec and ſpeak to Non Henrique, by 
whoſe h:Ip ſhe promis'd to her ſglf a Deli- 
verance out of her voluntary Impriſonment : 
Nor were his Wiſhes wanting to the ſame effect, 
thaugh he was forc'd to flie into 4taly, to avoid 
the Proſecution of Antonio's Friends. Thither 
ſhe purſu'd him ; nor cou'd he any way ſhun 
her, unleſs he-cou'd have left his Heart at a di- 
ſtance from his Bady : Which. made him take a 
fatal Reſolution of returning to: Sevul in Diſ- 
oviſe 5 where he wander®d about the Convent 
every Night like a Ghoſt, ( for indeed his Soul 
was. within, while his Inanimate Trunk was 
without, till at laſt he found means to convey 
a Letter to her, which both ſurpriz*d and de- 
lighted her. The Meſſenger that brought is 
her, was one of her Mother-in-Laws Maids, 
whom he had known before,. and met acciden- 
tally one night as he was going his Rounds, 
and ſhe coming out from Araehia ; with her he 
prevaiPd, and with Gold oblig'd her to Secrecy 
and Aſſiſtance : which prov?d ſo ſucceſsful, that 
he underſtood from Ardelia her ſtrong deſire 
of Liberty, and the continuance of her Paſſion 
for him, together with the Means and Time 
moſt convenient and likely to ſucceed for her 
Enlargement. The Time was the Fourteenth 
Night following, at Twelve a clack, which 
juſt compleated a Month ſince his return thi- 
D 4 ther ; 
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ther ; at which time they Both promis'd them- 
ſelves the. greateſt Happineſs on Earth. But 
you may obſerve the juſtice of Heaven, in their 
Diſappointment. 

Don Sebaſtian, who ſtill purſu'd him with a 
moſt implacable Hatred, had trac'd him evento 
Italy, and there narrowly miſſing him, poſted 
after him to Toleao ; fo ſure and ſecret was his 
Intelligence ! As ſoon as he arriv?d, he went 
direQtly to the Convent where his Siſter Elvira 
had been one of the Profeſs?d, ever ſince Don 
Henrique had forſaken her, and where Ardclia 
had taken her Repented Vow. Elvira had all 
along conceaPd the Occaſion of. her coming 
thither from Ardelia ; and though ſhe was her 
only Confident, and knew the whole Story of 
her Misfortunes, and heard the Name of Don: 
Henrique repeated an hundred times a day, 
whom ſtill ſhe Lov*d moſt perfely, yet never 
gave her Beautiful Rival any cauſe of ſuſpicion 
that ſhe Lov'd him, either by Words or Looks: 
nay, more, when ſhe underſtood that Don Her- 
rique came to the Convent with Ardelia' and 
Antonio, and at other times with her Father, 
yet ſhe had ſo great a command of her ſelf, 2s 
to refrain ſeeing him, or to be ſeen by him; 
nor ever intended to have ſpoken or writ to 
him, had not her Brother, Don Sebaſtian, put 
her upon the crvel neceſſity of doing the laſt; 
who coming to viſit his Siſter ( as I have ſaid 

efore) found her with Donna Arde/ia, whom 

he never remembred to have ſeen, nor who 
ever had ſeen him but twice, and that was 

about Six Years. before, when ſhe was but Ten 

Years of Age, when ſhe fell paſſionately in _ 
WI 
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with him, and continu?d her Paſſion till about 
the Fourteenth Year of her Empire, when the 
unhappy Antonio firſt began his Court to her. 
Don Sebaſtian was really a very deſirable Perſon, 
being at that time very Beautiful, his Age not 
exceeding Six and twenty, of a ſweet Conver- 
ſation, very Brave, but- Revengeful and Irre- 
concileable (like moſt of his Countrey-men,) 
and of an Honourable Family. At the fight of 
him, . Ardelia felt her former Paſſion renew; 
which proceeded and continu'd with ſuch Vio- 
lence, that it utterly defac*d the Idea's of An- 
zonio and Henrique. ( No wonder that ſhe who 
cow'd reſolve to forſake her Gqd for Man, 
ſhowd quit one Lover for another.) In ſhort, 
ſhe then only wiſh'd that he might Love her 
equally, and then ſhe doubted not of con- 
triving the means of their Happineſs betwixt 
*?m. She had her Wiſh, and more, if paſlible ; 
for he Loy'd her beyond the thought of any 
other preſent or future Bleſſing, and faiPd not 
to let her know it, at the ſecond Interview 
when he receiv'd the greateſt Pleaſure he cou?d 
have wiſh'd, next to the Joys of a'Bridal Bed : 
For ſhe confeſs?d her Love to him, and preſently 
put him upon thinking on the means of her 
Eſcape ; but not finding his Deſigns ſo likely to 
ſucceed, as thoſe Meaſures ſhe had ſent to Don 
Henrique, ſhe communicates the very ſame to 
Don Sebaſtian, and agreed with him to 'make 
uſe of ?em on that very Night wherein ſhe had 
oblig'd Don Henrique to attempt her Delive- 
rance; the Hour indeed was different, beirg 
determin®d to be at Eleven. Elvira, who was 
preſent at the Conference, took the Hint ; and 
not 
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not. being willing to diſoblige a Brother who had 
{a CN Rh Life in Vindication, of her, 
either.durſt nat or won d not ſeem tp.oppoſe his 
Inclinatiqns, at that time : However, when he 
retir?d with her to talk more particularly of 
his intended Revenge on Don Henrique, who, he 
tald-her,. he knew lay ſomewhere abſconded in 
Taledg, and whom he had reſolv*d, as he af- 
ſar*d her, to ſacrifice to her injur'd Honour, 
and his Reſentments ; ſhe oppos'd that .his vin- 
dictive Reſolution with all the forcible Argu- 
ments jn. a Virtuons and Pious Lady?s Capacity,

"Tis indeed ſome Years fince : ( return'd the 
Lady } But of that another time. -— Mean 
while,if you are unprovided of a Lodging, I dare 
- undertake, you ſhall be welcom to this Gentle- 
woman. The. Fair Unfortunate return'd her 
Thanks; 
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Thanks; and whilſt a Chamber was preparing 
for her, the Lady entertain'd her in her own. 
About Ten a Clock they parted, Betamora be- 
ing conducted to her new Lodging by the Mi- 
ſtreſs of the Houſe, who then left her to take 
what Reſt ſhe cowd amidſt her ſo many ſeem- 
ing Misfortunes ; returning to the other Lady, 
who deſir?d her to ſearch into the Cauſe of 
Bellamora*s Retreat to Town. 

The next Morning the good Gentlewoman 
of the Houſe coming up to her, found Bellamora 
almoſt drown*d in Tears, which by many kind 
and ſweet Words ſhe at laſt ſtopp*d; and asking

I was courted (ſaid ſhe) above.three Years

dam) in your Houſe, and in your Fidelity and 
Diſcretion: Of the laſt you may aſſure your 
ſelf, Madam, (faid rother : ) But what Provi- 
ſion have you made for the Reception of the 
young Stranger that you carry about you. Ah, 
Madam! (cry'd Bellamora) you have broughs 
to mind another Misfortune : Then ſhe ac- 
quainted her with the ſupposd Loſs of her 
Money and Jewels, telling her withal, that ſhe 
had but three Guinea's and ſome Silver left, and 


'the Rings ſhe wore, in her preſent Poſlefſion. 


The good Gentlewoman of the Houſe told her, 
ſhe wou?d ſend to inquire ar the Inn where ſhe 
lay the firſt Night ſhe came to Town ; for, 
(happily) they might give ſome account of the 
Porter to whom ſhe had intruſted her Trunk ; 
and withal repeated her Promiſe of all the 
Help in her Power, and for that time left her 
much more compos'd than ſhe found her. The 
good Gentlewoman went direCtly to the other 
Lady, her Lodger, to whom ſhe recounted 
Bellamoras mournful Confeſſion : At which the 
Lady appear?d mightily concernd : And at 
laſt, ſhe told her Land-lady, that ſhe wou'd 
take Care that Belamora ſhould lie in according 
to her Quality : For, (added ſhe) the Child (it 
ſeems) is my own Brothers. 

Aſſoon as ſhe had din?d, ſhe went to the Ex- 
change and bought Child-bed Linen ; but de- 
{tr*d that Bellamora might not have the leaſt No- 
Lice 
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tice of it : And at her Retorn diſpatchd a Let- 
ter to her Brother Fondlove in Hantſhire, with 
an Account of every particular ; which ſoon 
brought him up to Town, without ſatisfying 
any of his or her Friends with the Reaſon of 
his ſudden Departure; mean while, the good 
Geatlewoman of the Houſe had ſent to the Star. 
Inn on Fiſh-ſtreet-hil, to demand the Trunk; 
which ſhe rightly ſuppos'd to have been carried 
back thither : For, by good Luck, it was a Fel- 
low that plyed thereabouts who brought it to. 
Bellamora's Lodgings that very Night, but un- 
known to her. Fonalove no ſooner got to Lon- 
aon, but he poſts to his Siſter's Lodgings, 
where he was advis'd not to be ſeen of Bel- 
lamora till they had work*d farther upon her, 
Which the Land-Lady began in this manner; 
ſhe rold her that her things were nuſcarried, 
and ſhe fear d loſt ; thar ſhe had but little Mo- 
ney her ſelf, and if the Overſcers of the poor 
(juſtly ſo call'd from their over-looking em) 
ſhou*d have the leaſt Suſpicion of a ſtrange and 
unmarried Perſon, who was entertain?d 1n her 
Houſe big with Child and {ſo near her time as 
Bellamora was, ſhe ſhou'd be troubled, if they 
cou?d not give Security to the Pariſh of twenty 
or thirty Pound that they ſhou'd not ſuffer by 
her, which ſhe cou'd not; or otherwiſe, ſhe 
muſt be ſent to rhe Houſe of CorreCtion, and 
her Child to a Pariſh-Nurſe. This Diſcourſe 
one may imagine, was very dreadful to a Per- 
ſon of her Youth, Beauty, Education, Family 
and.Eſtate: However, ſhe reſolutely proteſted,

expos'd to the Scorn of her Friends and Rela- 
tions in the Country. The other told her then, 
that ſhe muſt write down to: her Uncle a fare- 
well Letter, as if ſhe were juſt going aboard 
the Pacquet- . boat for Holland ;, that he'might not 
ſend to inquire for her in T own, when he ſhou'd 
underſtand ſhe was not at her new-married 
. Couſin's in the Country, which accordingly ſhe 
did, keeping her felt a cloſe Priſoner to her 
Chamber : 3 Where ſhe was daily vilited by Fond- 
love's Siſter and the Land-Lady, but by no Soul 
elſe, the firſt diſſembling the Knowledge ſhe 
had of her Misfortunes. Thus ſhe continued 
for above three Weeks ; not a Servant being 
ſuffer?d to enter her Chamber, ſo much as to 
make her Bed, leſt they ſhou'd take Notice of 
her great Belly : But for all this Caution, the 
Secret had taken Wind, by the means-of an At- 
tendant of the other Lady below; ''who had 
over-heard her ſpeaking of it to her Husband. 

This {ſoon got out *o Doors and {pread*abroad, 

till it reach*d the long Ears of the Wolves 
of the Pariſh; who next day deſign'd to give 
her an ungrateful Viſit : But Foralove, by good 


Providence, prevented it ; who, the Night be- 


fore, was uſher*d into Bellamora's Chamber by 
his Siſter, his Brother-in-L aw, and the Land- 
Lady. At the ſight of him ſhe had like to have 
{woon'd away : But he taking her in bis Arms, 
began again, ashe was wont to do, with Tears in
